It affords nie much pleasure to congratulate you upon the happy prospects 
under wnich you have assembled; althourh a portion of our citizens have in 
some measure labored under temporary embarrassments, and in some portions 
of the state during the last year from the failure of their crops 5 yet, through. 
the interposition of an overruling Providence the labors of the husbandman 
during the present season have been crowned with unusual success. Our 
mechanics find profitable employment, and all classes of our citizens are en- 
joying that degree of happiness which flows from peace, health and general 
abundance. Our unceasing and devout gratitude is due to a kind and benefi- 

-cent Providence for his manifold blessings and for his superintending care 
and protection.’ 2D 
. I regret to inform you that since your last session the harmony of our'rela- 
tions with a neighboring government has been disturbed so seriously as to in- 
duce a resort to military interference. eR 

In pursuance of the provisions of a law passed at your last session, the she- 
riff of Clark county proceeded to collect the revenue from a certain district 
of country attached to that county. 

In the peaceable exercise of his official duties under the laws of this state, 
he was met by the threats and opposition of some of the inhabitantsof the dis- 
irict of land immediately adjacent to our northern line, and he was warned to 
desist front the further prosecution of his duties under a penalty consequent 
upon a violation of the laws of the territory of Iowa to which it was pretended 
this district of right belonged. Information having been, at the same time, 
communicated to the Governor of the territory. of Iowa, he thereupon issued 
a Proclamation denying the title of this state to the occupancy and dominion 
of that portion of its rightful domain, claiming tbe same for the territory afore- 
said, authorizing the arrest and trial before the judicial tribunals of owa of all 
persons who shall within the said district attempt to exercise any official func- 
tion not granted nor secured by the laws of the territory, and calling tipon all 

‘the citizens of Iowa to be vigilant in the detection and arrest of ali such al- 
ledged offenders. ‘To this it was replied by the Executive of Missouri, that 
the jurisdiction which was claimed by the territory was unwarranted; that the 
exercise of the duties by the officers of Clark county was in. conformity not 
only to the laws of Missouri enacted after a diligent examination of its title, 
and with a full knowledge of the territorial authorities, but wasin perfect ac- 
cordance with the constitutional and ceded limits of the stato. ` Instructions 
were also ‘issued to the civil officers of the counties adjoining our northern 
boundary, to.proceed in the discharge of their duties, and in case of any inter- . 
ruption by persons claiming not to be citizens of this state, and denying its ju- 
tisdiction, that they call to their aid the power of their county, and to act in 
‘other respects in accordance with the laws of this state in relation to riots and 
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unlawful assemblies. While such instructions were given,the officers of this 


state were also expressly cautioned and directed so to execute their respec-. l 


tive functions as to create no unnecessary excitement, and to use their utmost 


efforts, consistently with law, to suppress any needless collision, to maintain an. . 


amicable feeling with the citizens of this state and of the territory of Iowa, 
and in all respects to conform strictly and literally to the laws of this state. ^: 

While proceeding under these directions, and in the peaceable exercise of 
his legal functions the sheriff of the county of Clark was resisted, and prepa- 


rations were made for his arrest; he however retreated, and called-upon tye _

Information of these proceedings were conveyed to the Executive of this 


- state by the Major-General of that division, who was directed to furnish a suf- 


ficient force to the sheriff of Clark county, to enable him to proceed in the. 
discharge of his duties, and to take into custody any person or persons found 
within the limits of this state in open resistance to its laws. Under the in- 
fluence of astrong desire that the rights of our state should be maintained 
firmly, yét mildly, the commanding officer of the division was authorized to 
call to his aid, if necessary, assistance from’ other divisions, while he was at 
the same time directed to use his atmost caution to prevent any unnecessary-

collision with the authorities or citizens of Iowa, and only in case the laws of _ 


the state were resisted by an armed force too strong to be overcome by the 
ordinary powers conferred upon the civil officers, to resist force by force, and 
cause the laws to be faithfully executed, and the integrity of our territory 
maintained. ne 

Iu the mean time the sheriff of Clark county had been seized by an armed 
force, carried into the territory of lowa,,and there held in imprisonment by 
its legally constituted authorities, while engaged peaceably ii collecting the 
revenue in the district of éountry thus brought into dispute. Under thisstate 
of things, a series of resolutions were adopted by the territorial couricil of 
Iowa, requesting the Executive of this state to authorize a suspension of hos- 
tilitles on the part of Missouri, until the first day of July last, with a view 
of having the difficulty adjusted by the action of congress. A copy of the 
said resolutions were also sent by the council to the county court of Clark 
county, and adopted by that body. An order was then issued from that court 
to the general officer directing him to disband the forces under his command; 
with which order he complied. When the resolutions were presented to me 
for approval I immediately expressed my ünqualified dissent. I could hot 
for one instant recognize as obligatory the assumed ground that Congress 
could by any meáns interfere with, or alter the constitutional limits of this 
state. "While I expressed my serious regret that the kindred interests of the 
citizens of this state and Iowa, were of necessity about to be disseveréd, that 
I had no authority to suspend the execution of any law, which power had beeti 
wisely conferred upon a different departmet of our government; that I felt 
myself constrained to order that no suspension of the civil and military func- 
tions under the laws of this state be allowed within its rightful limits, and. 
called upon all the officers of this state, civil and military, that they should | 
use all legal means in their power to prevent any violation of law or exercise 
of foreign jurisdiction within our limits; and that they exercise to the full ex- 
tent their respective duties, in conformity with the laws of this state; 

Since the date of that proclamation, I am pleased to inform you, that no 
further disturbance has occurred on our northern line, which has dalled for 
the interference of the authority of the Executive, or the military force of the 
state. ] i 

As the history of the dispute and the mode of designation of our northern 
boundary were-communicated. to-the last session of the legislature, I deem 
it unnecessary to enter into detail of the facts connected therewith. - If the 
legislature should, however, consider it necessary; I beg leave to refer them 
to my last message and the accompanying documents, to show that the boun- 
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ary line which we claim as the termination of our territory on the north, is 
a strict conformity with the ceded and constitutional limits of this State, that 
t cannot imany manner be construed to trench on the limits of the Territory è 
f£ Iowa; that its designation was made with a just and open comparison of the 
iglits ‘of the territory, and after a full and fair notice of the time when the 
urvéy would be instituted by the authorities of this State, and after a formal 
nvitation to the general government to participate in the proceeding. I can- 
iot here, however, pause in the history of this whole proceeding, without ex- 
yressing to you thesurprise which I feel that this State should never have been 

‘urnished with a copy or plat of the line which was afterwards made by a com- 

missioner appointed by thé United States, and which forms the foundation of 

the claim of Iowa to the territory in dispute. | "A 

The increasing importance and population. of the territory oflowa will 
doubtless very shortly be made the ground of an application for its admission 
into the Union as a sovereign and independent State, and the governor of that 
territory has brought the subject to the attention of their legislative body. The 
consent of Congress cannot and ought not long to be withheld, whenever the. 
territory shall prove itself entitled~to take an equal rank among the States of 
our confederacy, and in this point of view it becomes extremely important that 
this question should be definitely settled. It would be far better that the ques- 
tion of boundary should be settled by Congress upon the admission of Iowa, 

into the Union, than that it should be left unadjusted, and remain a ground of . 
immediate controversy so soon as Iowa should assume the authority and rank 
ofa sovereign State. 7 RANA 

_ tn ratifying the constitution which the people of that territory may submit 
for approyal, the. Congress of the United States should be urged to regard the. 
integrity of our domain, and so to limit the gorernment of the new State as 
not toantrude jurisdiction upon our soil. ‘To this end I would suggest the pro- 
priety of a remonstrance on the part ofthe legislature of this Staté against 
the exercise of any- power or right of interference on the part of Congress to 

limit the extent of our boundary; and also against the admission of lowaintó , 

the Union, except upon a full and perfect regard for the integrity of ourterri-, 
tory, and the rightful extent-of our constitutional domain. 1 feel no hesitation’ 
in believing that such a declaration of our rights, and ofthe reasons on. which 

we base them, will effectually remove the doubt, if any exists, as to the, jus- 
lice of our title, and will postpone the ratification of the boundary line of Iowa 
to the properand finaladjustmént of our own. = . . . a ..,. 

In the mean time I would also suggest that the title of this State be maintain- 
ed to'the fullest extent tothe ground claimed by Iowa, and which, was at. your 
last session declared a part of the State of Missouri by an. act founded upon 
the examination and report of skillful surveyors. Independent of the mutual 
relations of protection and support existing between this' government and its 
citizens residing in the territory thus brought into dispute, this State should 
; not recede except upon the strongest evidence of error from the position in 
which it has been placed by a clear examination of its rights, by the plain’ let- 
ier of its constitution and voice of its legisláture declared after an exhibition 
of the most satisfactory testimony. | " 

. The splendid edifice which has been prepared for your reception. commands | 
the attention and admiration of every beholder; not a stranger visits our seatof 
| government either from the east or from the west, from the north or from the 
| south, but whose attention is forcibly arrested by its grand and magnificent ex- 
| terior, by the justness of its proportions, ihe convenience of its internal. ar- 
| rangements, the durability of the material, the beautiful and chaste style of its 
architecture and the very complete and superior workmanship of the whole_ 
; structure. Placed upon the summit of a lofty promontory that commands’a 
; most extended view of our noble river, the Capitol of Missouri stands unri- 
| valled in the west, a proud monument of the taste and liberality of her cstizens.- 
| The M who designed the building and superintended tlic construction, 
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and the gentleman who so faithfully executed the work deserve that credit 
which an enlightened éommunmity will.ever accord to merit, skill and industry. 
. It will require an additional appropriation to fully complete the building and 
. enclose the grounds. "The Commissioners will in due time submit their report 
showing among other things the amount already expended and the eontracts 
existing, and now in progtess for the completion of the work, to which permit 
. me to refer you. I cannot close the subject without urging upon you the ne- ` 
cessity of providing for the appointment of some sober and discreet person as 
` a guard, whose duty it should be at all times to keep a strict watch over the 
building to prevent injury to the same either from accident or negligence.— 
The small expense attending this matter can well be justified by the great 
value of the building and the safety of the publie archives. 

Since your last session the University of the state has been Ioeated, and the | | 

. publie buildings are now in a rapid state of progress. Under the provisions 
of a law passed by the last General Assembly, the town of Columbia in the 
eounty of Boone, was selected as the permanent site of this institution; the | 
public spirit that induced its citizens to bid so liberally for the privelege of | 
its erection within the border of their county, forms the strongest assurance | 
that there its welfare will be carefully consulted, and iis interests warmly | 
cherished. PN | 

It has long been a matter of reproach to our state, that; with the liberal do- 
nation of Congress, and the accumulated fund for the support of a seminary 
of learning, no provision was ever made for the education among ourselves, 
of our youth in the higher branches of science, and that for the proper aequi- 
sition of this knowledge our citizens were indebted to foreign institutions. - It 
forms a subject of congratulation that, this reproach can no longer rest upon us, 
but can be met by the fact that our energies have been excited in the cause of 
advanced education, and that our zeal in its behalf has been manifested by our 
determination to concentrate intelligence among us. Itis a strong evidence | 
of the improved condition and increasing importance of our state, that we have 
had the honor to rear the first institution of this character on this side of the 
mighty father of waters. 

In consequence of its recent organization and the incomplete condition of - 
the buildings, the University hes not as yet gone into operation. Itis believed ` 
that during the next year it will be open for the admission of pupils. Great 
inconvenience has been experienced in conséquence of the frequent absence 
of many of the curators, at important meetings of their board, which has been 
partly occasioned by the distance of their residence from the site of the insti- 
tution. I would recommend to the legislature the selection of such gentlemen 
as curators, who reside near to the University as to render their attendance _ 
at the annual or appointed meetings of the board a matter of little personal in- 
convenience; very little good can result from the choice of such gentlemen 
as curators, whose residence are so remote from the University as to cause 
their absence from every meeting of the board. A sufficient number of gen- _ 
tlemen can be found in the county of Boone and in the counties immediately 
adjacent whose interest in the cause will prompt and whose vicinity to the 1n- 
stitution will ensure their certain attendance. The curators I would also sug- 
gest, should not be required to serve without an adequate compensation. Un- | 
der the present system which allows no remuneration to these officers, they | 
are expected to absent themselves from their homes and pursuits, and at some 
pecuniary loss to bestow their time and care on the affairs and interests of a 
public institution. This should not be—the duty which the- law imposes on 
them is delicate and highly important. The future and entire interests of an - 
institution, which the state should cherish with the same fondness as its inde- 
pendence, depend entirely for good or ill, on the enlightened and proper eourse: 
of those who are chosen to conduct it. It is not right that gentlemen whose 
zeal for the cause of science; and whose attainments have induced their se- 
lection as curators by the legislature, should in addition to the tax of & journey - 
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and an absence from home incur at the same time a pecuniary sacrifice. I 
‘would-suggest to you the propriety of rendering those officers of the state 
some compensation for their services, even though that compensation should 
not be extended beyond their expenses incurred. . — - 

The Secretary of State willin due time communicate to the General As- 
sembly the report of the board of curators which by law is required to be de- 
posited in his office, to which I refer you, and recommend to your attention 
the suggestions therein contained, — Sol ] 

i am gratified in being enabled to inform you of the immense accession to 
the population and wealth of our state since the last census. An unexampled 
emigration from our sister states, and from Europe has found its way into our 
borders, and has served to people to a very great degree the vast and hither- 
to unoccupied expanses of our fertile territory. The blessings which this in- 
crease of our population has produced have not been confined altogether to 
any particular section of our state, but have extended in some degree to every 
portion of it. To this matter which forms a subject of cordial congratulation, 
your earliest attention is directed. - It is an act of justice that this increase of 
population should be entitled to all the privileges which havé been heretofore 
accorded to older emigrants, and which the constitution warrants them in 
demanding at your hands. It will be seen from the returns submitted to you 
that very sensible alterations have occurred:in the proportionate population of 
the different sections of the state since the last census. A number of coun- 
ties have slowly advanced'in this respect, whilst many others have progressed 
with a rapidity hitherto unexampled. The constitution of our state in antici- 


. pation of the immense inerease of our population has very properly made it the 


basis of representation: and has wisely rendered it ineumbent on the General 
Assembly once in every four years to rectify the unavoidable ineqalities of the 
system. On you, then, gentlemen of the General Assembly, devolves this du- 


| ty, andas the constitution has very plainly defined your duties on this behalf, 


it leaves me nothing to recommend except the correction of the present ine- 
qualities and the diffusion of justice to those interested. 
Intimately connected with this subject is the formation of new counties, 


à which I cannot too earnestly recommend to your speedy and serioüs attention 


dependent partly on the same causes that have produced such striking ine- 


$ qualities in the-representation, this matter for similar reasons appeals to you 
34| for cofrection. Itis unnecessary fof me to enumerate the many and great in- 


conveniences which the citizens of newly settled countries labor under for the 
want of municipal privileges, the most of you are well aequainted with them. 

As the constitution of our State has limited the number of Representatives

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sum would be large and the investment in bank stock would increase their 
security and be a more certain and easy mode of distributing the proceeds a- 
mong the respective townships. The whole amount of this fund in the State ig 
estimated at between three and four hundred thousand dollars; this, added “td 
that portion of the common school fund already invested i in bank stack, toge- 
ther with all monies whieh may hereafter arise from the ‘unsold lands, "would 
soon amount to a sum sufficiently large to enable the legislature to proseeute 
the system successfully; in their present divided state little good càn be effect- 
ed. ‘I would recommend the ‘whole subject to your earnest consideration.

The act of the last session, providing for the organization, support and. govern- 


ment of common schools, appears to be somewhat complicated in its provisions; 
it might perhaps be simplified and condensed in such a manner asto enable it 
to be more easily understood. ‘As an argument in favor of jnvestments in bank ' 
over any other mode, you will discover irom the Auditor's report that upwards 


of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars have been added to the origin- | 


al amount of the fund accruing from bank dividends. 


In pursuance of an act of the last General Assembly a portion ofthe Saline — 


reservations belonging to the State have been disposed of at fair prices and ` 
the amount invested in bank stock for the benefit of the State school fund a- 
greeably to law. 
| You will discover from the report of the Auditor that the div idends aceruing 
to the various funds have ali. been reinvested as provided by law in the stock 
of the State bank except the dividends accruing on the.State stock which 
have been ‘applied by the bank to the payment “of the interest on our State 
ee with the exception of the sum invested for the benefit of the sinking 
fun 
The amendments to the charter of the bank required the Treasurer to sub- 
-seribe on the part ofthe State for the residue of alithe stock except what por- 


tion might have been iaken by indiuiduals—this provision conftictéd with other - 


laws requiring t he reinvestment of the dividends of the various funds in said 
stock. It being impossible to comply with bolh, it was thought best that the 
‘Treasurer should subscribe for only one million of the stock for the use of the 
State leaving the residue subject toi investments of accruing dividends. It 
would be well to amend the charter i in this particular, and suffer-the residue 
of the stoek to remain open, subject to investments of this character. 

The report of the condition of the bank and its branches will be in due time 
laid before you, by the committee appointed to examine its affairs, to which E 
beg leave.to refer you. 

i have great satisfaction in pointing out to you the high ard honorable con- 
,duet of the Bank of Missouri, in continuing to redeem all her obligations wıth 
specie, and in resisting the second suspension of the Banks, which, | begining in 
‘Philadelphia in the fall of 1839, so rapidly spread over the south and west. 
“To this contagious example the Bank of Missouri proved to be a barrier and . 
an exception, and in so doing has not only gained honorable distinction, but 
has shown how easy it is for the Banks ofany State to resist those suspensions, 
and thus enable each State to preserve the standard of valae, and maintain the 
sanctity of contracts within her limits. Nor has the benefit ofthis conduct of 
the Bank of Missouri been limited to honor and instruction, It has been be- 
neficial to the interest of the whole State, as is exemplified i in the preservation 
of specie among us, in the vast increase of business and population, and in the 
fair prices which are paid for labor, produce and property. ` It is-probable that 
the State of Missouri is more rapidly i increasing in the elements of wealth and 
strength than any State'in the Union, and that the city of St. Louis is the most 
flourishing. 

To this honorable conduct of the Bank of Missouri in fulfilling with pune- 
tuality all her engagements to individuals, may also be added equal praise for 
fulfilling’ her obligations to the federal government. It is known that this 


Fank qim been for years the fiscal agent of the United States, andin that caz. 
| 
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d pacity has been entrusted with the collection, safe keeping and disbursement 
B of immense sums;- all which has‘been paid out as ordered by the government. 
T" And I feel authorized’ in saying that the business between the Bank and the 
| federal treasury is now closing up, and that every dollar due to it will be punc- 
‘tually paid as called for. "PE" l 
| This honorable conduct on the part of the Bank has given it character and 
credit, and qualified it to become useful to the State; provided it is freed from 
" -the- sinister operations of unconstitutional banking, by unauthorized institu- 
X tons within our limits. All that I have said in relation to the Bank, applies 
8 also to the branches, and is intended to inelude them. | 
E. have been advised that all the surveys and examinations directed to be 
| made by the act of the last legislature, have been completed, with the excep-: 
M tion of about thirty-miles of the Merimee river, nearest its mouth, where the 
levels and soundings only remain to be taken. M 
The survey for a Rail road from St. Louis to the Iron Mountain, resulted in 
the attainment of a route passing very centrally “through the Mineral Re- 
| gion,” as prescribed by the législature. The very broken and irregular coun- 
' try over which this improvement is compelled to pass, will make its construc- 
tion so very expensive às to afford little reason to expect any pecuniary remun- 
eration to the State for capital it might invest in this enterprise. 
The examination of the Merimec river has shown that that stream cannot 
be improved, so as to admit of navigation without resort to a connected series 
. of locks and dams which would be expensive in their construction, and which 
from the great fall in. the stream, woüld be so frequent as to render the navi- 
gation of little value by reason of the delay and expense they would occasion; 
and connected with the extremely tortuous course of the river, would effect- 
“ually preclude the use of steam on its waters. Anindependent canal, with its 
levels so adjusted as to afford the greatest manufactering facilities, appears 
to be the best and indeed the only proper kind of improvement for the valley 
of this stream, but from the rugged nature of its banks, the cost of such a work 
will be too great to afford any prespect of sufficient remuneration to the State, 
to induce it as this time to engage in the enterprise. 
The improvement of Salt River ean be effected by a connected series of 
locks and dams, bnt at too heavy an expense (compared with the benefits to be 
_ derived from the improvement,) to jus ify the undertaking—the estimate is 
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proper to eall attention to the fact that dams have been, and others are being 
‘constructed by individuals across this stream without any provision for the 
passage of boats. Salt river has been recognized as a navigable stream by 
_ the general government, and also declared to be so by positive enactment of 
the legislature of this State, and it is but reasonable that individuals in the 
erection of their dams, should be compelled to so construct them as not to ob- 
struct its navigation, 
From the survey of the Osage river it has been ascertained that it can be 
readily improved, so as to afford a certain navigation for beats of an. hundred 
:- tons burthen during all times of ordinary full water, of 231 miles. The cost ef 
| this improvement is estimated to exceed but little ifany $200,000. 
-North Grand river, it is ascertained can be made navigable for steam boats 
of light draught from its mouth to the forks—a distance of sixty-nine miles, at 
the estimated expense of about twenty thousand dollars. From the forks to a 
point on the west fork opposite Gallatin in Davis county a distance of forty- 
one miles, there is too little water to warrant the attempt to make the natural 
channel of the river navigable, t 
" it thus appears that 231 miles of steam boat navigation of the Osage, and 
sixty-nine of Grand river, making im all 300 miles, can be.effected by the ex- 
pense of about $220,000 a sum when compared with the extent and impor- 
tance of these improvements, altogether inconsiderable, did the financial con- 
dition of our State at the present time justify the expenditure; this however 
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about four hundred thousand dollars. In connection with this subject it ig ` 
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will be for the legislature to determine. The anfount appropriated at the last 
session, for the purpose of conducting the reconnoisances and sur eys of the 
several projects alluded to, has been expended, with the exception of a small 
amount remaining in the hands ofthe commissioners. The loan was obtained 
from the bank of the State of Missouri, upon the terms of the act of Assembly, 
and the bonds of the State have been issued for the amount. - 

A geological examination has been made of the valley of the Osage, by which 
much valuable information has been obtained, as to the character of the soil, 
and the formation and arrangement of the rocks. The existence of deposites 
of coal, and a very general diffusion of ores of lead and iron has been also as- 
certained with certainty. i 

A sectional map of the State faithfully copied from the surveys made by the 
general government, is in the course of construction, which when completed, 
will not only be of great value to every cjtizen, but will also afford to the le- 

.gislature in its legislation upon roads and improvements, and in its arrange- 
ment of counties the means of correct and definate information. 

I feel it my duty to call your attention to the course pursued by various In- 
surance Companies in the city of St..Louis, that have been chartered by the 
legislature, IfI am correctly informed (of which I entertain no doubt what- 
ever,) they have been engaged in every ramification of the system of banking 
with the exception of issuing a circulating medium. Although the power to 
issue a circulating medium of their own for which they could be held responsi- 


ble has not been granted to them, still they exercise the privilege of circulat- ` 


ing the notes of foreign banks to as full an extent as if they were the legally es- 


tablished agencies of those institutions, thus flooding the country with an irre- | 


deemable currency for the liquidation of which they are in no wise responsible, 
to the great peril of the innocent holders of this paper, and in opposition to 
the interest of the only constitutional corporation which can exercise banking 
privileges within our limits and in which the publie funds are so largely in- 
vested. g 

Under our constitution there can be but one banking company and its bran- 
ches established in this State, to be in operation at the same time, and the 
State must own at least a moiety of the capital stock. The legislature in 
chartering the various Insurance Companies sedulously avoided extending to 
them banking privileges. Notwithstanding this precaution on the part of the 


legislature these companies have been carrying on an extensive system of 


banking contrary in my opinion to the true intent and spirit of their charters. 
— Should the legislature in granting those charters have overlooked or suffer- 
ed provisions to ereep into them under color of which they have assumed the 
exercise of powers not intended to be granted, and in violation of the true 
intent and meaning ofthe constitution, then it becomes your duty to remedy 
the evil as speedily as possible. To this endi would recommend the ap- 
pointment of a committee, clothed with authority to make a thorough examin- 
ation whether the letter of the constitution and the spirit of their charters has 
been thus violated. 

o The number ofnew counties which will probably be organized during your 
present session will in all probability render it necessary to establish an addi- 
tional judicial circuit in the southern and south-western part of the State. The 
judges of those two circuits have to travel over so extensive a territory that 
they have butlittle time to devote to the examination of authorities bearing 
upon the cases before them. ‘Their compensation too is very inadequate and 
it would seem to me reasonable ‘that they should not be compelled to expend 
the small pittance they receive, in liquidating their traveling expense; this 
subject is therefore recommended.to your favorable consideration. 

J feel myself again called upon by a Sense of my constitutional duty, anda 
conviction of its advantageous policy to recommend a concentration at the 
seat of government of the Supreme Court. -It isof the utmost importance .to 
the community thdt the decisions of this tribunal from which there is no ap- 
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peal should be enlightened and speedily diffused. This subject was suggest- 

! ed to the General Assembly in my las] message and a law was passed provid- 

3 ing for the publication of the decisions in one newspaper. in each judicial dis- 

| trict. The decisions however under this law are circulated in a shape so per- 

fl ishable and to an extent so limited as to render the relief but partial. . 

| It has long been a matter of complaint that the publication and. distribution 

| iof the decisions of this tribunal are delayed so long that it is nearly a year af- 

| iter the rendition of the opinion before the principles that it has decided are 

E generally known. This is necessarily attended with great inconvenience, ex- 

i"ceasive expense and delay of justice to the parties interested. _ 

| In addition to this the decisions how correctly:soever they may be copied 
for the newspapers, are not submitted for correction to the superintendence of 
any competent person, and are issued hastily and without the necessary at- 
tention which should be bestowed upon adjudications so important. In conse- 
quence, the evident design of the law is not, and cannot in this way be- fully 
edmpleted. By a concentration ofthe court this evil will be corrected as far 
as itis possible. The copy ofthe decisions can be prepared under the imme- 
diate control and supervision of the Reporter who could not else bestow that 
attention and care on the various modes of publication ordered by the legisla- 
ture which their importance demands. : . 

' Ihave cited this as an additional reason to those mentioned in my last mes- 
sage to which I refer you, why the court should be concentrated. I trust that 
you may find this subject presenting itself to you in the same light in which I 
regardit, and that you may think with me that alaw rendering this tribunal 
stationary will be productive of increased despatch in its business, a more 

rapid and correct diffusion ofits opinions and as affording more time and great- 
er opportunities to its judges for the proper and thorough preparation of their 

- decisions. DEL l | 

Some of the first volumes of the decisions of the Supreme court were de- 

stroyed by the conflagration of the state house, and the limited number of co- 
pies originally published have become nearly oht of print. Itis a very rare thing 
to find them except in the libraries of very old lawyers of the State, and as 
many of the decisions which they contain, are made upon statutes which are : 
now in operation it is important that they should be restored. The decisions 
of this tribunal are as much the law of the land as the enactments of the le- 
gislature, and their preservation is as much necessary to make and maintain 
complete the civil history of our country. 

Thedemand which exists for these books is not now sufficient to justify their 
| private reprint, and unless the legislature will order it to be done, it may hap- 
| pen from the lapse of time and from accident, that it may be difficult to pro- 
cure a copy even.for the purpose of publication. I would recommend to the 
legislature the propriety of ordering the immediate publication of the first, se- 
cond, and third volumes of this book which can probably be done much more 
cheaply than the original work, by giving to the publisher, after supplying the 
pus number to the state, the exclusive privilege of multiplying the pub- 
ication. 

I will call your attention to the subject of an increase to the State Library; 
nearly all the books that now compose it, are copies of executive documents 
from Congress and the laws of the different States of the Union. The scien- 
; tific, legal and miscellaneous departments are exeedingly imperfect and as they - 
form the most important feature in a public collection of books, it is important 

` that this defect in- our State library should be remedied?* Very few additions 
have beun made to the limited and mixed number of volumes, that were pre- 
served from the conflagrations of the State House and excepting the laws and 
publications of Congress, and of our sister States, the Library can scarcely be 
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The appropriation made at the last session of your body for this purpose was 
too small to afford any very great benefit towards the object for which it was 
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intended, and à considerable portion of it remains unexpended in order that it 
may be added to such sum as you may deem it advisable, at your present ses- 


d 
sion to appropriate. A spacióus and elegant room has been reserved in the J] 


new Capitol for the Library, which will be completed long before ‘the next. 
session of the legislature, and be ready for the reception ofa large number of 
books. This room has been purposely made convenient to the halls of legis- 

lation, in order;that speedy access might be had to sueh volumes, as the mem- 

bers of the General Assembly may desire to consult. l 

The importance of a valuable Public Library itis almost unnecessary for me 
to present to your consideration. It is a subject on which thereis no doubt, its 
beneficial effects are felt, not only in the extended opportunity of reading and 
the general diffusion of important information, büt is also seen in the enlightend 
action of those who have been selected like you to perform the arduous and 
. delicate duty of providing fer the public, the wisest and most wholesome eode 
of laws. To the legislator and expounder of.the laws of the land, it is of the 
. utmost importance, that every convenience should be extended in the investi- 
gation and study of the poliey and success of former legislation, aud in the dif- 
ferent eonstructions. which similar enactments have variously received. —— 

Independent of the consideration that a public library is the most striking 
monument of national taste, it is the depositery of means that render easy and 
safe the path of the legislator, that ensure the perfeet attainment of the in- 
tention of the law-giver by the light which it sheds. on the researches of the 
" law expounder, and that serve to direct the action of those -to whom is èn- 
trusted the administration of public affairs. This subjeet I cannot too ear- 
nestly recommend to your serious attention: S 

In the present advanced state of seienée and literature copies of valuable 
and standing works are multiplied to an extent far greater than is necessary 
to supply the demand. In consequence the addition of many works, which 
were formerly rare and exceedingly costly can now be purchased ata rate that 
renders their acquisition a matter of easy and general attainment. . A large. 
and valuable library-can now be collected for a sum comparatively small; and 
if selected with jüdgment will require very slight annual additions. 

The necessity of restoring, as far as possible, the records of the state that 
were eonsumed in tlie eonflagration of the state house is a subject that should 
urge itself upon your attention: It was an unpleasant part of my duty at the 
last session to inform you of this catastrophe and ef the fact that the loss of 


books and papersinthe office ofthe Seeretary of State was perfeetly disastrous. ' 


Every effort has been made by that officer to repair as far as possible, from 
the records of the different counties, the loss which the public archives sus- 
tained by the conflagration aud he has partially succeeded in effecting that ob- 


ject. 


ty court of evefy county in the state, for a list of all the eivil county officers - 
since the organization of their counties, and in very many instances a compli- 
ance with the request was made with alacrity and cheerfulness ; from other 
clerks, however, no information whatever on this subject has been received, - 


and itis a matter of deep regret that the civil history of the country, which _ 


can be gathered ina great measure only from the county records, should thus 
be interrupted. It isxiot a matter of curious enquiry to ascertain the different , 
officers that have regulated and conducted the affairs of each county in the 
state since its foundation, but it frequently becomes necessary to obtain authen- 
ticated evidence frof the state department of the official character of former 
funetionaries. Where this evidence is not filed or preserved in that depart= 


ment, it becomes impossible that the evidence ean be legally obtained,.and it ` 


may happen that great individual or public loss may be sustained by the ina- 
bility of the proper officer of the state to grant the necessary eertificates.— 
To remedy this evil I would recommend that the clerks of the county courts 
in this state be required to furnish the necessary information to the Secretary 
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Application was made by him early in the last year to the elerk of the coun- — 
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‘of State, and that provision by law be -made for their compensation and that 
ithose clerks who have already responded to the request of the Secretary be 
included in the act of compensations. IE. gri 
The loan for the payment of the militia in the service of the. state as au- 
‘thorized by the act of the last General Assembly, was negotiated by the Ex- 
ecutive with the Bank of the State of Missouri and the bonds of the State 
; amounting to $20,000, were deposited with the bank. | d : 
|. The Bank, however, owing to the peculiar condition of the monetary con- 
| cerns of the country was unable to furnish only-one half the amount less the 
‘interest. The report of the Paymaster-General which accompanies this com- 
t munication will inform you in what manner that sum has been disbursed. The 
‘residue of the loan amounting to $100,000 less the interest. It is notin my 
l power to inform you when it can be obtained. You will perceive, however, 
| from the report of the Paymaster-General that the whole sum will not be re- 
j quired, as the aggregate amount does not exceed one hundred and seventy- 
| two thousand dollars, the bonds of the state for the overplus can therefore be | 
| cancelled. Itis hoped that the prospect of the resumption of specie payments ' 
|! by the Eastern banks will enable the Bank of the State of Missouri to supply

| [am gratified at being able to inform you that a very considerable addition

| The State prison which was leased at your last session to the gentlemen who 
| now have charge of it seems to be in a prosperous condition, much improve- . 
|j ment has been made on the establishment since your last meeting—besides ` 
| the extension of the wall, an additional block of cells, a brick work-shop, and 
a large centre building have been erected. To complete the plan of the estab- 
| lishment, it will require another block of cells, which will be needed before 
| the meeting of the next General Assembly, as the number-of convicts now con- 
| fined is nearly equal to the whole number of cells. a . 
The present mode of farming out the establishment will after it is completed 
| become a source of revenue to the State. The convicts are well fed and 
i clothed, and humanely treated. "The keepers and inspectors will in due time 
[| report to you the condition of thé prison and its affairs to which permit me to 
| réfer you. 
E Since your last session, the unpleasant difficulties between a portion of the 
d citizens of our State and the Mormons have entirely subsided with the excep- 
7 tion of some slight interruption on our north-eastern border.—After that infat- 
y: uated and deluded sect had left-our State, they industriously propagated 
(| throughout the Union, the most,exagerated details of our difficulties and the 
| foulest calumnies against our citizens. In some of our Eastern cities, inis- 
| sionarles of their creed were employed daily in making converts to their cause 
| by proclaiming the cruélties which they alledged they had endured at the 
| hands of-our authorities. "The report of ourjalledged barbarities has not been 
' confined to our Union, but even at this day in Europe they are made the- 
ground-work of proselyting, and their orators find it to their interest to" dis- 
tort the facts into a persecution, which in every religious excitement that has 
marked the history of the earth, has always béen found the most effective wea-' 
pon of conversion. m s à 


., In all intestine commotions, particularly when mingled with religious fervor, 

it frequently happens that cases occur of peculiar hardship and unusual dis- 

tress, and when public sympathy is excited in their behalf,-these unavoidable 
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consequences of civil dissension may easily be magnified into barbarous cruel- 
ty—that such cases arose in the course of that difficulty, I do not doubt.—But 
they must be attributed to the excited nature of the contest between the par- 
ties and not to any desire on the part of our constituted authorities to wilfully 
or cruelly oppress them. -— : 

| These people had violated the laws ofthe land by open and avowed resist- 
' ance to them, they had undertaken without the aid ofthe eivil authority to re- 


dress their real or fancied grievances—they had instituted among themselves 


a government of their own independent of, and in opposition to the govern- 


ment of this State—they had at an inclement season of the year, driven | 


the inhabitants of an entire county from their homes, ravaged their 
crops and destroyed their dwellings. Under these circumstances it be- 
came the imperious duty of the Executive to interpose and exercise the pow- 
ers with which he was invested, to protect the lives and property of our citi- 
, zens, to restore order and tranquility to the country and maintain the supre- 
macy of our laws. . = 

We owe to our reputation, both at home and abroad, the duty of cleansing 
every aspersion that may rest upon it. . Our State character should be held 
equally as dear as our individual reputation and we should use the same exer- 
tions in maintaining the one as spotless as the other. Full testimony as to alk 
the necessary facts of that controversy has been preserved or can easily be 
procured, Written evidence on both sides has been filed among the papers 
of your last session and forms a part also of the records of several of our courts. 
The facts as they occurred, ean be presented tothe world upon proof perfect- 
ly conclusive, and the reputation of our State can be rescued from reproach 
by an exposition of the true causes and events of the difficulties. 

In recommending the publication of this testimony, I have no care about its 


effect upon the principles oi that sect. Our constitution has given us the high- 


privilege of religious independence, and left the worship of the Supreme to 
the unfettered will of every member ofthe community. If true the creed of 
that sect will ultimately triumph, if false it will “die amidst its’ worshipers.” 
To explain the attitude which we have been made to assume, I wouid recom- 
mend the publication of all the evidence relating to the occurrence and distri- 
buting the same to the chief authorities of each State. ! 

_ I beg leave to call yonr attention to certain portions of the law, regulating 
general elections in our State, which I think require correction. I would 
suggest that that portion of the law which requires the sheriff to give one 


months notice previous to each special election, should be repealed; the mat- 


ter would then be leftto:the discretion of the Executive. The word “special? 
was doubtless a clerical error, or an error in the publication. It should have 
been «general and I am fortified in this opinion by the power given in the 
succeeding section, to the Executive of directing “how many days the sheriff 
shall give notice ofeach election to fill a vacancy.” As the rolls from whieh 
this law was copied, were consumed in the conflagration of the State House, 
no evidence of error can be adduced. ; 

. The legislature I imagine could not have contemplated such a delay in the 
case of a special vacancy, for it would in many instances operate very griev- 


ously. For instance in'the case of a vacancy which might occur in your own —— 


body during the session, the time consumed in the transmission of the writ to- 
gether with the time required by law for public notice and consumed in the; 
receipt. of the returns, would deprive the county of their representation in all 
likelihood: during the entire session. | : E 
Another amendment which I would recommend will be-called to your early 


attention by a case arising within the lower branch of the General Assembly. ` 


From the report of the members elect, which will be made to you by the Sec- 
retary of State, you will find that no election has taken place in the county of 
Warrenin consequence of an equal number of votes having been given for two 
persons. No provision exists in our law for referring thus election back to 
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| the people, the proper fountain of representative power; and the decision of 


tlie question is left, by a vagueness of expression in the law, to the joint vote' 
of the two houses of the General Assembly. This mode of deciding a question 
of such moment as the representation of a county, is not only anti-republican, 
against the spirit of our institutions and a gross usurpation of the rights of the 
constituent, but also is a direct violation. of the letter of our constitution, 


which has declared that “The House of Representatives should' consist of 


members to be chosen every second year by the qualified electors of the sever- 
al counties.” The present law of elections was with a -very few alterations 
copied from the law of 1825 and the copyist has here omitted the few words 
that the former law contamed providing for a contingency of this nature. By 
inserting in the 43d section after the words “other than? the words «those 
duly elected to fill the office of,”’ the difficulty is adjusted, and the duty imme- 
diately becomes incumbent on certain county officers of ordering a new elec- 
tion. The omission of these words which arose probably from clerical -inat- 
tention has deprived the county of Warren of its representation until such 
time as the legislature may provide. 

I will cite these cases as instances of the great evil that may arise from: the 
want of proper care in the final preparation of the laws and as a forcible rea- - 
son why the appropriate committees should exercise the strictest scrutiny, that 
no error exists in your sentiments in the form which they become. laws. 

I regret to inform you that no distribution of the three per cent. fund has 
been made by the general government to this state since the year 1837 until 
very recently that portion accruing to this state amounting to upwards of six- 
ty-seven thousand dollars has been placed tothe credit of the treasury in the : 
Bank of the State of Missouri, and will be distributed to the several counties 
under the present law, unless the legislature should otherwise direct; perhaps 
it would be as well to postpone the distribution until after the organization of 


. such new counties as the legislature may in their wisdom think proper to cre- 


ate. | 
The memorial to the congress of the United States passed at the last Gene- 
ral Assembly in relation to the trade between this country and Mexico, has 
produced the desired effect, a bill to establish a custom house and port of en- 
try at Independence was introduced and passed one branch of the national 
legislature, and would doubtless become a Jaw had not the great amount of 
business which had accumulated in the other branch have prevented it. From: 
the very favorable reception which the subject has met with so far in Congress 
we may reasonably entertain the hope that it will be accomplished during the 
ensuing session. i 
I would suggest the propriety of causing the Governor’s house to be supplied 

with suitable furniture; there is very little belonging to it and what there is, 
is not of that kind suitable for the accommodation of a family. The old 
furniture might be disposed of at auction and the proceeds applied in aid of 
furnishing à new supply. e NL 

‘The financial concerns of the state, will at the proper time be submitted to 
you by the Auditor of Public Accounts and State Treasurer, to which I beg 
leave to refer you, and from. which you discover thatthe amount received into 
the treasury during the two last fiscal years including the balance in the trea- 
sury on the 30th September, 1838, was 210,482 33 on account of the revenue. 
The amount disbursed out of that sum for the same time, was $204,130 52, 
being an excess of receipts over the ordinary, expenses of the government of 


— — $6,861 81 remaining in the treasury on the Ist day of October, 1839, belong- 


ing to the revenue, to which add the sum of $58,862 31, received from other 
sources, as appears by the Auditor's report will make the balance in the trea- 
sury from all sources on the Ist day of October; 1840, the sum of $65,294 17. 
The state debt on the 1st of October, 1840, amounted to $404,681 27, and 
consists of the old-debt due to the Seminary and Saline funds, the Capitol loan, 
internal improvement lo:n, and the loan for the payment of volunteers and 
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militia. This amount is exclusive of the bonds issued for the payment of the 
state subscription to the stock of the Bank of the state of Missouri, which 
bonds are balanced by an equal amount of stock held for the use of the state — 


‘and for the literary funds. - ; 


It may be expected that some reference should be made by me to the sub- 
ject of the bill, which was before the last General Assembly, usually known 
as the “currency bill." , My opinion upon the subject is this—that restrict- 
ing the natural rights of the citizen any further than is necessary for the safe- 
ty of the community, and making that an offence in the eye of the law, which 
is not morally so, is exceeding in my opinion, the legitimate powers intended 
to be conferred upon the legislature. Our citizens in my judgment will never - 
sanction any law, which prevents them from taking in exchange for their pro- 
perty whatever they please—restrict the banks and corporations generally, but 
the people should be left to manage their own affairs pretty much in their own 
way. I think such a law as that proposed at the last session would be impo- 
litic and impracticable. We already have a law on our statute book, imposing 
heavy penalties for the circulation of bank notes under the denomination of 


` five dollars. Notes of lower denominations have been circulated freely ever 


since its passage, and has any one been prosecuted under that law? Not ina 
single instance that I have heard. The law isa dead letter on your statute 
book, and your courts cannot or do not enforce it. Itis true that in my last 
message to the legislature, I proposed in substance, as an alternative, either 
to suppress the circulation of notes under the denomination of those which our 


- own bank was authorised to issue, or if this should be found impolitic or im- < 
pus thento permit our own bank to issue notes of aless denomination. 


ime and reflection however, have convinced me of my error; and whilstthe - 
law makes nothing but gold or silver a legal tender in the payment of debts or 
purchase of property, it should leave it optional with the vender or creditor, 
to receive his pay in any other medium, which may suit his purpose. . 

It is greatly to be desired that the Banks generally would limit the denom- 
ination of theirnotes to an amount greatly above those now in circulation, as 
it would have a tendency to increase the amount of specie, so as to form a soun- 
der circulating medium for ordinary transactions; yet while the banks in other — 
States are suffered to pursue the policy which they have hitherto dene, I do 
not see why we should attempt to remedy the evil by placing restrictions or 
penalties on our own citizens—penalties which experience has proven they 
will not enforce. 

Accompanying this communication, area number of documents from other 
States which have been by request of their public authorities placed before

i The continued increase of population in the newly settled portions of our 
State call for your interference, in the behalf of those who have become set- 
tjers on the public lands since the date of the last pre-emption law. The best 
interests of à large number of that ‘portion of our. people, who are the 
bone and sinew of the State, its main dependence both in peace and in war, 
the cultivators of the soil,demand this at your hands. I would therefore re- 
commend to your most speedy and earnest consideration, the propriety of me- 


. morializing Congress on the subject,urging upon them, the expediency of 


continuing the pre-emption system, and rendering it prospective and perma- 
nent. a i 

It will be a source of much consolation upon retiring from the administra- 
tion of the government of this State, that my recommendation of a number of 
very important measures which are nowin successful operation have met with 
the. support and co-operation ofthe legislature. The establishment of a State 
University, the chartering a State Bank upon a specie basis and the erection 
of a State Capitol, are among the most prominent. Should these measures 
together with our system of common schools continue to receive that enlight- 
ened and liberal support from the legislature to which they are entitled, we 
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may look forward to the day as not far distant, when our State in point of in- 
tellizence, wealth and population, as it is already in territory, will rank among 
the foremost in the confederacy. E Es 

Permit me now gentlemen through you to return my thanks to the people 
who have honored me with their confidence. Inow bid you farewell—may 
the Almighty disposer of events, preside over and guide your councils, and 
may you always remember that “the will of the people is the supreme law."

FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF

Inaugural Address: 


INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF GOVERNOR REYNOLDS.

Fellow- Cilizens of the Senate,’ 
and of the House of Representatives. 


Called by the suffrages of my fellow citizens to discharge the high and re- 
‘sponsible duties incumbent on the chief Executive officer of the State, it be- 
‘comes me, not only in accordance with a time-honored custom, but as a sol- 
emn duty which; l owe to the people, whose confidence and partiali y have . 
‘elevated me to this exalted station, to make on this occasion a public declara- 
tion of the leading political principles by which I shall be governed in the ad- 
‘ministration of the government of the state, so far as they may relate to the 
| Executive department; and, to recommend such measures as are deemed of 
‘greatest public interest. 
| In a government like our own, instituted for the common welfare of the peo- 
iple, from whom all political power,eminates, it becomes a paramount obliga- 
{tion on the part of the candidate for popular favor to consult, by an open ex- 
{position of his political principles, the wishes of the people, in order that the 
representative may reflect the will of his constituents. Actuated by this 
f opinion, my own views in relation to the various important and interestingques- 
tions of national and State policy, which so deeply agitate the public mind, 
land in the determination of which are so largely a the happiness and 
prosperity of our beloved country, were unreservedly communicated to the 
people of Missouri during the present year. That those views met with the 
lapprobation of a large majority of my fellow citizens, strengthens my confi- 
‘dence in their correctness, and imposes upon me the high, but gratifying res- 
iponsibility, of closely adhering to their precepts in the discharge of my official 
duties. | E 
| The important bearing of questions of national policy on the domestic affairs 
iof the States, seems to be universally acknowledged; whether this influence 
may not,-at-some future period, be telt to a degree not altogether consistent 
with that entire independenceiof the general government, which the States 
should exercise in their appropriate spheres, will depend in a great measure 
upon-the causes which impel that influence. That the-policy pursued by the 
j general government must affect the general interests of each State, is most ob- 
vious, and is well calculated tò arouse the utmost vigilance of the public mind, 
and render-every important measure of the national government, of the deep- 
est interest to the people of the respective states. x i 
| One of the greatest dangers apprehended from the formation of our national 
Ixovernment, by the ardent friends of liberty, was its tendency to encroach, 
‘by almost imperceptible degrees, upon the reserved rights of the States, ard 
thus endanger that freedom which it was designed to strengthen and protect; 
hat such must be the tendency of the general government, unless confined 
within its strict constitutional limits, does not seem, tome, to admit ofa doubt, 
| Happily the government, with but few exceptions, has been administered by 
men who have labored to confine its action to the powers delegated, and whose 
political dm was, that «whenever a question arises concerning the consti. 
i : i j 
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tutionality of a political power, the first question is, whether the power be ex- 
pressed in the constitution. - If itis, the question is decided. If itis not ex- | 
pressed, the next inquiry must be, whether it is properly an incidentto dn ex- 
press power, and necessary to its execution. Ifitbe, it may be exercised by 
congress. Ifit be not, congress cannot exercise it.” With this great poliüeal | : 
truth for our guide, the general government will be kept in its legitimate , 

sphere, andthe rights of the States remain inviolate. : 4 

To define the powers of the general government with that precision and ac- 
curacy, so desirable in a matter of such vast importance, is not without its difi- | 
culties and embarrassments; the lights however which have been shed upon | 
the constitution by some of those enlightened minds who conducted our gov- | 
ernment through the perils of its birth, will serve to remove many of those | 

‘difficulties which would otherwise embarrass its progress. Thatno great pub- 
lic inconvenience might follow from the want of power in the general govern- 
ment to adopt measures of manifest public utility, which were not anticipated, 
or from precaution withheld in the formation of the . constitution, the wise and : 
patriotic framers of that cherished instrument, provided the remedy for such 

- inconvenience by an amendment of the constitution in a prescribed manner. If 

_the requisite number of States could not be procured to sanction a proposed 

‘amendment ofthe constitution, for this purpose, it would only prove that the 
power asked for was not deemed of general utility. 

The moment we pass the prescribed limits of the cons itution, and enter the 
unknown region ef constructive powers, that moment we cross the boundary 
designed by our Fathers as the barrier between liberty and unrestrained pow- 
er. If ever the reserved rights of the States are lost in the overshadowing in- 
fluence of the general government, this fatal change, for the liberties of the 
people, Will have been brought about by gradual encroachments in the shape 
of eke valle powers. Better is it, then, for us to suffer even great incon- 
venience from the want of power in the national government, in a particular in- 
stance, than fora seeming present advantage te incur the danger of a subver- 
sion of the very foundation of our liberties. 

By abstaining from the exercise of all doubtful powers, discountenancing all 
Jatitudinarian construetions of the constitution, and, in short, confining the 
action of the General Government strictly within its constitutional limits, we 
leave unimpaired the rights of the States, present an insurmountable barrier-to 
all encroachments on the liberties of the people, and preserve, in its original 
purity, our republican form of government. It is froma knowledge of these , 
facts, that we witness an unceasing effort, on the part of those who are inimic- - 
al to those democratical principles which are-founded upon equal rights and - 
equal laws, and which recognize no separate interests requiring the superior 
aid and protection of the laws, to enlarge the powers of the general govern- 

. ment by a latitudinarian construction of the constitution, thereby producing 
: partial legislation; the recognition of separate interests, and with them the per- 
version of the constitution, from those plain republican principles upon which - 
it is based. l 

It is, also, our duty to keep a vigilant eye upon the . action of the general 
government within its acknowledged powers, to see that the vast discretion | 
which is necessarily vested therein, isnot abused or perverted from its legitim- ~ 
ate end. "The people have a right to demand of their agents strict economy in 
public expenditures: and all public officers should be held to strict accounta- 
bility in this, as wellas in the discharge of their various other duties. With 
governments as with individuals, a proper economy in expenditures is necessa- 
ry to maintain independence of character, and provide resources to meet | 
emergencies. Extravagancein public expenditures leads to public debts, the 

- unhappy effectsof which are seen in the absence of that high toned spirit of 
independence, which a republican government, of all others should take 

‘a, pride in maintaining: the increased burdens that are thrown upon the people 

particularly upon the cultivators of the soil, the largest portion of the popula- | 
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@ con of our country; and in the laxity of public morals, as exhibited in legisla- 
M tion of a partial and sectional character. | 
™ These views are no less applicable to the states than to the general govern- 
M ment. It is obvious that the same causes would produce the same results in 
itle one case as in the other. > ae l 
Mi | Ithas been well said, in reference tothe general government, that “The 
M creation in time of peace of a debt likely to become permanent, is an evil for 
"P which there is no equivalent." This wise maxim applies with equal force to 
“the state governments, and its truth should stimulate us to the adoption of eve- 
dry measure which would hasten the extinguishment of our public debt. 
4 The encouragement of schools, and the means of education, is enjoined

a provement of our roads and navigable rivers, and would cheerfully co-operate 
Æ in any prudent system to effect so desirable an end, I cannot consistently 
@ withimy present views of the impolicy of contracting large publie debts, re- 
@ commend the adoption of any system of internal improvement, which would. 
@ impose upon the State heavy obligations of this nature. The experience of 
BM our sister States, has, in my opinion, fully demonstrated , not only the impolicy, 
W but the disastrous consequences, of adopting systems of internal improvements 
@ of a speculative character, requiring the contraction of large public debts for 
@ their construction.- Much good, undoubtedly, might be accomplished, by set- 
@ ting apart such portions of the State revenue as might not be necessary to 
™ meet the indispensable expenses of the State, and extinguish gradually the 
@ public debt, as a permanent fand for the improvement of our roads, and remo- 
a ving the obstructions in our secondary rivers, and clearing the timber from 
@ their banks. Relying upon such a fund alone, it is believed that the execu- 
@ tion of the system devised at the last session of the legislature, willbe atten- 
(d ded with an expense incompatible with our present resources; and that the 
4 State may wisely dispense. at least for the present, with most of the officers 
X thereby created, if not entirely suspend the operation of the act. l 
8$ Of the many important subjects which will, probably, claim your attention 
§ during your present session, none is of more vital interest to the whole com- 
į munity, than the condition of the currency. The evils of an unsound and 
| fluctuating currency are so apparent, and so universally felt, that it is needless 
$ to dwell upon their unhappy influence. This fluctuation is mainly the result 
ł of the operations of the suspended banks, and whether produced by design, to 
i operate and control the elections of the country, or mismanagement, the effect 
4 is equally disastrous to the people, and calls loudly for a corrective. 
$ The rightful authority of every State, to prescribe the: kind. of bank paper 
M that shall be permitted to circulate within it, is denied by but few; it is a pow- 
Jer the States have-never surrendered, and should be exercised in such man- 
'dj ner as to give the greatest stability to the currency. The policy that’ will 
4 increase the circulation of gold and silver, the standard of value, should be de- 
$T sired by all, and can only be attained, to any considerable extent, while banks 
@ of issue exist, by the exclusion of small bank notes, which usurp the place of 
E the precious metals. i 
@ The people, by their representatives in 1836 decided, and that decision is 
WE yet unreversed, that the Bank of the State of Missouri, the work of their own 
$ hands, and in which they are the largest stockholders, should issue no note 
@ of a less denomination than ten dollars; and that policy would be suicidal, 
M which would extend to the banks of other states priveleges which we have 
@ denied to our own. Concurring fully in the limitation imposed upon the Bank 
a of Missouri, I should feel myself derelict in duty to our common constituents, 
WE i omitted, on this occasion, to urge the propriety of prohibiting by law, 
M under suitable sanctions, tlie circulation of all bank paper of a less denomina- 
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tion than ten dollars. Care should be taken, however, to give ample time ta 
the holders of such paper to dispose of it before the law goes into operation. 
The effect of the measure would be to increase the circulation of the precious 
metals to the extent of the paper excluded. 

It is doubtless the true policy of every state, that cesires a sound circulating 
medium, to prohibit their banks fromissuing any note less than twenty dollars ; 
but while the bank of our own state is permitted toissue notes of a less deno- 
mination, I have felt that we would be wanting in comity to our sister states to 
extend the prohibition further. i 

The epinion is generally entertained, that the law now prohibits the circula- 
tion of :all bank paper of a less denomination than five dollars; it is believed 
that a careful examination of the act, will render it extremely doubtful wheth- 
er any paper is embraced in the prohibition, than that used by individuals. I; 
invite attention to the subject, and to the propriety of such suitable legislation 
as will remove all doubt, and effectually oppress theevil. The idea that there 
is not sufficient virtue, patriotism, and love of good order abiding with the peo- : 
ple, to enforce the execution of the law, is certainly a mistaken one, and 
ought not to be entertained. If hower, it be true that in any part of the 
State, the election of officers, whose duty it is to prosecute all violations of 
the law, have been controlled, with a view to its nor-execution, it is time for 
the legislature to apply the remedy, and vindicate the supremacy of the laws. 

- In connection with this subject permit me toadvert fora moment to the dan- 
gerous tendency of that partial and unequal legislation, unhappily too preva- 
lent of late; which by grants to associations from individuals, of priveleges 
and immunities of an exclusive nature, with the ostensible design of aiding 
and stimulating industry and enterprise, has brought into being a combination 

— of associated wealth, exercising by means of its exclusive priveleges, its vast 
pecuniary resources, and its sordid appeals to the most, selfish passions that 
find an abode in the human heart, a political influence fraught with the most 
imminent danger to our republican institutions. We point with just pride to 
these institutions as founded upon the sublime axiom, that the people-are the 
legitimate source of all political power: we openly proclaim that our govern- : 
ment is one of equal rights and equallaws: we acknowledge the supremacy 
of the laws; and yet, in the midst of us, we behold a privileged order, openly 
setting at defiance those very laws to which they owe their being, and impugn- 
ing every republican principle upon which our government is based. Many 
of those wholesome checks that in every civilized community, are imposed ; 
upon marfor the protection of his fellow man, are removed from most of these - 
moneyed corporations. In truth, they are'soughtfor as much from that un- 
bridled license which they generally bestow, as for the political influence they 
are enabled to exercise.—Wealth in the hands of those subject tothe general 
laws of the land, is a potent instrument of either good or evil; in the hands of | 

those not subject to those laws, it is usually, the instrument of evil rather than . 

.good. Weare taught in the history of nations that popular rights once vol- | 
untarily parted with, are not easily regained; and the history of our own times 
is filled with instructive lessons, of the danger of departing from fundamental 
political principles. May we profit by these lessons. | 

In making these general remarks, I am not to be understood as entertaining 
a settled hostility, to all moneyed corporations. If created with the view of 
affording facilities to exchange, rather than of furnishing a circulating medi- 

um: if their members are not exempted from the same liabilities that are im- 
posed upon the rest of the community; and such restrictions can be thrown 
around them, as will effectually prevent their being used as political machines, 

- orrendered subservient to personal aggrandizement, they will retain every 

useful quality, and be shorn of:their present dangerous influence upon the , 

rights of individuals, and the character of our institutions. ^ 

The legislature of Missouri, has not been illiberal in -granting acts of incor- 

poration to private companies, for various purposes; whether these corpora- 
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tions have fulfilled the object of their ereation: whether they have abused the 
powers granted, or exercised powers not given: whether they have obtained 
charters ostensibly, for one purpose,, and then engaged in the accomplishment 
of very different purposes are all questions deeply interesting to the commu- 
nity. aud worthy of strict enquiry by the representatives of the people, and if 
it shall be found that any of them need the correcting hand of the law making, 
or law administering power, the remedy can be applied. : l 

In view of the rapid increase of incorporated companies; the avidity with 
which they are sought, and the: immense influence and power thereby con- 
ferred upon the few, I submit, whether it is just, or consistent with the spirit 
of our government and her free institutions, to exempt the members of such 
corporations from the liabilities imposed upon the rest of our fellow citizens. 
in your efforts to bring about'so desirable a reformation, within the limits of 
our state, I tender you the zealous co-operation of the Executive. ' 

The framers of our constitution, sensible of the evils of excessive banking, 
limited the power of the legislature to the establishment of one bank and five 
branchesand the capital to five millions of dollars; one-half of which, at 
least, to be reserved for the use of the state. In acting upon this subject, 
the legislature directed the whole of the capital stock not subscribed by indi- 

_ yiduals, to be taken by the state, and bonds to be issued therefor. They like- 
wise pledged the faith of;the state for an additional five millions when bor- 
rowed by the bank, to be loaned to the citizens, under the character of a 
trust fund. These measures had their origin doubtless in the best intentions, 

$ — and were designed to advance the interests, and promote the prosperity of 
$ ^ the people. But I submit to the legislature, with diffidence I confess, whether 

t if the state do not feel sufficient interest, to aid in the creation of bank facili- 

' ties, by voluntary subscription for the stock of the bank, they should be com- 
pelled to do so in their aggregate character, by subscription on the part of the 
state. 

It is believed, that the practice of borrowing money upon the faith of the 

Z. state, except for the purpose of creating banking capital, to be loaned to the 
citizen, has prevailed to a very limited extent, if at all, in any of the states of 
the Union ; and its policy, unless upon extraordinary occasions and in great 

-emergencies is well questioned, If these views should meet the concurrence 
of the legislature, if will be indicated by suitable legislative provisions, unless . 
the action of the bank shall have placed it beyond your constitutional compe- 
tency, which I understand not to be the case. 

If the bank had been successful in the sale of the bonds, and in borrowing © 
the trust fund, as directed by law, the state would now be pledged on these 
accounts alone, and apart from the two millions and a half of the capital of the 
bank reserved, to the extent of upwards of seven millions of dollars. When 
we reflect upon the vast ,indebtedness of many of the states—that a large 
portion of these debts are held by foreigners—tiose foreigners are manifest- 
ing a deep interest in the result of our political elections, and are seeking | 
to obtain irom the national government a guarantee for the payment of those 
debts, and that their efforts find favor in many parts of the union, we have rea- 
son to congratulate ourselves, that we can yet retrace our steps. to a consider 

rable extent, and save our-constituents from the burden of a heavy debt, the 

—bane of republics. 

The foreign holders of state stocks, find their interest in a national guaran-. 
tee of their ultimate payment; but that the scheme should find favor with any 
portion of the American citizens, familiar with the nature of our government, 

. 1s calculated to awaken the most serious alarm, and is indicative, of a foreign 
feeling and foreign influence, to which we should ever be strangers. 

Against a measure conflicting with every principle of justice, expediency 
and the constitution of the country, I consider it the duty of the legislature, 
solemnly to protest. i i 

The final adoption of that great measure of deliverance from bank domin- 
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ion, the Independent Treasury, has introduced a species of legislation that 
should be-as-enduring as the liberties of the country—the exemption of the 


- treasure of the nation, from becoming a source of profit to the bank director’ 


and the bank stock—holder, and the subjection of the officers of the govern- 
ment to ignominious punishment for the illegal use of the public money. The 
vicious propensities of man can only be restrained, ordinarily by the penalties 
of the law ; and I knowno reason why the officers of every government, whose 


duty is to collect, keep or disburse the public money, should be exempt from j 


punishment, criminally, for its illegal use. In this way only, can the state 
find ample protection against the ruling passion of men « the love. of mo- 
ney." 

The fanatical spirit, siia in its headlong fury would trample upon the 
rights of the slave holding states, and expose us to all the horrors ef a servile 


war, seems, yet, heedless of the voice of reason and justice, and continues to 


| agitate and alarm the. publié mind, with menaces of the destruction of our do- 
 mestic institutions. The nstitution of domestic slavery was, at the time of 
' the adoption of our national constitution, left, exclusively, to the control of 
. the states within whose limits it existed; and we should be wanting in self- 


respect, and regardless of our aidoubted rights, were we to suffer the least 


‘interference with this delicate question, from any quarter. On this all impor- 
^ tant subject, I entertain no doubt but that your acts will be fully equal to what- 


ever emergency may arise. 

My recent tour through the state, afforded me the high gratification, of wit- 
nessing the onward march of Missouri, toward that proud pre-eminence which 
ere long she is destined to occupy among her sister republics. Regions that 
but a few months past, were covered with the deep shade of the ‘unbroken: 
forest, or presented the more monotonous, but not less solitary aspect of the— 
uncultivated prairie, are now blooming with: the fruits of civilization, and af- 
fording sustenance and wealth to an industrious and intelligent population.— 
Her exemption from many of the effects of the late disastrous revulsion in the 
commercial and moneyed. affairs of many of the states ; and her rapid increase 
in population and wealth, are mainly attributable to the absence of those in- 
creased bank facilities, which invariably excite to wild speculation and extra- 
vagance: to the industrious and economical habits of the people, and to that 
wise and benificent policy of the general government which secured to the 
hardy and patriotic pioneer of the west, the right of pre-emption in the pur- 
chase of his home. -Ht is earnestly desir ed-that these laws, with further modi- 
fication in favor of the settlers, may become a part of the settled policy of 
the general government, in the disposal of the publie domain. . 

While this general favored condition of the people was presented, I found 
many portions of our fellow-citizens laboring under considerable inconveni- 
encies resulting from the want of organized. counties. It will he, doubtless, 
as gratifying to the legislature as to the Executive. to relieve this inconven- . 


, ience, by the Or ganization o new counties, whereever tlie pega population 


exists. 

Called as ee are to administer the government, for the common good of our 
common constituents, we should carefully inquire if this duty cannot be best 
performed, by that policy which will hasten, as fast as practicable, the extin- 
guishment of the public debt:-the rS of our common roads and nav- 
igable waters; the imposition upon the people of burdens, aslight as are con- 
sistent with an economical administration of the government: affording our 
fellow citizens an able and faithful administration of the laws, by which their 
contracts are enforced and their injuries redressed; and by the promotion of - 
education and the reformation of the currency. "These important inquiries 
will, doubtless, receive due attention. 

Permit me, gentlemen, i in conglusion, to call your attention to the existing 
laws regulating elections, and to the necessity of guarding by suitable provis- 
ions, the purity and sanctity of the ballot box. The recent developements in 
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several of the States of tlie manner of conducting elections, and of illegal and 
! immoral practices to obtain illegal votes; must fill the bosom of every friend to . 
republican government with mortification and alarm, and. demonstrates the 
necessity of new and vigorous legislation to prevent the perpetration and 
spread ofsuch criminal and alarming practices. This is a question which 
goes beyond the temporary passions of the day, and rises above the contests 
and the transient supremacy of political parties. It goes to the,root of repre- 
sentative government itself: it goes to destroy confidence in elections; and if 
that is destroyed, the argument in favor of represéntative government is deep- 
ly impaired, and monarchists are encouraged to believe that they see approach- 
ing failure of the last experiment at self-government. Fully confiding in the 
‘virtue, intelligence and patriotism of our fellow countrymen, and believing 
that good men of all parties look upon the practices alluded to with indigna- 
tion and alarm, and are equally anxious to prevent the spread and continuance 
- of crimes which sap the foundation of free government, I cannot.too earnestly 
recommend the subject to your serious consideration, with the full assurance of 
my hearty concurrence, in all arts, that have for their object the preservation 
of elections. = | 
Finally, allow me to express the hope, that harmony and unity of sentiment 
may prevail in all your deliberations, and betw'een the different departments of 
the government; and that your efforts to promote the interests of the people, 
may be guided by Hım who holds in his hands the destiny of man. 
p

The officers of the 
Bank reported that'in addition to the dividends on the State Stock which by 
law are required to be vested in the sinking fund, there has accrued in divid- 
ends on said stock the sum of $52, 869 60.

would be entitled would more than absorb the above balance and leave the 
Treasury in debt to the bank. Of course the balance above reported as in 
the Treasury is merely nominal. It maybe necessary for the legislature to 
determine what voucher the Auditor shall require in order to authorize him to 
issue a warrant for the amount of the payments of interest on the State bonds, 
whether he shall require the actual surrender of the expenses taken in by the 
Bank or whether he shall be authorized to take some secondary evidenee of 
such payment.

' Without some legislative act the Auditor cannot issue his warrant in favor 
of the bank unless the bank produce the best evidence of such payment which 
would be the surrender of the coupens taken in.

By the quarterly exhibit of the.bank in September last it states as one of its 
resources a debt due the state of Missouri of 10,279 92. 

Although the committee have not the means of ascertaining the exact state 
of the accounts between the Treasury and the Bank, and do not consider that 
a part of their duty, still they have made sufficient examination to ascertain 
that there was a balance due from the treasury to the Bank on the 13th No- 
vember, 1840,'and that ifthe Bank debt had been properly settled at that time 
there would have been no money whatever left in the Treasury. 

In the examination of the offices of the Anditor and Treasurer the commit- 
tee found that the entries of “the receipts and disbursements under the several 
heads of receipt and appropriation corresponded with each other, and that the | 
warrants redeemed by the “Treasurer under the various heads of expenditure :

The committee on the Judiciary have considered the resolution of. the Sen- 
ate, instructing them to inquire into the expediency of abolishing imprison- 
ment-for debt, and have authorized me to report: that they believe that the 
insolvent laws- of Missouri are just in principle, unobjectionable in detail, and 
that they work well in practice. 

"The committee believe that the existing laws exercise a salutary influence 
in enforsing the prompt payment of just debts, and that no experimental legis- 
lation is necessary upon this subject. “The laws of Missouri make a liberal re- 
servation of property for the family of the debtor, which is, in no event, subject 
to execution, or to the payment of his debts; and whengver he is liable to be 
arrested or imprisoned for debt, it gives to him the opportunity of making a 
schedule and surrender of his estate, and a list of his debtors and creditors, 
and of verifying the same by oath, and thereupon he is discharged. - 

It is no injustice to any debtor, to require that he shall surrender his pro- 
perty for the use of his creditors, and itis convenient both for himself and his 
creditors, that he should accompany the same with a schedule and list of his 
creditors and debtors, in order that whatever estate he may possess, may be ap- 
plied to the- payment of his just debts in equal proportion. When he has then 
made out his schedule & list of debtors & creditors, it cannot be a hardship to 
any honest debtor to require him to verify the truth of the same by affidavit. 
Some objec! to it from a false pride, believing that the same isa disgrace.— 
This is founded on the false idea that poverty is a crime, and at least, that it is 
something disgraceful; but, although poverty may be a misfortune much to be 
regretted, our laws do not recognize it as a crime or a disgrace, and if an un- 
fortunate debtor has not been guilty of fraud or improper conduct, no disgrace 
will attach to him by reason of him availing himself of the benefit of our in- 
solvent laws. - . 

The laws of Missouri do not require that the debtor shall wait until he is 
arrested or imprisoned before he applies for a discharge—for he may surren- 
der his property, comply with the law and procure a discharge before he is 
arrested, and even before any execution is instituted against him. In some 
states the laws authorizing imprisonment for debt are objectionable; because 
they do not permit the debtor to avail himself of the benefit of the insolvent 
law until he is actually imprisoned, or until he has been imprisoned a certain 
length of time. But our laws admit a debtor at all times to procue a discharge 
from arrest and imprisonment when he is liable thereto, and no man can be im- 
prisoned for debt in Missouri, who will comply with the most reasonable re- 
quisitions of our statute. . If any debtor is imprisoned in Missouri it may be 
considered a voluntary imprisonment on his part, because it only happens by 
reason of his refusal to comply with the terms to which no debtor ought to ob- 

„ject. For all useful and desirable purposes, imprisonment tor debt has been | 
long since abolished in Missouri, and the statuté which authorizes the impri- 
sonment of those who will not comply with its terms, is the means of fre-. 
quently securing the payment of just debts, which would be otherwise lost. 

. Much good. and no evil arises from the practical operation of our present 
law, and therefore the committee recommend that no action be taken on thàt 
subject, and that they be discharged from its further consideration.

:. The committee on claims, to whom have been 
referred a resolution and accompanying vouchers, relating to certain claims 
of James Dunniea, formerly commissioner of the Penitentiary, beg leave to 
make the following report: 

From the evidence submitted to them, the committee find in relation to this 
case the following facts: n : 

On the 14th day of January 1837, as will appear by reference to the jour- 
nals of the House of Representatives of that year, page 287, the select com- 
mittee who had been appointed to examine among other things, into these 
claims of James Dunnica, reported after a full examination of his accounts, 
which are spread at large upon the journals aforesaid, that the balance of 
9807,57, after deducting $15,81, which amount was allowed, was due by said 
Dunnica to the State. At the same session a joint resolution was passed, 
authorizing and.requiring the Attorney General, to make a settlement with 
Mr. Dunnica, either by arbitration, or in such way as he might think reason- 
able and just; and in the event of a failure to complete said settlement, he was 

authorized to introduce a suit againt said Dunnica, and his securities on his 
bond given as commissioner, &c: ; 

An adjustment by arbitration having been agreed upon by the Attorney 
General and Mr. Dunnica, all the accounts were.submitted to Mr. James Ear- 
ickson and Abiel Leonard, who, after an examination of the claims submitted 
by Mr. Dunnica, amounting to $863 43-100, awarded against the State the 
amount of $495 43-100, —leaving a balance in the hands of Mr. Dunnica, due 
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the State, of $367 66-100, which award was accompanied by an express state- 
ment, that, in the opinion of the arbitrators, he could not in the settlement of 
his accounts, be legally credited with any other items tlian those-allowed. 

This arbitrament not being accepted by the parties, whether by one or both, 
doesnot appear. Suit was instituted in the Circuit Court of Cole county, by 
the State, Against Mr. Dunnica, and at the July term theof, 1839, ona trial 
of said cause, judgment was rendered in favor of Said Dunnica, for $184 00: 
This amount, and the interest thereon, together with the cost of.certain depo- 
. sitions, and the fee paid to an Attorney by said Dunnica, form the basis of the 
claim which is now presented to your committee for allowance. 

Your committee feel constrained under this State of facts, to ask to be dis- 
charged from the fürther consideration of the resolution and aecompanying 
papers. - When this settlement was reported by the legislative committee, due 
consideration, as-appears by the report, was paid to the subject, and at, their 
instance, the accounts of Mr. Dunnica, to a certain extent, rejected. Under 
the resolution of the General Assembly, an award: was made by competent 
persons, who decided against the legality of credit being given for a consider- 
able portion of the debt alleged to be due, and which so far as your committee 
are informed, Mr. Dunniea still retains in his hands. These decisions, doubt- 
less, made upon a fair and open examination of the merits of the case, go v 
far to convince your committee, that this claim should not be allowed. Every 
opportunity seems to have been afforded Mr. Dunnica, for an examination of 
his claims against the State, and on a majority of such occasions, as far as the 
evidence before your committee shews, a report and award adverse to his 
claim, has been made. 7 

Your committee cannot speak advisedly of the obligation on the part of the 
State, in justice, to allow the items rejected,—as no evidence is before them, 
which shews that the services therein expressed to be rendered, were neces- 
sary for the faithful or necessary prosecution of the work entrusted to Mr. 
Dunnies, as commissioner of the Penitentiary. So far from it, that the weight 
of testimony repels such a presumption. In relation to one item of the account, 
to wit: the fee paid the Attorney, your committee must unhesitatinply reject 
it, as unprecedented, and would regard its allowance, as setting an example 
that would expose the State to great imposition, and its revenues to immense 
injury.

The committee is not aware that any inconvenience has resulted from the 
present mode of collecting the revenue, but that much inconvenience might be 
experienced from the proposed change, as it would frequently occur that there 
would be two collectors in the same county for the same year. The Auditor 
and Treasurer, would have to open different accounts for the same county, in 
the same-year:—in addition, the State would, whenever a new Sheriff came 
into office, be subiect to pay the-mileage of two collectors instead of one, as. 


under the present law. Your committee, therefore, recommend the rejection 
of the bill.

The law establishing tlie «University of the State of Missouri’? makes it th 
duty of the Curators at eacli annual meeting “to report to the Secretary of 
State” the particular manner in which they have discharged the important 
trust'committed.to their management by the legislature. As the seminary 

_. fund has-not yet amounted to one hundred thousand dollars, of course, no por- 
tion of its proceeds can be made available for the benefit of the institution, and 
the University not being organized, we are not enabled to embrace in this 
communication any information upon the important matters of general interest 
mentioned in the 40th section ofthe law referred to. ] 2 

We trust however that such will not be the fact at any subsequent annual _ 
meeting of the board, as it isexpected the fund will in a few months amount . 
to the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, which will authorize the organiza- 
tion of the University, and enable it to commence its operation early the en~ 
suing spring at farthest, thus at an early day extending and offering its benefits 
to the youth and spreading its salutary influence throughout our State. For. 
the purpose however of presenting to the Executive, the Legislature and the 
publie, such information in reference to the acts of the Board of Curators as 
may be important to them, we submit the following statement. UC 

On the first Monday in October 1839, the Curators convened in the town of 
Columbia, where the University had been located, and proceeded to organize 
the board by appointing the Hon. William Scott, President, Thomas M. Allen, 

-Vice President, William Cornelius, Secretary, and Warren Woodson, Treas- 

 urer. Judge Scott soon after resigned his seat in the Board, when Thomas 
M. Allen, was appointed President, and the Hon. M. M. Marmaduke, Vice 
President. As the Legislature required the Curators, *whenever & Site for 
the University shall be selected, and established according to law, it shall be 
the duty of the Curators to provide for the protection and improvement thereof 
and for the erection of suitable edifices thereon, so far as the money subscrib- 
ed for the purpose will extend.” They accordingly appointed without; delay 
a building committee to contract for, and superintend the erection of a princi- 
pal University Edifice. The committee after inviting competition by the pub- 
lication of advertisements in several prominent newspapers in this: and other 
States, contracted with four individuals for the erection and completion of the - 
principal Edifice of the University. The building according to contract is to 
cost $74,494. ' ` o 

This splendid edifice willbe prepared for the use of the State Institution, 
without touching a cent of the “Seminary fund? ordrawing a dollar out of the 
Treasury, and, when paid for, there will then be left eight or ten thousand 
dollars unexpended of the sum subscribed by the Citizens of Boone to pro- 
cure its erection in their county, which’sum it is contemplated to be expended 
in the erection of Professors houses, Dormitories, beautifying the gr und, &c. 
as far as the same will extend, and which, is allthatthe Curators will have 
any authority by law to employ in that way, unless the Legislature would au- 
thorize the sale of the real estate donated by the citizens of Boone county for * 
the benefit ofthe University, and the proceeds thereof to be applied in aid of 
the objects above specified. ll. . 

The corner stone of the principal building of the University was laid on the 

. fourth of July last, and an oration appropriate to the occasion was delivered by 
James L. Minor, Esq. `> . - 

-Fhe building is now rapidly progressing, and will be fit for college purposes 
at an early period considering the amount of laborto be expended thereon. 

According to agreement two instalments of ten thousand dollars each have 
been paid the undertakers. The Curators have elected J. H. Lathrop (now

Permit me again, gentlemen, to call your attention to the importance of a 
re-survey of the City of Jefferson.

to prosecute without the risk of incurring, at the expense of the State, the 
costs of such prosecutions, which I have known so frequently to happen, 
when the difficulty attending the same was much less than at present. n 

The undersigned would also remark concerning the Governor's house, that 
he had engaged workmen, who had been at work onthe same, and have new- 
ly painted the front, and a great portion of the exterior, and some part ‘of the. 
interior of the same, one room of which has been newly papered, the fence 
painted anew, and a good portion of the work engaged to be done is yet un- 
finished, preferring rather to leave it to the action of your body as to the ex- 
tentofsuch repairs, &c. .

REPORT OF THE INSPECTORS OF THE PENITENTIARY. 
z Communicated to the Senafe, November 30, 1840. l

— . The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit to the General As- 


sembly, tle following report. bid

The Inspectors, in endeavoring to discharge the duties imposed upon them — 


by law, have labored under considerable embarrassment as to the extent of 


Penitentiary,” approved February 11, 1839. By the first section of the above 
act, Jolin C. Gordon and William S. Burch, are appointed keepers and agents 
of the Penitentiary for the term of four years, “with full power and authority 
to have the whole and sole management and control thereof, &c., subject to 
the restriction therein after named. _The eighth section provides, that “they,” 


(the lessees) “shal! conduct said institution as is now required of the warden, 
under a similar control and superintendance by the inspectors.” 
~- By the 12th section, the lessees were required, before entering upon the 
discharge of the duties imposed upon them by said act, to give bond to the - 


State in the sum of thirty thousand dollars, conditioned that they would faith- 
fully perform ‘the duties of keepers and contractors-ef said penitentiary, es

their authority over the lessees, under the act “to provide for the leasing ofthe — 


v 
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¿scribed by law;? which bond was accordingly given and approved of, as 
required by the act. Í . 

in consideration of the privileges granted, the lessees stipulatedin their bond 

to pay to the State, at-the expiration of the lease, the sum of six thousand five 


hundred dollars, and to refund the sum of four thousand dollars advanced to 


them by virtue of the 18th section of said act. 


Here is a contract made between the State and John C. Gordon and William: 


S. Burch, for the lease of the Penitentiary, for the term of four years, for a 
certain consideration. The lessees bind themselves by bond, with security, 
approved by the State, to perform their part of the contract. The inspectors 
see no reason why the ordinary rules of law should not govern this contract, 
as well as all other contracts.. It contains all the essential ingredients of a 
contract, as defined by law.: If this view of the subject be correct, the 
remedy for a breach of the contract would be à suit on the bond, inthe ordina- 
ry manner. The Judicial tribunals of the State would have to determine 
< whether or not the contract had been violated. The Inspectors clearly have 
no authority to annul the contract, for what they might deem a breach thereof. 
They have even no authority to cause suit to be instituted on the bond. 

Eyen if the power of removal for a breach of the contract was vested in 
the Inspectors, they could not exercise it without the most dangerous conse- 
quences following. No provision is made for the appointment of a Warden, in 
the event of the lessees being deprived of the control of the prison, and the 
Inspectors would have no power to lease the Penitentiary. " 

The :nspectors having no power to determine the contract, and no authority 
to institute suit on the bond, their control over the institution is, in a great 
measure, nominal. 

Impressed with these difficulties, the Inspectors, in their endeavors to exer- 
cise a superintending control over the institution, and fulfil the obvious intention 
of the Legislature, have, in a geat measure, been thwarted in their intentions 

.by what appeared to them an obvious want of power to. enforce such regula- 
tions as, in their opinion, were necessary to the discipline and proper govern- 
ment of the Penitentiary. But intending to use their utmost endeavors to 
discharge the duties required of them, they proceeded, shortly after the passage 
of said act, to frame a code of rules and regulations for the government of the 
Penitentiary, a printed copy of which is herewith submitted. It is believed 
that these rules are of a salutary and useful character, and their rigid enforce- 
_ ment was repeatedly enjoined upon the lessees. The Inspectors have used 
their utmost endeavors to enforce a rigid observance of these rules, and the 
general provisions of law relating to the Penitentiary. That they have not 
been entirely successful is owing to the causes above mentioned. 

The {5th section of the act required the lessees to “erect one wing of cells, 
and perhaps two,” within twe years, and also to build a wall projecting sixty 
feet from the ends of the present wall; and such other improvements as should 
be directed by the Board of Inspectors, for which they were to be paid by the 
State as the work progressed, quarter yearly, at the usualrates of similar work 
in the City of Jefferson. 

In compliance with the provisions of this section, the lessees proceeded to 
build the wall, but extended the same upwards of one hundred feet, instead of 
sixty feet, as required by the act. This, however, was done without the con- 
sent of the Inspectors, and, indeed, without their knowledge, until considera- 
ble progress had been made in the work. The Inspectors, however, deem it 
an act of justice to the lessees---who rely entirely upon the generosity of the 
Legislature for a compensation for the work performed bevond sixty feet---to 
state, that the present extension of the wallis a decided improvement, and 

well worth to tlie State the additional expense incurred by the lessees. . 
. The space occupied by the buildings in the old enclosure renders the pris- 
on yard iuconveniently small, and sixty feet would have been but a very small 
addition. The inspectors, however, having no authority to allow the lessees

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any compensation for the work beyond sixty feet, proceeded to have the wall

- Asa number ofthe convicts were employed as blacksmiths, it became ne- 
— cessary to erect a suitable building asa blacksmith’s shop. | This building i is 
E necessarily disconnected from the other buildings within the enclosure. 
-The account of the lessees for building the wall, oe the earth from 
= and adjoining the foundation, building the blacksmiths shop, and the expense 
incurred i in pr ocuring the ee and other ee from the Tennessee iron 
works, is on file in the Auditor’s office, a copy of which is herewith annexed. 
ee ee This account will show the ca of work done, expense incurred, and the 
-compensation allowed the lessees. Satisfactory evidence was produced to the 
"Inspectors, that the work charged for had been performed, and that the prices 
~ charged were, as near as could be ascertained, *at the usual rates of similar 
|J work in the city of Jefferson." ' 

-~ The rule of compensation, prescribed by the 15th section of the act, namely, 
“the usual rates of similar work in the City of Jefferson," affordeda very un- 
certain guide, as no work of preeisely asimilar character is done in this place. 

': Consequently, the inspectors were compelled in a great measure, to rely upon 

- the judgment of disinterested and competent workmen, not being able, froin 
any information they themselves possessed, to ascertain the exact value of the 

> work. 

.The castings, and other iron used in the construction of the new block of 
cells, were purehased at the Tennessee Iron Works by John C. Gorden, one 

`- ofthe lessees. The cost of the same amounted to the sum of five thousand 
- and seventy-four dollars and thirty-nine andone half cents. It is believed that 

- “this was-the lowest-sum at which they could be purchased. 

"One of the greatest difficulties in the management of the prison, has been 
the want of suitable workshops, in order to keep the convicts employed in use- 
ful opeupations, and learn them useful trades. To confine them constantly , 
within their cells would Vasey increase the expense of the institution, and, ~in 
a great measure, prevent their employment i in any useful occupation. 

"Tne 10th section of the act expressly authorizes the lessees to employ the 
'eonvicts in any species of labor. By working together in shops, under the 

^ immediat inspection of the officers, the convicts learn useful trades, and liave 
an additional inducement to, amend their past errors, and bécome useful mem- 
- bers of society. Many instances have occurred within the knowledge of! the 
jor of convicts: becoming good mechanics within a remarkably short 
perio 
^ Without work shops; “it is impossible to learn the convicts ts trades: or, indéed, 
.to employ them in any useful occupation, within the walls of the prison. As 
the prison yard is nearly reduced to the grade, brick making within the walls, 
would be impossible, without hauling the earth from the adjoining: lots. The 
Inspectors are also of opinion that burning briek within the walls is attended 
with considerable danger, on account of the large fires necessarily kept up. 

Actuated by these views, the Inspectors, under the general authority con- 
ferred upon them by the act, anthorize (Xd the lessees to eel the centre build- 
ing of the penitentiary. It will be perceived that there is a deviation from the | 
original plan of this building. The octagon building, contemplated in the ori- 
ginal plan, was ofa character more ornamental than useful. From an estimate 
inade of the comparative advantages of an octagon and a square building, it 
was found that the octagon would cost nearly double the square building, and 
would not contain more then one half the room. These considerations indu- 
ced the Inspectors to consent to a change in the plan of this building. 

- The agreement with lessees for the erection of this building Was, that no 
idemand for money on account of the timber, plank, and tin, to be used’ in the 
eonstruétion of the building, should be made until after the revenue of the pre- 
sent year was paid into the State Treasury, and that for the remainder of the 
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work, the lessees, if the Inspectors, or the General Assembly, should deem pro- 
per, should be credited on their final settlement with the State, under their . 
contract for the lease of the penitentiary. This was deemed a very advanta- 
geous contract on the part of the State. The necessary outlay of money for 
the purchase ofthe timber, plank, and tin used in the construction of the 
building will be refunded to the lessees after the revenue of the present yearis 
paid into the State Treasury; and for the remainder of the work, the General 
Assembly, or the Inspectors can, on a final settlement with the lessees, allow 
them such compensation as they may deem just. l l 

The necessity for the erection of this building will be apparent on an exam- 
ination into the condition of the penitentiary, and the situation of the convicts, 
and could not have been delayed without serious injury to the interests of the 
institution. 7 D 
'. In the construction of the new block of cells and also the centre building, it 
became necessary to employ a part of the convicts without the exterior walls 
of the prison, for the purpose of procuring rock, wood and other necessary ma- 
terials. For this purpose the Inspectors, on the third day oflast April, gave 
the lessees permission to work the convicts within the bounds of the corpora- 
lion of this place, having at all times a sufficient guard over them. The les- 
sees. were expressly directed, under no pretence whatever, to work the eon- 
victs without the bounds of said corporation. 

This permission was intended for a temporary purpose, and will be reseind- - 
cd as soon as the objeet of it is fulfilled. 

The Inspectors have made advances to the lessees, on account of the new 
block of cells, to the amount of eight thousand six hundred and. ninety-six dol- 
` Jars and seventy-one cents. ‘This sum is exclusive of the amount paid for the ` 
castings. , The amoünt claimed by the lessees, for labor and materials in the 
construction of the new block of cells, and the two new gates, is upwards of 
twelve thousand dollars. This last amount ineludes the above sum of eight 
thousand six hundred and ninety-six dollars and seventy-one cents; leaving a 
balauce now claimed by the lesseess on account of the cells, of between three 
and four thousand dollars. |The amount now claimed by lessees for this and 
other work and materials, i$ about five thousand dollars: The exact amount 
claimed by lessees, and the itemsof their account, will be communicated to 


the General Assembly in théir report. : = 


- 


‘The Inspectors not being able satisfactorily to determine the value of the 
work done, and the materials furnished by the lessees in‘ the construction of 
the new block of cells, would respectfully refer the whole matter tō the Gener- 
al Assembly, to ascertain in such manner as they niay deein proper, the amount 
due the lessees. The new block of cells contains; according to measurement, 
between six and seven hundred thousand bricks. The advances made by the . 
Inspectors would fall short of the amount due the lessees, even at the very : 
lowest rates paid for work of a similar character in this country. 1 

'The erection of an additional block of cells, similar to the new block, would 
' complete the original plan of the penitentiary. 

The Inspectors would respectfully suggest to the General Assembly the 
propriety of changing the plan of the eells, so as to inake those which may be 
hereafter constructed, about one half of the size of the present cells. The | 
new block contains but forty cells. At least eighty might be constructed in 
a block of the same dimensions, answering every purpose of the present cells. 

The most approved plans that have come under the observation of the In- 
spectors, contain cells not more than one third of the size of those in the State 
penitentiary. The construction of additional cells of the present. dimensions: 
will, in a few years, rendor necessary the-erection of a fourth block, thus un- 
necessarily increasing the expense of the institution. At present, the lessees 
_are compelled to confine two, and some times three convicts, in one cell. This. 
is destructive of all discipline, and enables the convicts, to concert plans for 
their escape, and afford aid to each other, in carrying those plans into effect.’ 

^ . Bb deg 
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There are now seventy-seven convicts in the penitentiary, and judging from 

- their rapid increase within the last two years; their number two years hence, 
may be safely estimated at upwards of one hundred and thirty: The accom- 
panying statement from the lessees, will show the number of convicts receiv- 
ed in the penitentiary during the period of the lease, their names, occupations, 
and the places from which they were sent. Any further information, on this __ 
subject can be obtained by reference to the books of the lessees. The ac- 
count marked D. will show the account rendered by the lesseess, and the 
amount paid them for the articles therein specified, and used in the construc- 
tion of the new block of cells. The amount of their accounts is six hundred 
and ninety-six dollars and seventy-one cents, and the articles charged for, 
were furnished as therein stated, and used in the construction of the new block 
of cells. 

The Inspectors have devoted as much of their time to the interests of the 
Penitentiary, as the dutiesof their respective offices would permit. The duties 
imposed upon them, in relation to the Penitentiary, are of a character not fa- 
miliar to them, and for whieh they receive no compensation. The accumula- 
tion of business in the executive offices, for the last two or three years, has 
been so great that no considerable portion of their time and attention could be 
devoted to the management of the Penitentiary, without neglecting the appro- 

. priate duties of their offices. Itis respectfully suggested, whether ıt would 
not be better for the interests of the Penitentiary, and more likely to fulfil the 
object of the institution, to vest some competent person, not connected with 
any of the executive offices, with a general superintending control over the 
Penitentiary. The Inspectors have little or no knowledge of the various me- 
chanical employments carried on in the Penitentiary, and consequently are not 
very competent judges of the character and value of work of this nature. 

The Inspectors will cheerfully communicate to the General Assembly any 
additional information in their power, relating to the affairs of the Penitentiary, . 
which may be required. - A 0

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Ata meeting of the Board'of Inspectors, held at the Penitentiary on the Ist 
day of March, A. D. 1839, the following Rules and Regulations were adopted 
for the Government of the Penitentiary. : -

ARTICLE I. = 
Soke THE DUTIES OF THE KEEPERS AND AGENTS. . 

Src. 1. They shall exhibitto the Board of Inspectors, at eachstated meeting - 
of the board, or whenever required by the board, a full and perfect account of 
all work done, and money expended of and.on account of the institution, being 
of a public nature, and not connected with their individual affairs. i 

Sec. 2. They shall, whenever required by the Inspectors, give information 

- relative to the conduct and capability of the several officers and servants con- 

nected with the institution and in their employ, and whether they have respec- 
tively discharged their duties faithfully or otherwise. 

,Ssc. 8. They shall Whenever required by the Inspectors, cause either of 
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the convicts, or all of them, one ata time, to come before the Inspectors, un- 
attended by the keepers or any other person or persons, in some private room 
set apart for that purpose. f 

Src, 4. They shall divide the day, as well asthe night, into as many periods 
as they may deem convenieht for one member of the guard to perform duty 
without respite: each period of service, by day as well as by night, shall be 
numbered and assigned to some one member of the guard by name. ` They 
shall visit each cell, in which any convictshallbe confined, at least once in each 
day, and shall cause the strictest cleanliness to be observed, as well in the per- 
sons of the convicts as in their cells. 

Sec. 5. They shall assign to each convict a sufficient quantity of wholesome 
food; and each convict shall be allowed as much bread and meatas are ordina- 
rily consumed by laboring men in good health. 

Sec. 6. They shall not allow any convict, nor permit any convict to drink, 
unless directed by the Physician as a medicine, any ardent spirits, wine, or any 
other stimulating drink; nor shall they permit any ardent spirits to be used 
within the walls of the Penitentiary. 


ARTICLE II. S 
: THE DUTIES OF THE SENIOR OVERSEER.  . à 

Sec. 1. He shall be constantly near the convicts while they are employed: 
in the yard; and when the conviets are employed at labor in their cells, he shall 
visit each of them as often as convenient, atleast twice a day, (if not necessa- 
rily called to other duties,) and cause each of them to perform all the duties” 
required of them by the keepers, or the rules and regulations of the institution, 
and to report immediately any disobedience or neglect of duty, or of service, 
on the part of any of the convicts, or any other person over whom he has any 
control.

He 
shall lock and fasten each cell door and keep the keys during the night: It 
shall be his duty to pay the strictest attention to the cleanliness of the cells and 
the persons of the convicts, consistent with their several employments. He 
shall cause each convict to eat his food in his proper cell, and see that each 
has his assigned allowance of well cooked food. 

Sec. 5. He' shall be Captain of the guard, and under the direction of the -  . 
keepers, shall eause to be carried into execution allthe rules and regulations 
of the institution. If any quarrel or dispute shall arise between himself and 
the guard, or any member thereof, or between any two or more thereof, such 
quarrel or dispute shall be kept from the knowledge of the convicts, and it 
shall be his duty to give to the keepers information thereof without delay.

REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, 


Concerning the documents of Lewis Bolton, late Warden of the Penitentiary, 
x Submitted December lst, 1840. 


To the Honorable, the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 

In compliance with a resolution of your body approved Febr uary 13th, 
1839—requiring the Attorney General to make a full, thorough, and fair inves- 
tigation of all the accounts and vouchers of Lewis Bolton, late Warden of the 
Penitentiary, and to ascertain as fully as practicable, what money and property . 
came to his hands as such, and in what manner it was disposed of and accounted 
for, and to collect and recover from him by suit, if necessary, any balance of 
money or. property that may be due from him to the State in any manner, and 
make a full statement of the whole matter to the next General Assembly. I 
have the honor to Report: 

That from an examination of the accounts of Lewis Bolton, late Warden of 
the Penitentiary, I find the amount of the expenditures of the Penitentiary 
from the 1st of November, 1836, to the 10th April, 1838, at which time, Mr. 
Bolton resigned his office of Warden, i is $10,072 26-100. The amount received 
by him as Warden, including thesum of $5093 43-100 „appropriated December 
16th, 1836, and for which the vouchers are on file in the Auditor's Office, is 
$39,699 45-100, making an excess of expenditures over and above receipts of . 
accouft of the Penitentiary, of $372 81-100. This excess was claimed by 
Mr. Bolton-as so much due him from the State, on account of money expended 
by him out of his private resources, for the use of the Penitentiary. 

This claim for this last amount was presented to the General Assembly at 
the session of 1836 and ?7, and by virture of two resolutions of that body, he 
drew from the State Treasury in payment of this claim,the sum of $367 25:100, 
making a difference betwaen the sum claimed by him, and the sum allowed, 
of $5 56-100. 

I find also, that the inventory of property belonging to the Penitentiary filed 

56 
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by Mr. Bolton. in the Auditor’s Office, and dated 13th November, 1837, 
amounted to the sum of £8329 40-100. Of this sum, about #2 300 may be 
deducted, the same being for permanent improvements, which would leave 

T6029 40-190, as the appraised value of the personal propa belonging to 
the Peniténtiary at that time. From this last amount should also be ded ucted 
the sum of 21,100, for. debts due the Penitentiary at the time Mr. Bolton re- 
signed his office of Warden, and the sum of #23538 80- 160, being money ex- 
pended by Mr. Bolton as Warden, on account of the Penitentiary, from the 
time of filing the inventory, up to. the period he resigned his oflice, which last 
sum w a the proceed of part of fhe appraised personal property pandona in 
the Piventerss together with the labor of theconviets. Making the deductions, 
the amount ef the personal prape rty belonzing to the Penitentiary, according 
te the appraised value thereof in the i inventory, atthe time Mr. Bolton resigned

The committee of the Seniste, and ofthe House of Representatives, to whom 
was referred so much of the Governor's Message as relates -to the "Northern 
boundary of the State of Missouri, and the dispute existing between this State 
and the territory of Iowa, acting jointly, have had the same under consideration 
and report: Qu. in their apinion, the subject is exclusively of Judicial cog- 
niece; any essity of Judicial action may, however, be avoided by the le- 
gislation of Cae ess. [tis competent to that body, to acknowledge and de- 
clare the northern pound) of this State, as surveye ed and marked under the 
authority, and-adopted and ratified by the act of the Assembly of this State, 

approve 4116 February, 1839, to be its true Northern boundary. l 
The cor unittee E that the oC ee existing between this State, and 
the territory ef DIE is exclusively of Judicial cognizance. The act of Con- 
gresg of Gth Ma ren, d 1820, authorizing the people of Missouri to adopt a. State 
Constitution, defines the territorial limits of the contemp dated State. 

The peop of Missouri, under the sanction of that act, assembled in Con- 
vention, formed a Constitution, and in that iustirument, ordained and establish- 
ed the. Hmis of tue State. The Constit ulen thas formed, was approved by 
Congress and the State of Misseri, with the boundaries establi ied. by her 
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Constitution, was admitted into the Union, as a sovereign, independent State. 
The Stateof Missouri exists under the authority of the Constitution of the 
United States, with the boundaries thus established by her. Constitution. 
These boundaries, constitute a part of her individuality. All the people within 
these boundaries, are her population, subject to her laws. In m the 
people embraced in these boundaries, were incorporated and became a ‘free 
and independent republie,—a sovereignty, restricted only by the Constitution 
of the United States. Its territorial limits, are a part of its being,—its boun- 
daries, enter into and adhere to its corporate existence,—they are unchangea- 
ble withoutits cousent. Any conflict arising between it and any individual, 
or other sovereignty, involving the-extent of its territory, is to be settled ac- 
cording to the provisions of our own Constitution. and the Constitution of the . 
United States. The dispute now existing between the territory of Iowa and 
the State of Missouri, is a question ofterritorialjurisdiction. It may be pre- 

sented in various ways, but at last, the whole turns on what is. the northern 
boundar y of the State of Missouri. This isa mixed question of law and, fact: 
the former, defining the boundary, and thelatter, the actual line, constituting 
that boundary. In the discussion of the law, it is material to examine the act 
of Congress of 6th March, 1820, the Constitution of Missouri, the resolution 
of Congress of 2d March, 1821, the solemn public act of this State, and the 
Proclamation of the President, admitting the State into the Union, Having 
ascertained what is the boundary , it devolves on a jury guided by the evidence 
which, in this case, would consist of surveys, to ascertain the locality of the 
line thus declared to be the Northern i parents It is not necessary, here to 
enter upon the discussion of the law, or the application of the evidence taken. 
The General Assembly of this State, has, declared its understanding of the 
law,—evidence has been obtained, the law applied, and the Northern bounda- 
ry actually established by an act of Assembly, approved llth February, 1839. 
n these circumstances, it might seem to be the duty of this State, to main- 
tain its Jurisdiction, co- -extensive with its boundary as thus established, until, 
by the judginent of the final judicial tribunal, it shall be adjudged to be other- 
wise. than as established. Having after mature consideration, and full inves- 
tigation, ascertained and declared, what is the northern boundary, and fixed its 
localities | jy an unimpeached, and, as we trust and believe, an accurate sur- 
vey, our duty would seem to be, to defend the boundary thus established, in, 
and by all legal modes,—yet there is a question of expediency to be consider- 
ed: Owing to the late interruption of harmony between this State and the 
territory of Iowa, growing out of the enforcement of the revenue law of this 
State, itis well worthy the consideration of this Assembly, whether it might. 
-not be well to suspend the collection of revenue in the tract of coüntry, over 
which the. State and Territory respectively claim jurisdiction. It being the 
opinion of your committee thatit is so expedient, they have agreed to report a 
bill to that effect. 

The committee further observe, that any necessity af judicial action may be 
obviated by the legislation of Congress. Itis known that the country north of 
the Hmits of Missonri, i is under a Territorial - overnment; as such, it is under 
the exclusive regulation of Congress. {tis competent to Congress to make 
what changes it pleases in the limits of that Scenes Government.—Such 
being the power of Congress, it can by ius act acknowledze ss and declare the 
line ran by the Commissioners of Missouri, to be the northern boundary of the 
State, and itis not competent to the Territory to cail in question such exer- 
eise of its power: and tuis Congress can do either in regutation of that Territo- 
rv, or defining the territorial limits ofth 1 Siate to be forined out of the Terri- 
tory norta of Missouri. i 

As to the right of Congress to exercise this | p ower itis immaterial whether 
Congress shall or shall not be of the opinion that the Northern liue of 
Missouri, as ascertained and ran under the authority of this State, 3 is the line 
contemplated by the Constitution of Missou d.

It will be perceived that the account of Messrs. A. L. Boggs & Co., for their 
commission on the purchases made by them on account of the Capitol, is still 
n iners and the matter in diff rence between them and the Board of. Com- 


injssioners referred to the General Assembly for adjustment. 

¿By a resolution of the Board of Commissioners, adopted March 15th, 1839, 
eleven thousand dollars were advanced to A. L. Boggs & Co., for the purpose of 
purchasing copper and other materials for the use of the Capitol, for which 
service they were to be allowed a reasonable eompensation. 

These purchases were accordingly made in the Eastern Cities, and vouchers 
for the same, copies of which will be found in number 14, are on file with the 
Commissioners. 

The amount of purchases and charges is ten thousand five hundred and fifty 
dollars and minety-seven cents. 

The Board pr oposed to allow A. L. Boggs & Co., two and one half per cent 
on this amomit, as a reasonavic compensation for their services. They how- 
ever refused to accep? tùis proposition, and claimed: five per cent on nine 
thousand five hundred and sixty-eight, dolars and fourt teen cents, the amount 
of the pur chases, exclusive of the charges for f eight, insurance &oe. This 
charge the Board refused to allow, and the parties being unable to agree on 
the rate of compensation, determined to subinit the matter in alifferenee to the 
General Assembly for adjustment. i ; 

Two and one half per cent isthe usual rate - commission AMOng mo hants 
for services of this character, and the Board are of opinion that A, L. Boggs 
& Co., are not entitled to any greater BRE for their services. - 

Allowing them two and one ‘halt per cent, es proposed, there wonld remain 
in their na ands one huhdred and seventy-nine dollars and eleven cents, as the 
imen penge] i balance bf the money advanced them. They, however, claim from 
the a tüiriy-five dollars and thirty-seven E as still due tliem. 

The General Assembly will be possessed of all the facts in relation to this

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matter, by reference io the opinions. of se sveral mercantile gentlemen, and to 
other papers contained in No. 14. mE 

By a resolution of thé Board, adopted March 15th, 1839, the salary of the 
architect was fixed at eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 

In-order to protect the Capitol from the injury whieh would necessarily fol- 
low from its remaining uncovered during another winter, and to prepare it for 
the reception of the General Assembiy, it became necessary to make purchases 
and contracts bevond the amount of the appropriations. Every precaution, 
however, has been used not to incnr any obligation of this nature, unless the: 
same was found absolutely necessary for the above purposes. 

It is impossible to form an accurate estimate of the amount now due, as 
many of the contracts are not yet completed, The commissioners, however, 
have made an estimate which they believe is as nearly’ accurate as cireum- 
stances will admit, and have no hesitation in saying that twenty thousand 
dollars will pay all the debts now due, and that thirty thousand dollars in addi- 
tion, will finish the building. 

This estimate would make ae whole cost ofthe Capitol two hundred and fifty 
two thousand dollars, which amount is consider ably less than the cost of any: 
other building of similar proportion apnd materials in the Union. 

The sum of four thousand nine hundred and fourteen dollars and sixty-five 
cents, arising from the sale of lots in the City of Jefferson, is now in the State 
Treasury. it would appear from tue provisions of the act to provide for build- 
ing the Capitol, approved February 2nd, 1837, that the proceeds of the sales 
of lots in this plece, were intended to be applied towards the building of the 
Üapitol. This money could not be used for this purpose for want of a “specific 
appropriation at the last sessionof the General Assembly. The Commissioners 
would respectfully suggest the propriety of appropriating this sum for the use 
ef the Capitol. 

The Commissioners lave endeavored, in all the action which the law re- | 
quired at their hands, to consult what they conceived to be the best interest of _ 
E State: With what success they have been attended, remains for the Gen- 

‘ral Assembly to determine. The duties which.the law impdsed upon the 
Bose were various, and to some of them, perfectly novel—ahd, their per- 
formance required the exercise not only of caution and patience i in the investi- 

gation of plans submitted to them, but also of a degree of mechanical skill in 
tl 1e selection of workmen—the letting of contracts, and the adjustment of 
accomts. 

As none of the Board were meclianies, great difficulty was experienced by 
them in the proper discharge of some of their official functions. - The Board 
were not only ignorant of the character of many of the propositions submitted 
to them, but also of the mode of measurement —and the adjustment of detail, 
and in some instances it was difficult to obtain a proper conception of the sub- 
ject. Under these circumstances, and feeling themselves called upon to act 
with caution and economy for the interests of the State they adopted i in sever- 
al instances, propositions with alternatives, at.the option of the Commission- 
ers—a course which they conceived to be more advantageous to theState, than 
to accept a proposition somewhat lower, but without the alternative. 

‘the Commissioners are now well satisfied from experience, that this course 
will prove more advantageous to the State than any other that could have been 
adopted. Their alternatives were either to give tlie contractor a certain price 
named in bond, or to allow him, after measurement of the work, prices which 
were paid for similar work, at the time in the City of St. Louis. 

"The pieces of work of the character required to beperformed, it is believed, 
are now, and always have been lower in the City of St. Louis, than in this 
place. m reserving this privilege in the contracts which they made, the Com- 
missioners were governed by the belief that they would be justified in this 
step by their ignorance of the work required to be done, and their consequent 
liability to imposition. This choice, which they thus reserved to theniselves, 
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can never: prejudice, but in the opinion of the Commissioners, will benefit the 
interests of the State. — 

Many of these contracts which bind the contractors to finish entirely certain 
parts of the building, are not yet fulfilled, and the Commissioners cannot de- 
termine on the final adjustment of the claims thus accruing, under the option 
which they have reserved to themselves, until the work is entirely completed. 

To prevent any expenditure of money, which it might become necessary on 
the part of the contractor finally to refund, the Commissioners have been ex- 
tremely cautious in not permitting the contractors to draw from the Treasury 

' sums of money greater than the work already done would entitle them to re- 
‘ceive, unless it became necessary for the proper and speedy execution of the 
work, that advances should be made, when bonds with sufficient security, were 
taken for the just accountability of thesums thus advanced. 
| The Commissioners cannot close this report without suggesting the proprie- 
ty of their being released from the duties imposed upon them by the laws, pro- 
Siding for the erection of the Capitol. The policy of creating new and singu- 
lar functions for the officers of State, especially where the exercise of these 

‘functions involves an expenditure of money, is extremely questionable. The 
increasing importance of our State has proportionably increased the duties of 
its Executive officers. Their labors have been greatly multiplied since the 
Capitol was commenced, and it is a‘fair presumption that a proportionate in- 
crease for many years to come, may be expected. =} 

The faithful discharge of these labors requires now, hnd will require as time 

" advances, the assiduous attention of the officers of Government, and to insure 

- -this, these officers should not be required to perform inconsistent duties. They 
cannot be supposed to understand details and operations that concern and are 
understood only by the mechanics and artisans of the country: If labors of 
this character are imposed upon officers to whom necessarily areintrusted high 
and important functions, what guaranty can reasonably exist that either can be 
reasonably performed? One branch or the other of these dutics, possibly, will 
be neglected, and we feel no hesitation in appealing to the good sense and dis- 
cernment of the General Assembly for a correction of this state of things.

The Gono appointed to superintend the building of the Capitol, 
have the honor to acknowledge;the receipt of the following resolution, which 
passed the Senate, December 12th, 1840, to wit: 


Resolved, That the Commissioners appointed to superintend the building of 
the Capitol, report to the Senate, with as little| delay as may be, the disposition 
of the one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, appropriated | at the last 
session of the General Assembly, for prosecuting the erection of the building; 
whether the contracts were made by and with the consent of all the Commis- 
sioners, if not who were absent or dissenting, and the reasons for such:dissen- 
sion? Whetherit be true as reported, that contracts were let for much hi gher 
prices than the same work was offered to be done for by others, and if so, qas 


i 
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reasons for so letting? Whether in any large contract pertaining to'said Capi- 
‘tol, said Commissioners delegated their authority to any individual?—if so, 
who that indivdual was, and who of the Commissioners concurred in the dele- 
gation? Whether the Commissioners placed in the hands of any individual, 
any large sum of money, with whieh to effect any contract, and if so, the 
amount, under what law, or section of law, they found their authority for so 
. doing, and the names of Commissioners nnder whose order the Auditor of 
Public Accounts issued his warrant for such large sums, and whether any part 
has been improperly held over by such agent? What compensation, if any, 


was allowed said agent, and what security, if any, was taken for the faithful 


discharge of the trust confided to said agent. 

Resolved, further, That said Commissioners state, whether they opened any 
correspondence with any mercnant or manufacturer in St. Louis, Philadelphia, 
New York, or elsewhere, upon the subject of purchasing copper for the roof 
of the Capitol, and also, the amount expended over the appropriation made at 
the last General Assembly, and by what authority said expenditure has been 
made. : | 

With regard to so much of said resolution as relates to the expenditure of 
the sum of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars in the erection of the 
Capitol, the Commissioners would respectfully refer the Senate to their report 


. communicated to the House of Representatives as containing all the facts re- ` 


lating to this part of the resolution. 
In answer to the remainder of said resolution, the Commissioners will con- 
fine themselves to a simple detail of facts. 
The following is a copy of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners in 
_ relation to certain proceedings of the Board on the 15th March, 1839. At this 
meeting of the Board, the Attorney General was absent on his circuit:

The reasons of the Board for making these advances, were, that the articles 
required for the use of the Capitol, could be purcased at a lower rate with the 
cash in hand, end besides, many individuals being unacquainted with the mem- 
bers of the Board, and the authority under which they acted, and their means 
of payment, were unwilling to credit the Stato. 

By virtue of the 2nd scction of the act “to provide for the building. of a 
Capitol, and for other purposes,” approved Feb. 2nd, 1837, the Commissioners 
are autiorized “to make all necessary arrangements and contracts, either parole 
or written,” which might be required to effect the erection and building of the 
Capitol. m i DA 

Independent of this provision, it is an acknowledged legal principle, that 
Wwhere.a power is granted, or a duty enjoined, all means properly incidental to 
such power or duty, and necessary to carry into effect the one, or to perform 
the other, are impliedly granted. 

Many of the articles aud materials required, could only be purchased for 
cash, being considered.in mercantile transactions “cash articles.” — It will also 
be perceived by reference to the accounts, submitted with the report of the 
Commissioners io the House of Representatives, that on many purchases with 
the money thus advanced, there was a.large discount trem the usual prices, | 
for the"cash paid at the time of the purchases. | 

Bond and ample security were taken from "Thomas Miller- and Harrison 
Jameson, for the faithful appiication of the money advanced to them, as above 
stated. No bond or other security except their receipts, was taken from A. L. 
Boggs & Co., for the sum advanced them as above stated. 

The following extract from the report of ihe Commissioners to the House of — 
Representatives, will show the condition of the accountof A. L. Boggs & Co., 
and the sum now withheld by tiem, on account of the above advances, to wit:

The Board finally determined to accept two propositions, one made by

work of a similar character, in the City of St. Louis, ud the option of the. 
Commissioners after the work was finished. 

This was deemed a more advantageous contract than to accept a lower pro- 
sition without this alternative. The prices for work of the character required, 
it is DE are now; and always have been, lower in as City of St. Louis

than in this place. It was deemed a fair and reasonable presumption, that 
even the lowest proposition would not be based upon an estimate lower than 
the usual price for work of the character required at that time, by measurement. 

The Commissioners are now well convinced, that the course they adopted 
in making these contracts, will prove far more advantageous to the State, than 


-to have accepted even the lowest proposition, without the alternative reserved. 


Indeed, they feel no hesitation in saying, that the cost to the State, under the 
contracts made, will be considerably less than even the lowest proposition to 
perform the work for a certain sum. Under the contracts made, the State 
will pay no more for the work than it is actually worth, and consequently can- 
not be.subject to imposition.

Resolved, That the committee of Ways and Means be instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of so amending the revenue laws as to lay a tax on money 
in hand, and monies loaned out atinterest, whether on mortgage, or personal 
security, also, that said committee be further instructed to inquire into the 
expediency of making the taxes due on capital invested in Insurance compan- 
ies, and other corporations, whether owned by citizens, or non-residents, pay- 
able by the respective companies," have considered the same,and have agreed 
upon a bill which is herewith reported. : 

Your committee would take occasion to remark, that they can see no reason 
why a distinction should be made in favor of any particular description of pro- 
perty, as an exemption from the burthens of Government. They believe that 

_ taxes should operate as equally as possible upon the people, and as property is 
~ the basis of taxation, they can see no justice in taxing one description of pro- 
perty, while a more productive one is permitted to go untaxed. 

There can be little doubt, but the most productive portion of capital, is mo- 
ney in the hands of shavers, brokers, and exchange dealers, who are not con- 
tent with the legal established rate of interest, but receive a large advantage 
over lawful interest, governed and regulated by no law, but the necessity of 
their eustomers. l i 

There-is probably no property more heavily taxed than lands. and other pro- 
perty engaged in agricultural pursuits; the burthen of taxes is in proportion to 

- the productiveness ofthe property taxed. Admitting this proposition, it can- 
not be successfully denied, that property of the above description is more heav- 
ily taxed than any other, as itis generally less productive in proportion to its 
estimated value. ' l 

Your committee are of the opinion, that all productive capital should bear 

- its proportion of the burthens of.Government, and in carrying out this princi- 
ple, they have embraced in the bill, as subjects of taxation, money, bank pa- 
per loaned out, or invested in the purchase of bonds, notes, or bills of exchange, 
or other money securities, together with the amount of money, or; bank paper 
on hand, exceeding —— dollars, also, money invested in Steam boats. — ' 

It is contended by many, that ail taxes must be borne by productive labour, 
and that any system of taxation intended to operate differently, is an indirect 
taxation upon productive labour. This is no doubt ih the main true. The 
merchant who is taxed for the privilege of selling merchandize, adds it to the 
cost of his goods, and makes the consumer pay it; but it is voluntary, and the 
circumstance of his buying, implies an ability to pay; not so in regard to direct 
taxation; property is taxed with little reference to its productiveness, but.ge- 
nerally by some arbitrary rule. 


The taxing of money is objected to by some, on the ground that it would 

have the effect to drive it out of the State to seek investment where it would 

. be unincumbered by taxes. Money, like other articles of exchange, will seek 
the highest market. Your committee cannot believe that 1-8 of one per cent. 
would have the éffect of driving from the State a single dollar. Horses, and: 

neat cattle, are subjects of taxation, and are less able to pay it from their 

productive value, than money; yet it cannot be urged that this kind of proper- 
ty is less than it would be, if it was not taxed. mE 3 


Your committee find from examination, that in Kentucky, Illinois, and they 
believe, several other States, that every description of property is subject to 
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axation. ‘Therefore the bill herewith reported, stops short of the Kentucky 
and Illinois statutes, as it embraces but few subjects of taxation, in addition 
-to those at present subjected to taxation. 
Your committee believe from the inereased revenue that would be received 
by the passage of the bill, that an increased rate oftaxation may be avoided. 
The committee have incorporated in the bill a provision for taxing brokers.

The committee on the Judiciary, hive considered the two answers of the 
Secretary of State, communicating information, and enclosing contracts -and 
other papers, in relation to the compilation and printing of certaj 
vided for by “An act to provide for the publication of certain laws.” . 

The committee believe, that a bad bargain has been made in relation to the 
compilation and publication of said laws, but like other bargains, it must be 
complied with by the State. When the act referred to was passed, the Gener- 
al Assembly supposed that all the laws, the publication of which was contem- 
plated inthat act, conld be contained in one volume, & that the work of compi- 
lation could be performed in a short time, and at an expense of almost one 
half of whathas already been paid to the compiler. But it now appears, that 
under the contracts, thesaid cympilation and publication, upon the scale upon 
which it has been commenced, will probably cost from $5 to 7000,---a sum far 
exceeding the cost contemplated at thétime of the passage of the act, and en- 
tirely disproportionate to the public advantage to be derived from the work. 
From the report, it is probable that the work will contain from one to two thou- 
sand pages, and the committee believe, that much useless matter must have 
been crowded into said publication, and much that it would be of no advan- 
tage to the State to republish. po^ ee ' 

Although the committee believe that the contract should be complied with, 
still they think that there is nothing in either of the contracts, which will com- 
pel them to republish useless matter, and that the General Assembly should 


take measures to prevent any further unnecessary costs to be incurred in màk- | 
ing said publication. They therefore recommend the passage of the following -

The other corps, consisting of Robert Walker, principal Assistant Engineer, 
at a salary of $1250 per annum; L. H. Amsden, junior Assistant; H. S. Miles 
Rodman, at $45 per month. This corps is now engaged in the survey of Salt 
River, and there is a cook in the service of each party, at $30 per month, and 
the other laboring hands, including the flagmen, are engaged at $25 per month, 
for the first party, a team and driver is employed. For the second a boat. is 
used, and a boatman employed at $30 per month. 

The pay of Mr. Amsden I have left blank, and submit to the Board the fol- 
lowing statement of the circumstances connected with his engagement, in the 
belief that they will find in them sufficient reasons to induce them to fix his 
salary at a higher rate of compensation than that fixed by their order of the 9th 
of May last. i 

Immediately after my appointment, I addressed a note to Mr. Walker, and 
one to Mr. Amsden, tendering to each the situations of principal Assistant, at 
a salary of $1250 per annum. Mr. Amsden was at that time engaged profes- - 
sionally in the State of Indiana. After waiting a reasonable time, and hear- 
ing from neitherof the gentlemen written to, and the service being urgent, I 
secured theservices of Mr: Cunningham, who was on the ground, and ready 
to commence immediately. Soon after, Mr. Walker arrived, and was received 
into service. Not knowing the locality exactly of Mr. Amsden, it was a long 
time before my letter reached him. Immediately upon its receipt, he resigned 
his situation, and hastened to join my corps. It will thus be seen that Mr. A. 
resigned his situation in Indiana, and entered the service of this State, under 
the expectation of receiving a salary of $1250 perannum; while, by the order 
of the Board, I can only employ two assistants at that rate of compensation. 
It will also be perceived by the Board, that the corps under the direction of 
Mr. Cunningham, has one more assistant than originally contemplated; this the 
nature of the service rendered necessary, as Mr. Cunningham is compelled to 
be frequently in advance of his party, to make the nécessary examinations, in 
order to select the ground upon which the instrumental surveys shall be made. »

Mr. Sibley presented his Report as the commissioner ‘of the Board on the 
survey of the Rail Road Route from St. Louis to the Iron Mountain, which was 
ordered to be entered at large on the Journal, as follows:

'To the Board of Internal Improvements: 
Ín conformity with the order of the 

' Board, passed on the 10th of May, 1839, appointing me their commissioner to 
superintend the reconnoisance and survey of a route for a Rail Road from the 
City of St. Louis to the Iron Mountain; I entered immediately on the duties 
assi igned me, and in conjunction with the Chief Engineer caused the survey to 
be commenced as soon as the necessary preparations could be completed; 
which were made principally under the immediate direction of Major Morell, 
in whose professional experience I entirely confided to appoint and equip the 
party employed in that service. 
We found at the outset that tke. number of assistants specified in the order 
of the Board of the 9th May, ] 1839, was insuficient to ensure the most expedi- 
tious and economical execution of the survey; and also that it was impractica- 
hle to hire any suitable common hands at the rate of w vages fixed on by the 
Board.  - 

We therefore employed an additional assistant, dud were compelled to pay 


however to reduce the monthly wages of the Fi lagman, by causing a common 
hand to perform the duty. 

The survey was commenced at the shore of the Misses River in the City 
of St. Louis, on the 9th day of June, and was completed at the summit of the 
iron Mountain in the county of St. Francois, on the 30th day of October, 1839. 

I then immediately as soon as the bad weather permitted, caused the party 
with the whole equipment to be transported across the country to Massey’s 
iron Works, where they were directed to commence the survey of the Merri- 
mec River; there I paid them all off in full to the 8th November inclusive, and 
transfered them with all the public property attached to Robert White, Esq., 
the commissioner of the Board uuder whose A the survey of the 
Merrimec River was to be conducted. 

As the Board will look to the Chief Engineer, and not to me for a detailed 

| report on this survey, I shall only offer here, a few remarks, in addition to 
what it is my particular provin ce to state in relation ta the expense incurred 
in its accomplishment. ` 

From some notes of this survey in my. possession, furnished me b Major 
Morell; it appears that the length ofthe line as surveyed is 115 3-8 miles, that 
it passes through , the heart of the mineral region, and also through E 


level to be overcome by propelling power in the whole about 12 miles, is 
seventy feet to-the miles consequently requiring engines of the highest class, 
and a construction heavy and expensive in proportion---that the establishment 
of a Rail Road thereon, complete with all the DOCE RRI engines, Cars, coaches, 
shops, &c., will require an expenditure of about three million of dollars; and 
that an annual revenue of nearly half a million of dollars will be requisite to 
yield a clear income of six per cent on the capital invested. 

The survey has doubtless been accurately and faithfully executed, and may 
be confidently relied on as the basis of any future prosecution of the contem- 
plated i improvement. 

It ascertains a practicable route for a Rail Road between the two points, i in 
the direction designated by the Legislature, and although it may not now be 


from twenty-five to thirty dollars per month for laboring hands. We were able

prise, will demand even more costly facilities, if necessary for their diffusion, 

«Meanwhile the State will possess all the facts, estimates, &c., resultin 
from this survey; which will be sufficient data for any future legislation on the 
subject. . EE 

The cost of this survey altho’ considerably-within the estimate and appro- 
priation, was unavoidably increased, not only by the higher rate of wages paid 
forlaboring hands, but also by detentions consequent on sickness in the party, 
produced by their exposure during the extreme heat of summer, in.the dense 
thickets and flinty hills, among which the line of the survey was obliged to pass 
—and Imay say with trüth and propriety, thatit was also increased by the 
extortionate charges of many of those from whom the necessary subsistence 
and other supplié$ for the party were obliged to be purchased along the route. 

“The Board will perceive that the party engaged in this service, was in the 
field, five months; including the few days occupied im -their transfer to the 
Merrimec,— The principal assistant, engineer and the rodman, were in service 
and under pay six months, being employed the first month, principally, in pre- 
paring the outfit for the Rail Road and other surveys; for which sérviee, they 
were wholly paid out of the Rail Road appropriation in my hands. 

‘Including this last named expenditure, amounting to $169 42-100, the Rail 
. Road recónnoisance and survey, has cost the sum of three thousand seven 

hundred and one dollars and thirty-one cents:-($3701 31-100, ) which the Board 


will find exhibited in ample detail, in the statement accompanying vouchers.

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Mr. Merédith also laid before the Board his final report on the Salt River 


Survey, which-was ordered to be recorded in the Journal and-is in the follow- 
ing words, to wit: Iu um : 

«Report of Hugh Meredith, commissioner for the survey of Salt River, made 
to thé Board of Directors of Internal Improvements for the State of Missouri, 
Dec. 11th, 1840. : 

«Having been appointed by the Board of Directors of Int. Improvements at 
a meeting in May 1839, commissioner for the survey and reconnoisance of 
Salt River, and having concluded the duties of that appointment, I respectfully 
present my report accompanied by an account of the disbursements and the 
sustaining vouchers.--- 

“The survey was commenced August 30th, and completed December Ist, 
1839---the results will appear in the Report of the State Engineer, to which I 
. refer for all details and estimates---A chart of the survey has been completed 
. and may be sgen in the office of the Engineer.--- The amount of disbursements 
authenticated by vouchers as is shown in the account, has been $16!4 78--- 
showing a-balance in my favor of $114 78-100, my own account against the 
State is $252.44-100 as shown per voucher No. 43, of this amount $153 arises 
from attendance on the Board, and an examination of the Rail Road route, 


leaving $94 44 for services and expenditures on Salt. Hiver survey---sixteen. 
dollars eighty-two cents ($16 82) is also justly chargeable to the contin- 


gent fund having been expended not especially for the Salt riverisurvey, but 
for the general service. This amount of $16 82 added to the $153 above 
mentioned makes a sum of $169 82 which should be deducted from the whole 
amount paid by me viz: $1,614.78, leaving a balance of $1,444 96, the true 

amount paid by me as commissioner on Salt River survey. 
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“Froin the àccount now present it appèars there is still à balance of $36 
due L. H. Amsden for services rendered as surveyor on this survey, which will 
shew the whole eost of the survey to have been $1480 96-100. o, 

“Some of the vouchers'it will be seen were taken in the names of W. H. 
Morell and: L. H. Amsden, who acted at times, as agents for me düring my 
absence froin the party, occasioned by the sickness of my family; motives: of 
economy for the interests of the State also induced me occasionally to disburse 
through these gentlemen, as by this means my constant attendance “was 
rendered  unnecessary.— The expenditures upon this survey - have been 
inuch inereased by delay in procuring the levelling instrument from Baltimore; 
in consequence of which ix became necessary to traverse the whole line twice. 
The survey has however been completed in a satisfactory manner, and the 
respective duties ofthe gentlemen employed have been fulfilled with much at- 
tention, industry andability. l , o 

«There is one subject alluded to in the report of the Engineer which I res- 
pectfully point out to your particular attention. Salt River has been recog- 
-nized as a navigable stream, both by the General Government and by an att of 
. the Legislature of Missouri; this recognition has induced a preference with 
many persbns to purchase in the section of country fertilized by the waters of 
‘this stream; they justly consider that its navigation is a right secured to them 
under the sacred enactment of the State, which if not further improved by 
slack water, or otherwise, should at least be preserved in its natural and un- 
obstructed condition, this right has been violated in severalinstanees by. the 
construction of dams across the stream, without locks or other means of pas- 
sage tor boats. If such individuals as havé erected dams, or who may here- 
“after erect them, were obliged to construct suitable locks upon such regular 
and systematic plan as might be furnished by the Engineer, this right would 
be reserved inviolate.. The water could be employed for manufacturing pur- 
poses, and in the course of time the whole length of the stream would be im- 

roved into a slack water navigation. 

“The first duty of the Board, under the act by which it has been organized, 
is ‘to ascertain the most proper , objects of improvement in relation to roads 
and navigable waters, and report thereon to every General Assembly. In ac- 
cordance with this instruction, I will suggest to the Board an object in which 
à large portion of Northern Missouri is deeply interested, and especially that 
portion in which reside my more immediate constituents, viz: A road from 
Hannibal, on the Mississippi, by the most direct route to Brunswick,on,the Mis- 
souri river, surveyed and laid out by a competent engineer, with a view to 
its gradual improvement by McAdamizing or otherwise, as the wisdom of fu- 
ture Legislatures may direct. This road is required at the present time, and 
the urgency of the demand rapidly increases. Surveyed and laid out in this 
way, and with this view, it would become at once the great highway of the 
interior country to the river markets; the care and attention of the people 
would be bestowed upon it; the coünties immediately interested would make 
appropriations for its improvement; the hills would be cut and sloped; the low

spots embanked and elevated, and the streams bridged—all with little or no - 


other cost to the State Treasury than that of the first survey; and at some, 


not distant, day, when the mighty resources of our fertile soil shall have been: 


further developed by private enterprise, fostered by such prudent steps as the 
one above recommended, and the wealth of the country will justify the meas- 
ure, a direct route, graded and rendered solid from use, will have been prepar- 
ed for such other improvement as the country may then require and the Legis- 
lature authorize. __ -

e To the Board of Internal Improvements: 

«Robert White, appointed by the Board by order of. 10 of May, A. D, 
1839, to superintend the reconnoisance and survey of the Merrimec River, as 
Commissioner, Dome the following report of his labors to the-Board: 

“Previous tolentering definit ely upon the duties assigned me by the order 
of the Board, Į spenta portion of my time in assisting at the reeonnoisance of - 
the survey of the Salt River, and also that ofthe rail road route from the city 
of St. Louis to the Iron mountain in St. Francois county. However, I enter- 
ed upon the discharge of the duties assigned me by order of the Board afore- 
said, on the 15th day of October, A. D., 1839. My attention was first turned 
to the construction of boats and crafts, and making other necessary prepara- 
tions for the survey of said river, the reconnoitering party not being g present; a 
but said party joined me on the 8th day of November, A. D., 1839, and we im- 
mediately proceeded from the head of Big Spring, at Massey’ s Iron Works, in 
the prosecution of the contemplated wor AE. 

“The party consisted of Principal Assistant Engineer, Surveycr, Rodman, 
and laboring hands. We continued in the prosecution of our labor until 30th— 
day of Nov ember, in the year A. D., 1839, when the weather growing cold . 
and inclement, and by órder of the Chief Engineer, we repair ed to Jetferson 
eity, at which time most of the- laboring hands were discharged, the young 
gentlemen forming a part ofthe party being retained in the Chief Engineer’s 
office. On the first day of April, in the year 1840, I again repaired to the city 

. of Jefferson, equipped again, and proceeded to continue the survey of the Mer- 
rimec whence we left off. However, before we recommenced our labors on 
our arrival at the Merrimec River, we were detained some two or three weeks 
in procuring laboring hands, some of those whom we had previously engaged 
having left us about the time of our commencing ‘business. We then recom- - 
jmenced our survey, and unremittingly continued our labors until the 30th day 
of August, A. D:, 1840, having completed the-survey, with the exception of 

." "thirty miles of lev elling, which has since been completed. 

In August, when we > diseontinned our labors, we-xere-eompeiled to do so in 
consequence of the illness of some of our party. dn-truth, we were detained 
atleast two weeks during the time engaged in the survey and reconnoisance 

_of the Merrimec, previous to August, in consequence of the indisposition of 
some of the party,-and in consequence of a small accident which happened one 
of our boats, which occasioned the loss of one' of our most important instru- 
ments; which, however, was finally recovered. 

I respectfully refer the Board to the report of the Chief Engineer, for a 
more detailed and satisfactory report of the survey of the Merrimec. The 
whole amount eipénded by me on said survey, is three thousand axid one dollars 
and five Cents, which is evidenced by the accompanying exhibit and vouchers 
marked A, and made a part of this repat, Thereis yet due and owing several 
persons, as follows:

ment from navigation; the transportation of stores, &c., to that point amount- 
ing to two hundred dollars, being more than their. original cost. In.addition to 
this, I will state that the disbursements made by me by an order of the Board 
of May, 1839, (see journal, p. 25) for a geological examination of the valley 
and contigious regious of the river Osage, amounting to about eight hundred 
dollars, likewise increased the expenditures on the survey of thatriver; and the 
amount paid out for that examination, I presume, is more than was SOME 
‘by the Board at the time the order passed their body. 

By an examination of my account, it will be seen that there has been ex- 
pended by me on the survey of the Osage River, the sum of two thousand nine 
hundred and five dollars and fifty-five cents, including the geologieal examina-. 


. tion, and exclusive of my account for services per diem, &c., as will be seen by

abled the Board to commence operations without any delay further than was 
necessary to obtain suitable assistants and laborers; and to provide instruments 
and proper outfits for the two engineering parties ordered.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE BOARD OF 
INTERNAL IMPRO VEMEN TS. 


To the President and Directors af the Board of Internal Improvements: 

GENTLEMEN: Í have the honor to submit the following report relative to the 
varions duties devolved upon me by the act of 1839, establishing a general sys- 
tem of. Internal Improvements, and by the act supplementary to the same. 

'The first section of the supplementary act directs **a reconnoisance and sur- 
vey to be made pf the River Osage, from its mouth to the town of Oscecla, in 
the county of St. Clair; also, a reconnoisance and survey of North Grand 
River,:from its mouth to Gallatin, in the county of Daviess; also: reconnoisance 
of Salt River. fram its mouth to the Three Forks, in the county of Monroe; 
also, of the Mert rimec, from its mouta to Massey’s Iron Works, in the county 

of Crawford;” and that ‘a detailed report of the nature and character of the 
obstructions to the navigation of these rivers—whether it be practicable to re- 
move them; and the probable cost of eflecting the'same shall be made to the 
General Assembly.” 

Section 12 directs a survey and reconnoisance of a ronte for a Rail Road 
from the City of St. Louis. Jeading by the nearest and best route to the lron 
Mountain, in the county of St. Francois, and passing through the mineral re- 
gion between said points; and that the Chief Engineer shail cause to be made 
such maps, plans; &c., as may be necessary to illustrate the route, and that 
he shall report the same with a minute and accurate estimate of the cost for” 
the construction of said Rail Road to the next General Assembly of this State.” 

Although the law directing the examination of the different rivers has refer- 

ence, solely, to removing obstructions to the navigation, Í have, nevertheless, 

taken the liberty of ma aking such suggestions as to “what c appears to be the best 
and proper kind of improvement for each river, as were indicated by the res 
spective surveys. 

Or tue Osacr Rivrr.—The point at which the survey of this river was 
commenced, at the town of Osceola, is about two miles below the mouth of the 
Sac, a tributary which has its source near the Southern limit of this State, and 
which, at its confluence with the Osage, is of the same apparent size as that 
stream. -The Osage proper has its source far beyond the boundaries of this 
State, ina direction westwardly from the point where it receives the Sac,

The extent of country drained -by the Sac is 2052 square miles, and of that by 
the Osage Fork, is 1332 square miles within the State, besides a vast country 
of undefined extent beyond its western borders. The main swell of these two 
streams is rarely coincident. The Sac, rising far in the South, contributes its 
accession of waters, at the breaking up of winter, in advance of the rise from 
the western fork; and, during the other wet seasonX of the year, the great ex- 
tent of country drained by these streams, and the remote points in which they 
have their source, preserves to the river, below their confluence, for along pe- 
riod, a nearly uniform quantity of water, The most important tributaries that 
afterwards unite with the Osage, are the Pomme de Terre and Grand Rivers, 
above the town of Warsaw, and the Niangua, sixty-four miles below it. These 
tributaries, though large, do not appear to add much to the permanent volume 
of the stream; they do, indeed, by local rains, occasionally produce a .rise, 
which soon subsides, their chief utility consisting in replacing the waste of the 
river from evaporation and filtration. To this purpose, the Niangua is admi- 
rably adapted, its main supply being in a few large springs which gush out in 
perennial rivers. oe ` l . z 
The right bank of the river at Osceola, is limestone rock---the left alluvial 
bottom; both reach above high water, and their steepness is such as. to -occa- 
sion but little variation in the surface width of the river during its various fluc- 
tuations. This width, where the survey was commenced, and when the river 
was stated to be at its ordinary stage, was 317 feet, and the depth 7.7 feet with 
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a current moving at the rate of about two miles per hour. This characteristic . 


of alluvial bottoms on one side, and rocky biuffs on the other, is preserved, 
with few exceptions, to the mouth of the river. » 
The bottoms are narrow, generally elevated above high water, and are cem- 
posed of sand, gravel, and alluminous matter, combined in such a manner as to 
form banks of such permanency as, in most cases, effectually to resist the ac- 
tion of the river. ‘Lhe rocky banks with which these bottoms alternate, and 
which occasionally rise into perpendicular biuffs of from 50 to 250 feet eleva- 
tion, are of the tertiary formation of Bakewell, and are generally sHicious lime- 
stone, with occasionally large masses of sand-stone; and the deposites which 
are brought into the river by its tributaries, are detritus from these rocks, with 
small angular fragments of silicious rocks which abound upon the ridges of 
the interior, and which are also more or less intermixed with the soil of the 
prairies. These deposites, whether brought into the river by its tributaries, or 
derived from the abrasion of its banks, appear to be very stationary, the force 
of the current of the river not being sufficient to put them in motion af ter they 
have once subsided in it. The obstructions to the navigation of the river con- 
sist of shoals formed by deposits of this description of material, which give to 
the bed of the river where they occur, great stability, andforceitat high water 
to widen its channel by encroachments upon its alluvial banks, the coarser and 
heavier particles of which are added to the shoals already in existence, while 
the lighter ones are deposited where the water is kss rapid, and accumulate 
into islands by which the water in the river becomes temporarily divided. At 
these points, in low water, the greater part of the whole fall in the river is ac- 
ctimniated, thus dividing it into a succession of pecols and! rapids. ‘The river 
in these pools has a depth of from 3 to 12 and 15 feet, with a current scarcely 
perceptible, while, at the shoals, itis either spread out in a thin sheet of great 
rapidity, or divided by the islands, so as to afford in neither channel sufficient. 
water forthe purposes of navigation. In addition to shoals of this description, ;

there is an obstruction known as the “Rock Rapids,” where there is a fall of a 


1.65 feet in a distance of 200 yards, with a minimum depth of water of 3.3 feet. 
Vhe difficulty here does not consist so much in the shailowness of the river as 
in the rapidity of the current and the agitation of the water occasioned b 

masses of detached rock distributed through the channel. Asthe mouth of the 
river is approached, the character of the bottom land, and of the deposites, 1s 
alsó changed to some extent, there being more alluminous matter and less 
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gravel entering into their form ation. Owing to the -general stability of the 
Banks, the obstructions from snags are not numerous; but, ata few points where 
tüis ! stability is wanting, the undermining of the river has oceasioned a con- 
siderable accumulation of them. ‘These will have to be removed; and, to pre- 
vent farther encroachments of the river, the banks must be protected by rock. 
The overhanging trees that have necessarily to be cut, are few; and should the . 
plan proposed for the improvement of the river be exccuted, they will all be 
wanted in the prosecution of that work. 3 

To improve the navigation at the suoals and po t is proposed to concen- 
trate the water by the construction of wing dams and jettees, of such height 
and extent at each locality, as a thorough examination ahiall appear to demand, 
with the view of preserving to the channel, 2 at the ordinary stages of water, a 
minimum depth of four feet. Insome cases, these dams will have to be thrown 
out from one side of the river only.’ In all these when the natural bank oppo- 
site the dam is alluvial, it is to be prevented from being under mined, and from 
abarasion, by a covering of loose rock. 

The dams will be generally a little over four feet high, and will be construct- 
ed either of rock; or rock, brush, and coarse gravel combined. Whenever 
sluces are to be cut of, or it is necessary to connect any island with the main 
land, by a dam, it is proposed to construct it of crib work filled with rock in 
the usual manner. The loose rock in the channel at the Rock Rapids, and in 
the -very few other points where tuey occur, will also have to be removed. 

The-use of rock in the different constructions suggested, and in the protec- 

tion of such alluvial banks of the river as may require it, makes it necessary 
to observe that that materialis every where abundant in th e immediate vicinity 
of the river. : 

During the whole of the operations here PA | it should be borne in 
mind that where the bed of the stream has ac quired permanency, it should not 
- be disturbed, if it be possib! e, by the concentration of the river, to get a suffi- 
cient depth of water without it- Aflerthe completion of the works, there may 
be some few points to which the dredging machine may be usefully applied; 
but it is not to be resorted to as a nri fnary operation. —— 

In order to elucidate more fully the extent aud character of the river, and to 
present the poois and shoals more in detail, tie following tabular statement has 
been compiled. ‘The survey was Ponioien ed the 30th of March, and comp:et- 
ed the 2nd of August; and these tables exhibit the character of the stream re- 
duced to the lowest stage of water during thatperiod. itis stated that at some 
very dry seasons it gets lower, which is probable, as last. season was one in 
which, although there was no very considerabiefreshet, there was in the whole 
season the usual quantity of rain. ]

For this sum it is confidently believed that the proposed improvements can 
bé effected; by means of which a certain navigation, of from four to seven 
months in each year, can be secured to all boats not drawing more than 3.5 
feet water. These boats should be built expressly for this trade, with engines 
of sufficient power to enable them to ascend the rapid current that a low wa- 
ter will always exist atthe shoals. To enable them to thread the channel 
with accuracy, their engines should also be double. `

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In prosecuting this work, regard should be had to the > amount of labor inthe 
country: aud the ¢ annual expenditures should be so limited as not to make so 
large a demand upon it as materially to increase its value. Itis believed. this

Which sum is equal to the annual interest at 6 per cent. upon an investment 

of $5,493,236 66, 100. Thus showing that to this extent atleast, the present 

wealth of the State would be advanced by the expenditüre of a little more 
than $200 thousand. But when in addition to this, attention is called to the 
extent of the country to be benefitted, to its great agricultural capabilities, to 
its mineral wealth and to the immense population it is capable of sustaining, 
it appears to be not only the interest but the duty of the State, to make such 
improvements, as shall place the people of this great division of its territory, 
as nearly on an equality with the rest of the citizens, as its resources, and the 
nature of the country will permit. | ` 

Or Nortn Granp River.—The country draihed by this stream is, in its 
general character, prairie of moderate elevation, pou its gentiy undulating 

surface indented with numerous streamlets whose margins are fringed with a 

thin growth of timber—the valley of the river is from one to-five miles wide, 

terminated by banks rising boldly to the prairies, the slopes of which, are usual- 
ly covered with timber—the bottoms are mostly prairie, with a narrow strip of 

woodland bordering the river. : i 
‘The substratum of the whole of this section of country, is-of the most recent 

coal formation, the only rocks in' place, exposed by the abrasion of the river 

being the out-eroppings oi shale and bituminous coal, in horizontal strata. 


‘The immediate valley of the river is, generally, an illuvial deposite of sand, - 


nearly impalpable, and forming a light clay of very little tenacity, the whole 
being covered with a dark vegetable mouid of from two to four feet thick. Its 
general elevation, above low water, is 22 feet, which is nearly coincident with 
the ascertained rise of the river in the highest freshets, the bottoms being sel- 
dom overfiowed, and, never, but to asmall depth. 


The exceptions to this general characterof the valley are in the few instances — 


where it-rises into banks of stiff clay, and in the more frequent points where 
the river impinges against the rocky substratum of the country—the highest of 
these clay banks, of which there are 6 in thè whole distance surveyed, is about 
5) feet, and the highest of the rocky banks, of which there are 26, is about one 
hundred feet; the elevation of most of them being about 25 feet. These clay 
banks are interspersed with septaria, a species of calcarious marl, and have 
imbedded in-them boulders of granite, and of crystalized compact ‘blue lime 
shone—several of these: banks, as well as those of shale, exhibit an abundant 
efiloresence of sulphate of Iron; indeed, so plentiful is it that it was collected 
by the early settlers, and used in domestic dyes—besides these geological, and 


mineralogical indieations, iron stone of several varities, someof which are very | 


rich, was found to exist in large quantities, and also, on salt creek near the 
mouth of the river, a compact sand stone of a quality well adapted to the con- 
struction of heavy, and substantial masonry. 

The survey of the river was commenced the 18th of August last, in T. 59, 
N. R. 97, W. Sec. 16, on the. west fork, 1 1-2 miles from the town of Gallatin, 
and which is, apparently, the nearest accessible point on the river from that 
place—tfrom tliis point to the forks, a distance of 4) miles and 440 ft. the fall 
is 48 ft. 11 inches—the least depth of water was 9 1-2inches, and the minimum 
quantity 15,3 8 cubic feet, per minute—the natural obstructions to the naviga- 
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tion of this part of the stream consists in the trees that overhang its surface, 
and the snags that are imbedded in its channel; besides which, there is a dam 
erected about 4 miles above the forks, 4 1-2 feet high. A descending naviga- 
tion, in high water, for small river craft, could be effected, by removing the ~ 
trees, and snags, at an estimated cost of $7,934, and by placing a lock to ‘be 
built of wood, in the dam, it'miplit be made navigable at full water, both ways . 
for keel boats, at an additional sum of $2,4 X). But the course of this part of 
the stream is too erooked for stea:n boat navigation at any time, and the quan- 
tity of water is too small, except when the river is very full. ; 
From the forks ‘to the mouth, the distance is 69 miles 95) ft, and the. fall is 
D 69 feet. The main obstruction to the navigation of this part of the "river 
exists.in the falls which are situated 45 miles above the mouth. 
The other obstructions consist of snags, anda few impending trees, the num- 
ber of the former being 5641, and of the latter 184. The obstruction at the 
falls, as they are called, does not consist in the amount of fall, which is only" 
1.64 ft. in 40 yds. and which, at high water, would be nearly equalized with 
the rest of the river, for is it from the usual shallowness of the water, for the 
minimum depth foundihere in the channel, was 2.2 ft. which is a fraction great- 
er than in some other parts of the river; but, the real difficulty consists in the 
very sudden bend which the river is here compelled to make, by having its 
previous course interrupted by one of those rocky banks of shale and—coal 
heretofore referred to, and against which, from the rapidity of the current, a 
descending boat could rarely avoid being thrown—lin addition to which the 
gravel, which is deposited from a creek emptying in atthe head of the falls, 
and the disintegrated particles of rock, which here forms the right bank, and 
the right half of the bed of the river, rendering the channel, so very intricate 
as to make it next to impossible for a boat to thread it, even should it escape- 
“the danger first referred to. To remedy these difficulties it is proposed to 
construct a jettee, at such a point above the head of the falls, as shall give to 
the current such a direction as shall compel it to enter the falls in a line, 
which shall be a prolongation of the general direction of the channel through 
them; and to construct near the foot of thefalls, upon the rocky halfof the bed 
of the river, and which is dry at low water, another jettee of rock, to the 
height of 4 feet, by means of which, the river, when it rises, will be concen. 
trated into. the left half where the channel now is, and add to its depth instead 
of being spread'out into a wide and thin sheet of rapid water—The left bank, 
at this place, is alluvial, and this contraction of the channel will have. a ten- 
dency, when there is full water, to wear it away and again widen the channel, 
to guard against which, it must be protected with loose rock in the manner 
known as riprapping, which should be so arranged as to make the descent of 
the river, through the falls, as nearly straight as the locality will permit. As . 
the river was notat its lowest point, during the whole time of the survey, be- 
low the forks, the minimum quantity of water in the mainstream could not be 
ascertained, but it can be approximated very nearly by assuming the east fork 
to furnish as great a supply in low water asthe west, which would make the 
total quantity twice 10,308 cubic feet, or 20,616 cubic feet per minute. 


"The estimated cost of removing the obstructions and making the improve- 
ments suggested in this part of the river is $19,787. 


_ For the whole extent of the survey the river presents, with the exceptions 
above refered to, a plane of nearly uniform inclination—Owing tothe general . 
lightness of the material in whichitis imbedded its banks are easily undermin- 
ed and bars of sand are very liable to be formed, or their position be changed, 
but from the same causes the current soon deepens its channel through them, 

. making the depth of the water in all the shallow places so nearly the same, 
that in each division of the river, a boat that can pass one can pass all—and 
although the average fall per mile below the forks is not greater than that of 
the more rapid parts of t! e Missoüri;? yet, in this river the more confined and 
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; duces a much more gentle current.

The sources of this river are-from beyond the northern boundary of this. 
State, and its confluence with the Missouri is in T. 53 N., R. 20, W. S. 10, at -

I will add, that the proper improvements for the valley of this river, and one 
-which its extent and productiveness will one day require, isthat of a canal, the 


main trunk of which shall divide at the forks and extend up the valley of either 


stream. The facilities for a work of this kind could nowhere be greater, nor 
the expenseless. — ~ ) 

> Or Sarr River.—The survey of Salt River was commenced at the Three 
Forks, ( Elorida)the 30th of August, 1839, when the water was ata very low 
stage, at which it remained, with very little variation, during the whole of the 
subsequent month. The minimum quantity of water flowing in the stream, as 
ascertained by repeated measurements, was found to be 3 8b cubic feet per- 
minute, and the minimum depth of water, upon the shoals, 4 inches. The 


- greatest rahge in the river is about 21 feet. The principal obstructions to the 


uavigation of this stream consist in the frequent occurrence of shoals of rock 
and gravel, (66 in number, ) besides which there are a few impending trees, 
and near its mouth some snags, that would have to be removed. — ^ 
From the Three Forks tothe mouth, a distance of 75 3-4 miles, there is 
103,9.00 feet fall, wot equally distributed, but accumulated into rapids, having 
pools between them, nearly stagnant at low water. These pools have at all 
times a depth offrom 4 to 12 feet, while the declivity of the shoals is so great ag 
to discharge the water with such rapidity as to prevent any concentration of it 
upon them, except at times of high water, sufficient for the passage of. boats. 
Neither is.the quantity of waterlarge enough to afford a permanent supply to 
an independent canal ofthe dimensions necessary for the passage of steam 
-boats. The only improvement of which the river is capable,is by a connected 


series of locks and dams, constructed with great care, so as to reduce the lea-_ 


kage to the lowest possible quantity. By such an improvement, it could be 
made navigable at all times when not obstructed by ice. The material neces- 
sary to execute a work of this kind, can be easily obtained, both timber and 
rock being abundant, and convenient to the points where they would be re- 
quired to be used. The construction of locks adapted to the passage of steam 
boats, even of a small class, will, nevertheless, be attended with very conside- 
rable expense. b | 
Ín considering the adjustment and location of the dams and locks, two plans 
suggest themselves: one to place the dam at the head of the rapid, and to lo- 
cate the lock at its foot, so as to include the fall in the rapid in the lift of thé 
lock. "Thismethod will diminish materially the number of dams and locks, 
but it will involve the necessity of higher dams and of a connecting canal be- 


tween the two pools; it will also add materially to the quantity of masenry ih — 


each lock, and make it necessary to construct an abutment of the dam, which, 
on the other-plan, would be furnished by the river wall of the lock.

*Norz.— Tho average fall in Grand River is 84 in. per mile. A mile of the Missouri 
next above the mouth of the Osage was measured, on its south margin, and the levels 
taken with great care, and the fall was found io be 9% inches—Another mile was also 
measured and levelled immediately below the mouth of Grand River, and the fall was 6 
inches. The river at the time of making both these measurements was nearly at its low- 
est stage, and judging from the rapidity of the current at these points compared with its 
general velocit Vs the least of the results is probably greater than its average fall per mile.

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plan contemplates the erection of the dam at the foot of the rapid, of sufficient 
elevation to give the required.depth ot wateratits head, and to abutone endof 
the dam against the river wall-of the lock. This plan would require a greater 
number of dams, but less masonry. By the first plan, the banks of the con- 
necting canal and the walis of the lock would be elevated above high water— 
by the last, the lock wall would be raised about 8 feet, only, above the crest of 
the dam, which would be low, and. over which boats would pass at such stages 
of water as would submerge the lock. . The first plan would be the most ex-

To this there could be no valid objection, as this 
stream is recognized by the General Government as anavigable one, and lias 
also been declared to be so by the legislative authority of this State. '

Or rur Manauxze Rivgn.— The survey of this river was Commenced at Mas- 
sey’s Iron Works; which are situated two hundred yards below the “Head 
Spring," which is the main source of the Maramec. The quantity of water 
flowing from this spring was ascertained by measurements, taken at an unusu- 
ally low stage of water, to be 5,658 cubic feet per minute. About éight hun- 
- dréd yards below the Iron, Works, the waters of the “East Fork” are added to 
thdse of the spring, and the quzntity is increased to 8,304 cubic feet per min- 
ui&; ‘In its further progress, the rivet receives constant and frequent addi- 
tictis toits quantity of water, and after passing the Courtois, its volume;at or- 
dinatily low water, amounts to 57,260 cubic feét.

ed by this improvement, are considered, it is but the reasonable hope of the 
patriot that the time may soon arrive when either the capital and enterprise of 
individuals, or the resources of the State, shall be directed to the prosecution 
of this work. — | | 
[tis difficult to conceive a position having greater facilities for the manu- 
facture of iron than the one occupied by “Massey’s Iron Works.” “They are . - 
only 2)0 yards from a fountain which perpetually sends forth a volume of wa- 
ter, of nearly uniform temperature, and equalto the propelling of machinery . 
to any desirable extent; and they are supplied with ore, ofthe richest quality, 
excavated from the side of aridge that might well challenge the name of 
mountain, and which is not more than 600' yards from the furnace. In pro- 
curing this ore, all the material excavated, with the exception of here and 
there a small quantity of soil that has accumulated amongst the ore at the sur- 
face, is hauled to the furnace and smelted, without the previous process of 
roasting to free it from its impurities, and yields 65 per cent. of pig metal, 
which, when manufactured into bars, forms an iron that, in useful qualities, has 
no superior in this country. ‘The wooded country that surrounds these works, 
is extensive, and the want of fitness of the greater part of it for cultivation, 
will always secure to them an abundant supply of charcoal; in addition, to 
which, there has been a recent discovery of bituminous coal within 18 miles of 
the works, which is of good quality and supposed to be of great extent. But. 
with all these facilities for the production of iron, these works, although direct- 
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ed. by one of the most experienced, energetic and intelligent of manufacturers; 
are*of but limited utility, and they supply but a small section of country, owing 
to the absence of any improvements by which the economical transportation 
of his heavy article can be effected. ' 

Sg OF THE IRON MOUNTAIN RAIL ROAD. - 

- The Iron Mountain is situated in the county of St. Francois, upon the head 
waters of the river of that name, in Sec. 31, T. 35, N. R. 4 E. of the 5th prin- 
cipal meridian. Itis60 miles due west from the Mississippi, and 65 in a direct 
line S. 16 deg W. from St. Louis. It is a mass of rich iron ore projected to 

‘the height of 205 feet upon an elevated range of country, extending from the 
Rocky Mountains to the Mississippi, and to some sections of which, the name 
of Ozark Mountains has been given. "Thisrange has an elevation at the base 
of the mountain, of 695 feet above the Mississippi, at St. Louis; and it here 
forms the dividing high lands from which the waters of the St. Francois des- 


cénd, south wardly, to the Mississippi, and those of Big River pursue their tor- . 
tueus course, northwardly, to the Maramec, and with that stream mingle with . 


the Mississippi, about twenty miles below the city of St. Louis. - 

The indireetness of Big River will add so greatly to the length of the con- 
templated improvement as, together with the rocky character of its bluffs, ef- 
feetually to prevent the economical construction of the road along its immedi- 
ate valley. The numerous tributaries, also, which enter this stream from either 
side, in their precipitate descent, have excavated deep ravines by which the 
whole country which borders it is broken into numberless ridges and hollows, 
whose general direction is transverse to a direct line of location for the road. 
In addition to this, the ranges of high lands, from which these tributaries de- 
scend, are very indirect in their continuous course, and irregular in their ele. 
vation, with summits so narrow, and slopes so broken and abrupt, as to com- 
pel a line of location upon them to adhere, almost rigidly, to their crests. This 
is particularly true of the main high lands, on the east side of Big River, and 
which devide its waters from those of the Mississippi. These terminate on 

-the Maramec, at a point nearly due north from where they unite with the 
Ozark range; yet, between these points, they pursue azigzag course, running 
at one time boldly up the Mississippi, and at another, with an abrupt deflec- 

- tion, crossing to Big River, and forcing it to change its direction for long dis- 
tances; when again suddenly leaving it, they stretch their rocky elevation, far 
from either stream, to the, height of mountain grandeur, and, throwing out 
numerous ramifications, present no indications by which the line of their con- 
tinious prolongation can be conjectured.

Between the Maramec and St. Louis, the draining of the country is effect- 


ed, mainly, by two streams, the Gravois and the Des Peres; both of which. 
have a general direction, nearly at right angles, to the direct line of survey, 
for the road. These streams are deeply embedded below the general surface 
' of the country, which is worn into numberless irregularities, and, in some in~ 
stances, excavated into deep ravines “by their tributaries in their descent to 
them. l 
It will be seen by the foregoing sketch, that the country to be traversed by 
the contemplated improvement presents neither continuous range nor valley, 
 adaptedto its location, and that its route is impeded by a succession of both, 
running fransverse’y {0 its line of direction. To overcome these obstacles, 
two methods present themselves, both of which, according to circumstances, 
have been adopted —one by crossing the ridges, ascending to some favorable 
depressions in their summits, and then descending to the valley beyond; the 


other, by making a detour, turning the ridges and pursuing the valley as far - 


as practicable. The latter plan increases the length of the road, the former `~ 


decreases its eapacity. 


__ It is a peculiarity, which attaches to all the ridgés crossed by the survey, 
that their northern and eastern slopes aré much more gentle than their south- - 


ern and-western}-this affects; unfavorably, the capacity of the road, the great- - 
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est rate of ascent being, in every case, against the greatest amonnt of tonnage, 

The reconnoisance and surveys resulted in the adoption of the following 
route; . E ; . ; ' 

Commencing in the city of St, Louis, at the intersection of Fifth and Almond

Proceeding from this summit, the line 
descends by the valley of Sugar Creek to tbe Grand Glaze, and thence by 
the valley ofthis creek tothe Maramec, which it crosses at Dougherty’s Ferry, 
The valley of Sugar Creek falls very rapidly, and the descent along it varies 
from G2 to 70 feet per mile, the line being sustained on the roky slopes which

Glaze to the Maraies, the grades are light and the ground favorable. The 
Biaramec is crossed by a bridge 40) feet long, elevated 3) feet. The distance 
to this point is25 7-8 miles. After crossing the Maramec, theline is carried 
over the bottom lands, on itg south side, till it intersects Williams’ creek, near 
ihe residence of Mrs. Lambkins; it then ascends ihe west fork of Williams 
greek teits source, in a ridge which divides its waters from those of the An- 
‘re, the whole distance passed overto this point being 28 3-4 miles. Here 
ihe ridge presents an obstacle which cannot be overcome except by piercing 
it with.a tunnel, or by meaus of two inclined planes, with stationary power; one 
plane being required on either side. Tunnelling has been adopted in this case 


and such others as occur on this route, where the same alternative is present- - 


ed. This tunnel will be 8/0 feet long. Descending from the tunnel to the 
valley of the Antire, a deep ravine, made by one of its tributaries, is encoun- 

ered and crossed, 78 foet above its lowest depression, by a bridge 910 feet 
long. The descending slope of this ridge is very uneven, and will involve a 
large amonnt of rock excavation. Upon reaching the valley of the Antire, 
its ascent is eommenced, and pursued over favorable ground to its source ip 
the ridge, dividing, at this point, the waters of the Antire, which falls into the 
Maramee, from those of Crooked Creek, which descend into Big River. This 
ridge has also to be pierced by a tunnel 975 feet long. Hanging on ta the 
rocky banks of Crooked Creek, and falling at the rate of 70 feet per mile, the 
line descends to the Big River bottoms, in 2 1-8 miles. It then follows the 


valley of Bie River, making occasional cut offs, to the moyth of Dry Fork, 


about one mile South of Widman’s mill. This section consists, mainly, of Big 
River bottoms, intersperked with a few rocky bluffs, none of which present any 
serious obstacie.

the river between the same points, of about 6 miles—Big River, is crossed

65 5-8 mi:e8---favo miles from this crossing, the *.ne reaches the mineral Fork, 
and then ascends its valley and that of Fourche a Renault, toits source, in an 
clevated range of flint ridges crowned with forcsts of yellow pine. Here the 
the line is 94 3-4 miles from St. Louis, having pursued the valley of Mineral 
Fork and its tributary 26 3-4 1 miles. This section, taken as a whole, is over 
very favorable ground, tie only obstzele presented, tending to enhanee the 
cost of the work, consists in the necessity of encountering a Tew blufs of rocks 
and of occasionally crossing the stream, either to avoid others more extensiv e, 
orto preserve, to the line, a proper direction. 

The line is continue rd through the flint ridge by a tunnel 90? feet long, and 
immediately encounters a tributary of Olear Cr eek; and, adhering to the slope 
of the ridge on its western side, descends, at the rate of 70 feet per mile, to 
Clear Creek, and, crossing Clear Creek, at an clevation of 94 feet, and pass- 
ing by Mr. A! dridee's; it reaches the west fork of * Big River, near Mrs. Bryants 
about one mile beiow where itis crossed by the Courtois road. The distance 
from the summit-of the ridge to the crossing of Clear Creek, is 3 1-4 miles, and 
thence to Big Rivez-2 miles. From the summit to Clear Creek, the line is

— crossing of Big River is effected by a bridge 150 feet long and 20 tect high. 

After crossing Big River, the line ascends, by easy grade, to the elevated 
plateau of Bellevue valley, which it traverses in a direction nearly east, and 
passing about 1 1-4 miles south of Caledonia, and crossing Cedar and 'Reed 
Creeks, it ascends the valley of Saline Creek to a depression in the -Ozark 
range, elevated 614 feet above the base of reference. Traversing this de- 
pression, and running ina direction a little north of east, over ground gently 
undulating; in3 1-2 miles, t the line reaches the Iron Mountain, i in the county of 
St: ‘Francois, crossing in this distance, a tributary of St. Francois river. 

— The total length of the rail road, from St. Louis to the Iron Mountain, by 
the located iine, is 115°3-8 miles. $ 

In tracing this location, curves of large radii have, with one exception, been 
adopted. This occurs at the northern approach to the tunnelat the head of 
Crooked Creek, whére-a radius of 955 feet is the largest that can be obtained 
without extending the curve into the tunnel. The grades are more unfayora- 
ble, there being, in five different localities, a departure froma- horizontal line 
at the rate of 70 fuet permile. The whole extent of this grade is 11 3-4 miles; 

the greatest in any one place being 3 1-2 miles; and in every case, the plane is 
either go long, or so unfavorably situated as to preclude the momentum of the 
train from entering, ar an element, into the calculations, as diminishing the 
power necessary to overcome its ascent. This grade, consequently, establish- 

es the, limit of the capacity of the road, which it reduces to a little less than . 

one- fifth of that of a level one;---for the resistance from friction being taken at

The plan proposed, is that of longitudinal bearing timbers, having a cóntinu- 
ous support upqn broken stone, connected by cross ties of wood, and capped 
with an iron rail weighing 40 lbs. to the yard, From St. Louis to the Mara- 
mec, 25 miles, a double track is contemplated; for the remainder of the dis- 
tance, a single one, with occassional turn-outs. 

The law under which this s survey was executed, directs that such survey 
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shall be made by the nearest and best route from St. Louis to the Iron Moun- 
- tain, in the county of St. Francois, but prescribing, also, this additional condi- 
tion, that it shall pass througn the mineral region: between those points. In 
this particular, this survey and location fully accomplishes the intention of the 
Legislature, by passing 41 m.+:s, centrally through that region. In addition 
to which, it traverses the St. Louis coal field nearly two miles, and the pine 
forest, where it crosses it in Washington county, six miles. This forest has an 


average width of eight miles, and it is reported to extend, in a southwesterly | 


direction from where it is crossed by the Jine, quite to the confines of the 
" State. In it, and in the vicinity of the line, saw-mills, propelled both by steam 
and by water, are already ereeted; and the lumber produced by them wagoned 
to the Mississippi, and delivered in St. Louis at an expense for transportation 
of about $15 ud per thousand.

The following is a synopsis of tie estimate of the quantity of work to be 
done to construct the road, and of the machinery to be furnished to put the 
same in operation. In affixing the prices for labor and materials, regard has 
been had to the enhanced vaiue of both, consequent upon the increased de= 
mand that would-be created by the work,durihgits progress of construction. 
The prices per cubic yard for the excavation of earth, and for embankment, 
varies, according to local circumstances, from 12 to 2? cents; exeavation of 
rock from one doilar to one twenty-five; masonry from two to eight dollars per 
perch; and bridge superstructure from 2;to 25 dollars per lineal foot. The

The junction of these two takes place in township 38 North, Range 
30 West of the fifth principal meridian.- They both rise beyond the. western 
line of the State—the Marais des Cygnes flowing in à southeastwardly direc- 
_ tion—the Marmataw.in a north eastwardly direction. The former receives: 
several small creeks—the largest of which is La Mine creek—the latter, a 
few miles from the junction, receives the little Osagpe—a stream not much in- 
ferior to either of the two principal branches, and flowing through the trian- 
gular space which they form. It is about. seventeesi miles from their junction 
to the western line of the State. From thence to the mouth in Townshi 
44 North, Range 10 West, the general course of the Osage river is. North 
of East. On the left or north side, it receives Panther, Big and Little Mon- 
ipa créeks, Grand river, Cole Camp, Buffalo, Proctor, Little and Big Gravois, 
Saline, Little Tavern, and Bois-Brule creeks. | v tg 
On the right or south side Clear creek, Sac rjver, Bois Blanc, (c) Bear and 
Hoyle's creeks, Big and Little Pomme des Terre, Turkey, Deer, Knobby creeks, 
Niangua river, Lynn, Giaice, and Big Tavern creeks, and Mary's river, toge- 
ther with many other streams too small to mention. It pássess through or 
bounds Bates, St. Clair, Benton, Morgan, Pulaski, Miller, Gasconade and Cole 
counties. Its tributaries stretch into Van Buren, Henry, Johnson and Pettis 
on the north, and Jasper, Barry, Polk and Green counties on the:south. Thus 
receiving its waters from an area of eight or ten thousand square miles. 


PHYSICAL ASPECT-OF THE COUNTRY.—F rom the mouth.of the Osage to some dis- 
tance abové the mouth of the Sac, the country in the vicinity of the river— 
say from two to den miles on either side—is much broken. The river itself 
cuts its channel deep through the solid rock, presenting a constant series of 
perpendicular bluffs—reaching sometimes above one hundred feet in height. 
Within the trough or ehannel which it has thus cut, however, there is always 
en one side or the other, and sometimes on both, a broad, level and fertile bot- 
fom, covered with a heavy growth of timber. ou ee eS 

In Cole county, the hills are generally gradual enough in their slope to ad- 
mit of cultivation. "They constitute a large part of the superficial area of Mil- 
ler, and of that part of Gasconade lying next the Osage. In these two latter 
counties they are generally too precipitous to be of müch value for farming 
purposes. In-ascending the river, they gradually lessen in height, and extent 
until they are finally lost in the prairies of the West. ‘The streams that cut 
their way through these hills to the river, almost invariably present valuable, 
and often large tracts of bottom lands. — . — .. |. ; "i 

The extent of this hilly region. is generally exaggerated in the minds of citi- 
zens of the State; it is well, therefore, to call particular attention to it. 

- On both sides of the river, to within twenty or thirty miles of its mouth, 
these hills gradually lose themselves in à rich.prairie or. woodland. On the 
north the prairies commence within 15 or 18 miles of Jefferson City. As 
might be. expected, from the contiguity of the Missouri and its tributaries, 
they are here narrow—westwardly they widen progressively, but, from the 
‘same cause, irregularly, until they terminate in the vast plains of the interior. 
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On the south, but little prairie presents itself east of the Niangua., Between 
this and the mouth of the Osage, the uplands ar&'génerally covered with a. 
heavy growth of timber. - West of the Niangua the great Kickapoo prairie 
puts down its finger like projections between nearly all:the water cóurses-east

of the Sac river. Through their connection with what are here called'the —

prairie bottoms of the smaller water courses, these prairies often reach to the 


- river bottom itself. These prairies are not, however; as is; frequently suppo- 


` sed, a perfect level. On the contrary, they are commonly rolling, and in— 


some instances, as on their approach to the river, are decidedly hilly. But it 
is very rare that these hills are so steep as to impede cultivation. (They re- 
lieve the prairies of the monotonous character which they in other places often 
assume, and present delightful situations for the dwellings of the future settlers. 

Another.agreeable, as well:as useful feature in the aspect ofthis country, is 
the contiguity of abundance of timber . Besides the belt of forest covering the 
hills and bottoms on both sides from the Mouth to Sac river, the smaller 
branches of the various tributaries, not only of the Osage, but of the Missouri, 
push their -wood-fringed banks into the midst of the plains. (c). 7 : 

Some miles above the mouth of Sac river, the country gradually assumes a 
more regular and unbroken prairie aspect. The hills and bluffs decrease in 
height until the banks of the river become the termination of the adjacent prai- 
dm and timber ceases to show itself, except upon or near the river and creek 

ottoms. ; l 

GxorocicAL CnanacrER.—Speculations on the origin and formation of the 
earth, have occupied the attention of the philosophers of every civilized nation, 
with which history makes us acquainted—but it is only within the present and 
the latter part of the last century that these speculations have assumed a 
character entitling them to the name of<a science; and the principles upon 
which this science is founded, been made.subservient to the discovery of facts 
useful to the human family. As this science—Geology—has not yet become 
a Subject of popular study, it is not to be expected that the developements 
which may be made through it can be well understood and appreciated by 
the generality of readers, without premising some of its general principles. 
I shall, therefore, proceed to state them as briefly as possible. | 

Gxorocr in its widest extent embraces in its investigation the whole earth; 
but more particularly that portion constituting the surface or crust. 

The most casual observer must notice the apparently great irregularities in 

"that surface—here land, there water; here a mountain, there a plain; here a 

hill, there a valley. The waters irregular in their distribution and outlines; 
the mountains broken, contorted, and covered with fragmentary rocks; the 
valleys generally the reverse, smocth, level or gently rolling, and covered with 
an unbroken surface of soil. Whence these irregularities and differences? 
Was it so in the beginning, or has it been the effect of causes operating on the 
earth’s surface since its creation? Have these causes been simultaneous in 
their action over a great extent of the earth, or have they been local? Did 
they produce or were they coeval with the production of any thing valuable 
to the human family? litis the province of the science of Geology to answer, 
or endeavor to answer these and many other such important questions. 

The most natural division of the solid matter comprising the crust of the 
earth, is into unstratified and stratified. So far as Geological investigations 
have gone, we are authorized in believing that the first solid coating it pos- 
sessed after its creation, was some condition of unstratified rock; an that the 
stratified have since been formed out of these and other materials existing up- 
on or ehcompassing it. — - | 

. Unstratified rocks still continue to be formed, or thrown up to the surface of 
the earth, but always under such circumstances as to show their immediate 
connéction with the original neucleus. Stratified rocks also continue to be

"formed, but as palpably from ‘these materials already on or-near the-surface. —

it will be seen that: one of the formations which we shall examine—entirely 


different from that to which he gives the same riame—has never yet given any - 
evidence of containing fossils. I shall not stop here, however, to discuss this 
matter, but proceed at once to make the necessary extracts. NE 
‘Grover (modern) seems at first sight natural and easily determined; but in 
practice it is often very difficult to say where it commences. When we take ' 


—-into consideration the great depth of many of the ravines and gorges which 


appear to originate in the cutting power of existing rivers—the cliffs even of

“Group 9—(Erratic Blocks)—is exceedingly difficult to characterize. It 
may however be considered, merely for convenience, as comprising tliose su- 
perficial gravel, breccias and transported materials which occur in places where 
‘causes, similar to those now in action, could not have placed them. The most . 
extraordinary feature of this group is the distributien of those enormous blocks 
or boulders, found so singularly perched on mountains or scattered over plains 
far distant from the rocks from whence they appear to have been broken.” 

“Groupe 3—(Supercretaceous)—comprises' the rocks usually termed tertiary. 
They are exceedingly varioüs, and contain an immense accumulation of or- . 


 ganic remains—terrestrial, fresh water and marme. This group haslately been

things on the one side; and to the following group on the other." > 
Grove 4—(Cretaceous)—contains the rocks: which, in England and the 

North of France, are characterized by chalk in the upper part and-sdnds and 


. sand-stones in the lower. "The term cretaceous Is perhaps an indifferent one; 
— for probably the mineralogical character of the upper portion, whence the

name is derived, is local; that is, confined to particular parts of Europe, and 
may be represented elsewhere by dark compact sand-stones and even sand- 
stones. As, however, geologists are perfectly agreed as to what rock is meant, 
when-we speak of the ‘chalk, there seems no objection to retain it for the

~ Neither one of the last three groups has been found on the Osage river. 


Of the existence of the “erratic block group” north of the Missouri river, 
there can be no doubt; and I have seen it in the form of granite boulders in

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- St. Louis county—on the south. A more carefál examination may; therefore, 
detect it in the region we are describing. There is a general impression 
among American Geologists, that there is a vast deposit in tlie great prairies 

- at the foot of the eastern slope of the Rocky mountains, belonging to the su-

! “The term Oolitic has béen retained on the same principle as that of creiace-: 

(ous. In point of fact the mineralogical character is found only in an insignifi- 
` cant part of the rocks known as the Oolitic formation in England and France, 

: and morever is not confined to the rocks in question, but is common to many 

others. In the Alps in Italy, the Oolitic formation seems replaced by dark 
and compact marble limestone, so that the mineralogical structure is of little 
value.” : B 

I am not sure that any evidence of the existence of this group has yet been 
discovered any where in the Mississippi valley—-I am certain that it-is-not to 
be found on the Osage. I haye before me a beautiful specimen of Oolitic 
(mineralogically considered) limestone, from the Upper Mississippi, but it be- 
longs to the 7th or last oniferous Group. This example will be sufficient to 
show the necessity of great care in designating the formation to which a rock 
belongs, and the little confidence to be placed upon lithological characters in 
the stratified rocks. l PS

“Grouer 6—(Red Sandstone) contains the red or variegated marls (manes iri- 
seis—keaper) the muschel-kalk, the new red, or variegated sandstones (gies bi- 
garie; brenter sandstein) the Zeckstein or magnesian limestone, and the red 
conglomerate (rothe todle leigende, gies rouge). "The whole is considered as 
a mass of conglomerates, sandstones and marls generally of a:red color, but 
most generally variegated on the upper parts. ‘The limestones may be con- 
sidered subordinate—sometimes only one occurs, sometimes the other and 
sometimes both are wanting. There seems nó good reason for supposing 
that other limestones may not be developed in this group in other parts of the

A gentleman (Professor Shepard) deservedly celebrated for his scientific, 
and particularly for his mineralogical knowledge, mentions in a communica- 
tion to Silliman's Journal, that he found magnesian limestone in the upper 
part of Illinois, near the termination of the coal series, and again in another 
communication that he had met with the same in the lower part of this state 
in the vicinity of Mine La Motte. | 

That he met with a limestone of this character, mineralogically speaking, 
I have little doubt, having found such myself near the same place (if I can trust 
external evidences, not having had an opportunity to analyse it vet,) and 
again upon the Osage river. But in neither instance did it belong to the for- 
mation now under consideration. On the contrary it lay under the coal, con- 
stituting or belonging to what I shall describe as the lower series of the Car- - 
boniferous formation; and I àm not sure if it will not eventually be found to 
belong to the next, the Greywacke—so far as my examinations have gone, I 
have not found any member of the red sandstone group in Missouri. 

“Group T7T—(Carboniferous.) Coal measures, Carboniferous Limestones, 
and old red sandstone of the English. The former would appear in the greater 
number of instances to be naturally divided from the group [6] above it, but 
the latter, though disconnected from group [8] beneath in the north of Eng- 
land, is apparently so united with it in many other situations, that the old red 
Sandstones may be considered: as little else than the upper part of the grey-

It is this (thé carboniferous formation) that constitutes the most important 
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deposit of the Mississippi valley. It extends from the Alleghany Mountain 
on the east'to a distance not yet definitely ascertained, west of the'states of © 
Missouri and Arkansas. On the south,.to the northern parts of the states of' 
‘Alabama and Mississippi—and on the north, perhaps to the falls of St. Antho-

“Group 8—[Greywacke.]—This may be considered as amass of sandstones, 
slates and conglomefates in which limestones are occasionally developed. 
Sandstones which mineralogically resemble the old red sandstone of the

The Missouri river may be taken as a line to represent the most depressed 
portion of a valley, whose transverse line extends from the Ozark mountains or 
Kickapoo prairies,-ta the high ridge dividing the waters of the Mississippi from. 
those of the Missouri, and known commonly as the Coteau de Prairie. This 
valley is continuous with'the Missouri river, through the state, widening on 
the east as it joins the great proper valley of the Mississippi; and, again on the 

` west to be dispersed over the vast plains between the state of Missouri and 
the Rocky Mountains. From the Missouri river to the Ozark mountains, as 
they are commonly called, but which is most probably . but an elevated pla- 
teau, the surface of the country taken as a whole, has a general rise, produc- 
ing something of a regular inclined plain., The height of the plateau of the 
Ozark mountains, above the level of the -Missouri, has never, I believe, been 
measured; but, I think, may be set down at about 1000 or 1200 feet. Along this 
inclined plane the Osage cuts its course to thé great recipient of waters, the 
Missouri river. The bluffs on each side, show the depth to which this chan- 
nel had to be excavated to reach this lowest level of the great valley. To 
reach the level which the Osage had thus made for. itself, its tributaries.have 
had to produce for themselves the same effect upon the rocky strata of this 
great inclined-plane. To these again, their tributaries have had to cut their: 
courses, and thus do we see the origin ‘of these numerous hills that the region 
in some places. presents. Some of the causes producing this condition: still 
exist, but it is probable that’ the maximum of intensity of their operation has ` 
long since passed away. : a NC 

Nota hill or ridge from the mouth of the Osage to the western line of the 
state, presented itself to which I could attribute a volcanic or other eruptive 
origin. All the irregularities now existing in this once great inclined plane, 
are attributable to denudating causes operating upon the surface. 

This important fact will be confirmed by the regularity of the Geological 
formations, (as will be presently seen,) and should be borne in mind by all who 
shall have occasion to explore this country for its various mineral resources. 

Having then a clear geographical and physical view of the country, and a: 
correct understanding of the Geological relationship which the solid materials, 
presenting themselves during this reconnoissance, bear to the same in other 
countries and with éach other, we are prepared to make more minute local di- 
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The moperN Group has been divided by some Geologists into alluvial ahd..

-Fhr the benefit of the general reader it is always best, if possible, to make 
use of terms in ordinary usage, if such exist; provided they have a meaning 
similar, or nearly so, to the scientific ones. In this instance we have. one in 
the term “soil,” that so nearly answers our purpose—provided that it be un- 
derstood in a general sense to mean all the loose material found to-be-lying 
upon the fixed rocks below—-that it will be adopted as a substitute for the term 
“modern group? in this report. E. 

The soil of the creek and river bottoms, like that of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers, often obtains great thickness. On the Marais des Cygnes, Mar-. 
- mataw and little Osage, these bottoms are from half a mile to a mile wide. On. 
the Sac, Grand, and Big Pomime des Terre rivers, they are little, if any less ex- 
tensive. Even the smallest streams often presentthem in sufficient quantities 
for valuable farms. They are found on one side or.the other, and sometimes-on 
both sides of the Osage, from the source to the mouth of the river. - They gen- 
erally lie high, and are rarely subject to inundation. A few years ago, a fresh: 
et swept over almost the whole, but I could not learn that another such an oc- 
currence had taken place within the memory of the oldest settler. "They suf- 
fer but little from the abrasive influence of the water, generally. . They are 
almost every where covered with a dense growth. of timber—walnut, oak, 
hickory, &c., of the largest kind. On the upper streams, where-the prairies. 
become more extensive than below, nature seems to-have given to this tim- 
ber a redundancy of quantity and luxuriance of-growth, adapted to thé future 
wants of the region. ; us fais oe g 

The soil covering the prairies and other high levels, is somewhat different 
from that of the bottoms, and more properly belongs to that division of the mod- 
ern group to which others have given the name of diluvian», It partakes-strong- 
ly of the character of the underlying rocks, and in many instances it is easy- 
to determine from its character, whether it rests upon limestone or on sand. 
stone, although the rock itself be hid from view. On the contrary the soil of- 
the bottoms, made up of the minutely divided particles of all the mineralogical 
materials of the vast region from which the streams and rivers receive their 
. waters, possesses no such distinctive traits. — . : n 

' In the soil of the bottoms there is a large dose of vegetable matter mixed up. 
apparently with the whole deposite — .. Pes EZ A 

On the high grounds, on the contrary, this vegetable admixture penetrates ^ - 
-only to a limited depth, between which and the underlying rock, there is oft- 
en a large deposit entirely destitute ofit. Still there is such an admirable and 
extensive admixture of all the necessary materials, even in the highest places 
that are not too precipitous, as to give to it, with proper care in cultivation, 
the highest value for agricultural purposes that soil need possess. 

Between the Moreau and Osage, for several miles above the mouth of the 
latter, the soil is of a character much above what it would seem to be generally 
thought, if I am to judge from the-yet partially cultivated condition of the 
country. Or the slopes facing north of east, and west, this is more particu- 
larly the case. There is a/ good growth of timber covering most of this 
neck of land; and its contiguity to the Capitol and the Missouri river, must be- 
fore long give to it a value now not estimated. : 

Progressing westwardly, ór south-westwardly, the character of the country. 
on this side of the Osage, gradually changes, until at the distance of about 
twenty miles from the mouth, we-ate saluted with the sight of a prairie. |

The first bed of 18 feet presents many valuable qualities. As building ma- 
terial, the beautiful structure now progressing at Jefferson city, for the accom- 
modation of the Legislature, speaks beyond the power of language in its favor, 
Its strata varies from 2 to 3 inches, to a foot in thickness. Beautiful natural 
'sections present themselves in the quaries, that are being worked on the river 
bluff at Jefferson city. It is easily excavated and works with great facility. 
Jt is found underlying the soil of the Prairies and high ridges almost every: 
‘where from the mouth of the Osage to Warsaw, and even above the latter: 
‘place on the south side. I have found some of the strata so fined grained and - 

-compact as to resemble exactly the German Lythographic stone, and have 
little doubt that it will answer practically all its purposes. - In all the diggings 
for patch or float mineral, (lead ore) that [ have yet seen on this river, this rock 
in fragments or reduced to a prulverulent mass, is found accompanying the ore. 
My examinations impress me with the conviction, that it is the upper bed in 
‘which Galena may be expected to be found in any valuable quantities: That 
it existed or -does exist more extensively in this, than any other regular bed 
below or above, and that it is to:the destruction of it-chiefly, and the conse- 
quent removal of its contained mineral that all or-nearly all of the lead ore in 
the condition of what is called Patch or Float mineral, is-attributable.

There is, however, one remarkable difference between the portions above 
and that below the 24 feet sandstone in:this-series.

permeating sand before referred. to. Below, little or none of this appears.-— 
This flint or chert often forms regular strata to ‘itself; but, 'for.the sake of con< 
venience, I have associated’ it with the predominating rock.

The place at which I first met with any portion of this series was near 
Warsaw, in Benton county, at the abandoned site of the town which. was-call- 
ed Osage, and is.so named on Wetmure's map of Missouri. Here 1 found the 
yellow.limestone which I haye| just described as the upper hed of. the lead se- 
ries, overlaid by a very -pure limestone, different from any I had. before seen on

It may be proper to call‘attention ‘again to this'very . important line, (xy, 
and particularly to the fact, that no satisfactosy indications -of the existence af 
Jead.óre:.in quantities sufficient for exploration have been found; above it, and that 
no coal or salt springs have yet been seen below it; at places wheré the two divi- 
siohs come- together, as: in the-vicinity of the mouth of Grand river, there -` 
would appear to the casual observer an exception to this, or some confusion; 
both lead ore and salt springs—perhaps coal—occurring in the same neighbor- 
hood—sometimés in fhe same ravine or creek. An examination “will show, 
that this appaterit anomaly i is attributable to the fact of the stream having cut 
through, in-its descent, at'least two of these beds—the lower of. thé Coat, and 
the upper of the Lxa» séries.

Before concluding this part-of the subject, it will be well to caution the un- 
instructed in the principles of geology, against supposing the above measure- 
ments, even when made under the most favorable circumstances, to be the in- 
'. variablecthickness of the several beds throughout the whole region." Many 
causes might have tended to modify their deposition over so extensive a surface. 
Thus the-sandstone, No. 2, of the lead series, which is set down at 2 feet 6 
inches, and which actually measured that in the well at Versailles, becomes 
as much as 6 or 8 or 10 feet thick in other places. I think l have seen the low- 
est bed of the coal, No 1, thicken up to at least 40 feet! Doubtless all may 
have occasionally undergone similar changes, and in explorations for lead, coal, 
salt, water, &c., this should be particularly borne in mind.

"Therefore from analysis and its yield in other 
countries, it ought to produce at least 75 per cent. of pure metal. ; i 
' It presents itselfin two conditions—in patch, and in vein or lead. Ihave not 
found it in caves as in some of the Mississippi counties of this State; but there 
is such a similarity in the character of some portions of the Osage region to 
that, as to justify the expectation of its existence also in this condition. It is 
also very probable that it is occasionally disseminated without any regular vein- 
like character. ° J l 

If the remarks made on the physical and geological characters of this country 
be understood, there will be no difficulty in explaining the formation of the 
patch from the vein. The patch may in fact be considered as a part of the | 
modern group; and, where not protected by à covering of sulphate of barytes 
or other matrix, always shows a water-worn aspect.. In other words patch 
mineral is but the remains of what was once a regular vein, and owes its ex- 

. istence in its present condition to the denuding operation to which we have 
referred the general cutting up of this country. Consequently, patch: mineral 
mdy exist alone, or with a vein beneath or near it, because the cause operating 
may have destroyed the whole or only a part of the containing rock. 

Al the patch mineral that I have yet seen, is in the soil and among the

The coal of the true coal series may be considered as undefinable in extent 
and quantity. I have stated positively the existence of two beds near each 
other, because I-saw and measured them myself. I spoke not so positively: 
of more, because I have.to place my faith of their existence in part upon the’ 
statements of others. . But that faith is strong and cortoborated.by many cit- ^ 
cumstances. It was impossible for.me to verify by actual examination, all 
that i have heard in relation to. the productions of this region. But no state- 
ment was received.as probable unless vouched for on such authority as would 
have been-considered .positive proof-in the ordinary matters of life. Further, 
I found this mineral in positions that prevented me from referring them with 
^ certainty to either one of the two seams I measured. . Coal may therefore, be 
-considered as existing in ‘this portion of the state in quantities commensurate 
‘with. the wants of the present, and an indefinite number of future generations. 
The importance of this fact in one; point of view-1 had occasion to refer to 
when speaking of-the iron. ore of the same region. There is another which 
cannot fail to call forth. an expression of our admiration at the wisdom, and 
, grateful thanks for the beneficence of that Providence who has.created noth- 
*'Ing wrong or in vain. i; 
Immense prairies spread themselves out over these coal beds. The weary 
traveller rides for miles. without finding a tree or shrub sufficiently large: to 
yield him a blaze that^will protect himfrom.the-keen blast of winter; and were 
it not for the inexhaustible store of fuel: hid beneath; years must pass before 
man, by cultivation, would supply. himself with enough of this necessary of 
life, in this climate, tò venture an abode in ‘these inviting plains. - . .- |) 
This coal is bituminous and ofa good quality; blacksmiths throughout the 
country use it, and their experience speaks highly in its favor... `- ` 
SALT.—Awāre of the immense tax paid by the people of this part of the 
State for this article, and the impositions practised upon them in the quality of 
that which'they are forced to purchase, it became an object of great import- 
ance to find other means of supplying the demand for it, and if possible, of man- 
ufacturing it at home amongst the consumers. I am gratified in being-able to 
express the belief that few. years willhave passed before all that portion of ^ 
^ the country lying west of Warsaw, on the north side of the river, and Osceola, 
on the south, will have beer able. to accomplisli.this desirable object.-. Salt 
springs present themselves in many:places in this region—-particularl y. near thé 
river and large water courses—and serve at the present time to meet the wants 
of their ge neighborhood for stock purposes. Many cireugnstances 
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justify the belief that the saline contents of these waters are obtained from 


; the lower beds of the coal division of the carboniferous formation. 


If so, there are few farmers who could not have their own salt well, by sink- 
ing from 10 to 60 feet through the superimposed beds. This is certainly worth 
the experiment, particularly in Henry county, Pettis, Van Buren, Bates, and 
part of St. Clair. The making of salt from salt wateryis as simple a process as 
making sugar from the sap of the maple, and could therefore be easily made‘a 
portion of domestic economy. In sinking such wells it is better to select a ra- - 
vine, creek side, or other low place. Sia 


The principal salt springs that I visited were: one a few miles. west of Var- 


t 


‘saw, just above the mouth of Grand river; one on Salt creek, a few miles 


west of Osceola, and another called the Moniga springs, a few miles west of 
the latter. There are several others in this portion of the State, and mostly 
on the north side of the river. The Moniga springs are the most important, 
and discharge a large supply of water. By turning the course of the creek from 


"which they get their name, and this could easily be done, the whole could, be 


collected. Salt was manufactured here many years ago. The water is/not 
very strong in saline matters, but this could not be expected in the present 
condition of the springs. Those near Warsaw would also supply extensive 
works, and seem about the same in quality as those at Moniga. (Note m.) 

Many other minerals of much value, such as alabaster, lithographic lime- 
stone, sandstone, chrystalized and other conditions of quartz, millstones, sul- 
phate of barytes, and limestone, which 1 think is hydraulic, presented them- 
selves. ‘The alabaster is found in.a cave near the lower Niangua spring. The 
lithographic limestone, I have already mentioned. A beautiful bed of lime- 
stone. shows itself in a bluff of Niangua river, 8 or 10 miles-above its mouth. 
It resembles that found in the lower part of the State, near Ste Genevieve, and 
for the manufacture of glass, would be very valuable. : 

The mill stone of the Osage is peculiar, and deserving particular attention. 
It is often called here “Osage Buhr,” but it resembles the true French buhr, no 
more in its mineralogical than its geological characters. It is, strictly speak- 
ing, a breccia formed of comminuted quartz, aglutinated by. a calcareous 
cement. The /quartz is in angular fragments sufficiently uniform in size to 
enable the manufacturer to make a. stone entirely in one piece. It is very 
probable that the quality of the di might be improved by selecting smaller 
portions, and uniting them as in the true buhr. 

This stone is extensively used, and found to answer the purpose well. In 
its mechanieal arrangement of parts, it very nearly resembles an artificial mill 
stone, composed of sand and cement, for which a patent is said to exist. 

" CONCLUDING REMARKS. l S 

The climate of the country bordering on the Osage river,:is highly propi- 
tious to agricultural and mining pursüits. The winters are short and so mild 


. that many farmers pay little or no attention to their stock during its continu- 


ance,—the river and creek bottoms furnishing food sufficient for their suste- 
nance. .Ás a consequence, mining operations might be continued the whole 
year. (Note n.) _ | 

This country is generally well watered, and presents the finest water power 
in the State. There are many springs amply sufficient for milling and manu- 
facturing purposes on the most extensive scale. The Big Niangua springs 


. burst forth a creek at once—falls 19 or 20 feet in about 500 yards, and then 


expands into a beautiful lake half a mile long and 200 yards wide. — 

The agricultural productions of this country are similar to those in the same 
latitude in the rest of the Great Valley. The soil is prolific, yielding in the 
prairies from 20 to 30 bushels of wheat, or from 40 to 60 bushels of corn to 
the acre. The bottoms produce perhaps one-half more. Cotton is cultivated 
by almost every family, for their domestic uses. "Tobacco is found to be well 
adapted to the climate and soil. (Note o.) i : 
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___Extensive. collections of geological and mineralogical specimens were made . 
during the tour, and are now deposited at Jefferson City for arrangement on 
or before the sitting of the next Legislature. In putting them in order, an 
opportunity willbe afforded me to make more minute examination into their i 
chemical and economical. characters than time and the want of. instruments ES 
has now done.

It is very clear that the fires in the 
prairies, by approaching the timber, causes more or less. destruction: of the 
latter every year. By this means the prairies are constantly increasing, and . 
the woods decreasing. If we stretch the fancy back to an indefinite time, 
when this country might have been ever so thickly wooded, and allow the ex- 
istence of a few grassy, low spots, which even now are found, free from tim- 
ber, and the surface of the timbered land near these savannas, covered with 
shrubbery or grass, we need but the addition of that element, which is annu- 
ally supplied—fire—to insure the final devastation of the whole country, and :

OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON SCHOOLS. 
l City of Jefferson, Jan’y. Ist, 1841. 
To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: | j 
By the 25th section of the 1st article of the law providing for the organiza- 
- tion, support and government of common schools, approved February 9th, 
1839, it is made the duty of the Superintendent to report to the Legislature a 
. variety of information in relation to the same. | 


th 
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In compliance with his duty under this law, the Superintendent begs leave 
to ‘submit his first. report to your honorable body. . The fact that itis the 
first, and the late period in 1839, at which the law was distributed, whereby 
but little attention could be paid to its provisions within the time.embraced in 
the report, together with the many difficulties always attending such.a.sys- 
tem, at the outset, must be offered as an; apology for its imperfections: ^ ^ 
' The annexed tablé, marked A, contains an abstract of the reports, received 
from sundry counties of the State, of the condition of schools therein, organ-.. 
ized under the present law. From this table it will be seen that schools have 
been organized in forty-five townships, out of seventeen counties, from thirty- 
eight of which reports have been made to the respective county court-clerks. 

The number.ot organized school districts, in the above forty-five townships, 
as appears from the reports received, was, on the last day of Deceniber 1839, 
one hundred and fourteen, from seventy-eight of which reports were made 
to the school directors of the respective townships. That these reports are 
so meagre and imperfect, is owing, no doubt, to the cause before referred. to, 
namely, the late period at which the school laws were distributed in the coun- 
ties—some few counties obtaining copies of the laws, or the necessary infor- 
mation, in advance of the regular distribution, were enabled to organize a few 
schools, so as to come within the provisions of the law. © | 

In the districts reported from, schools were taught, in 1839, an aggregate 
period of one hundred and sixty-three months, and thirteen days, only eighty- 
four months and eight days of whichj were kept by qualified teachers. "This 
small period of time, it must be observed, is no, just criterion for subsequent 
years, owing to the cause before st&ted. - 

The amount of public moneys, received in the several school: districts as 
appears from the reports of the same, was $1614 88. The whole of this sum 
was received from township school moneys. The amount paid for teachers’ 
wages besides public moneys, was twenty-one..hundred and ninety-seven 
dollars. E : 

The number of children . instructed during the year ending the last of De- 
cember, 1839, in the districts from which reports were made; was eleven hun- 
dred and six; and the number residing in said districts, at that time, over six 
and under eighteen years'of age, was four thousand nine hundred and thirteen; 
and the total number of children in the State, of like age, so far as an estimate ' 
can be made from the late census may be set down at one hundred thousand. :

TOWNSHIP SCHOOL FUND. 


The quantity.of township school lands, that have been sold, up to this time,as 
well as can'be ascertained from the returns made to the Auditor’s office, is 
ninety-eight thousand four hundred and seventy-seven acres. And the 
amount for which it was sold, is two hundred and eight thousand, one hundred 
and nineteen dollars. , | di. 

From the great delay in many counties in making the returns of the'sale of 
these lands, the quantity actually sold, no doubt greatly excéeds the statement 
given above. The quantity of these lands yet unsold, amounts probably to 
three or four times tbe quantity sold, which at former prices, would make a 
sum of nearly one million of dollars. As the proceeds from the sale of these 
lands will ultimately constitute the main support of common schools, would it 
not be good policy. to raise the minimum price of those yet unsold? 

It will be perceived from the statement of those already sold, that the aver- 
age price is but little over two dollars per acre. When their actual value is: 
considered, being dispersed over the whole state, and indeed situated in al- 
most every neighborhood, and often surrounded by other valuable and highly 
. improved lands, and that their average quality must necessarily be far-superior 
‘` to that of the public lands yet subject to entry, it is a matter of some surprise 
that they have been sold for so small a price, and' ean only be accounted for 
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from the fact, that combinations are freqüently entered into: by bidders, to di- 
vide the lands amongst themselves at the minimum price. -. d 
- Under such circumstances, instances must often occur, where the sixteenth 
sections are sold for $1 25 cents per acre, when unimproved land, in the same 
neighborhood, and not of superior value, is held at, and even sold for four or 
five times that price. | | LR IgE 
“In Michigan the minimum price of the school lands is fixed, by law, at $5 
er acre, and the result has bden extremely advantageous to the common 
school -fund of that state. ; l : 
'The propriety of increasing the minimum price of the school lands of this 
state is respectfully submitted to the legislature. - 1s 
The Superintendent has been unable to procure any information, whereby 
the amount of county school moneys could be ascertained. l : 


STATE SCHOOL FUND. 


This fund sonsists of : 

ist. All moneys heretofore deposited, or which shall hereafter be deposited 
with the state according to the act of Congress, regulating the deposite of pub- 
lic moneys, passed June 23d, 1836. 

. 9nd. The proceeds of lands now or heretofore belonging to the state, known 
as Saline lands; of all lands now or hereafter vested in the state by escheat, or. 
by purchase or forfeiture for taxes. , l 

3rd. The interest, dividends, proceeds and profits of such moneys and lands, 
until.a distribution shall be authorised by law. - `- 

All these constitute a permanent “State School Fund”—the accruing inte- 
rest, dividends and profits of which shall be added to, and become part of such 
permanent fund, until the principal shall amouut to $500,000; and thereafter 
until distribution of such interest, dividends and profits may be made, as pro- : 
vided by law. ^ ` a e p" 

The interest, dividends, proceeds and profits of such school fund, shall be de- ` 
nominated “State School moreys"—no distribution of which shall ever be © 
made , in any one year, to exceéd the income; and all such school moneys, as 
shall not be distributed, shall be added to the principal, and become a part of 
the permanent school fund. C. 

It will be seen from the Auditor's Report, made at the present session of the . . 
General Assembly, that this fund, exclusive of escheats and lands purchased 
by or forféited to the state for taxes, already exceeds the sum of $500,000— 
having been on the 1st January, 1840, $539,893 80 cents. The dividend de- 
clared at that time, viz: $24,474 97, was properly “State School moneys,” 
and subject to distribution among common schools. But asno apportionment 
of these moneys, could be legally made, at that time, by the Superintendent, 
the same was added to the principal, and now constitutes part of the perma- 
nent fund. 

As the law provides for an apportionment of these moneys only in -the 
month of January, of each year, it is proper here to remark that the dividend 
declared by the State Bank, as being due this fund, in July 1840, viz: $18,139 
11 cents, was likewise added to the principal making the total amount of this. 
fund, at this time, exclusive of the dividend now due, $558,032 91 cents, 


As the annual maximum distribution of the State School moneys cannot ex- ^ ` 


ceed 60 cents for each white child, between the ages of six and eighteen years, 
residing within the respective districts, cities, towns and villages, organized 
for school purposes, and entitled to distribution aecording to the provisions 
of the’school law, it will be seen from the annexed abstract before referred to, 
that but a very small portion of the dividend, now due the State School!Fund, 
will be required for distribution. "The balance will be added to the principal 
as required by law. pt f i | 

The Superintendent here begs leave to call the attention of the General. As-

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sembly to what he conceives to bea serious objection to that part of the school 
law, which relates to the apportionment of the state school moneys. 

By a reference to the 17th, 18th, 19th and 20th sections of the ist article of 
the school law, it seems to be the intention of the law, that no State School 
moneys shall be apportioned by the Superintendent, to any township or school 


corporation, unless it appear by the report of the school directors thereof, that - 


a school had been kept therein, for atleast three months, during the year end? 
ing at the date of such report, by a qualified teacher. As the information, re- 
quired to be furnished in the report of the directors, is derived from the report 
of the trustees of school districts, it may very well happen, that a period of 
two years may elapse, before a school, entitled to a portion of the State School 
moneys can obtain the same. A reference to the following provisions of-the 
law will show that such may be the case. 

Dy the 48th Section of the 4th Article of the law, the trustees of each school 
district ar& required, between the 1st of January, and the 1st of March, every 
year, to make and transmit a repott in writing, dated tst January to the 
school directors of their township. ` 

This report shall specify the whole time any school has-been kept in their 
district during the preceding year, distinguishing what portion of the time it 


has been kept by a qualified teacher; the amount of moneys received from the : 


Commissioner.of Schools, in the township, during said year, and the manner 
in which said moneys have been expended; the amount of money paid for 
teachers wages, in addition to public money: paid therefor. The number of 
children taught in the district, during the year, (that is the preceding years) 
the number of white children residing in the district, on the last day of the pre- 
vious year, over the age of six and under that of eighteen years, &c. 


This report being received by the directors enables them to comply with: 


the 41st Section of Article 3rd, which requires them, between the 1st of June, 


-and ist of Sept. every year, to make and transmit to the clerk of the county 


court, a report in writing, bearing date the 1st June, in the year of its transmis- 
sion, end containing, in addition to the information required to be'furnished by 
the trustees, the whole number of districts, parts of'districts and neighborhoods. 
separately set off within their township; the districts from which reports have 
beén received, within the time limited by law; the whole amount of moneys 
reodived by the commissioner or his predecessor, &c. &c. 

he clerk of the county court, after receiving this report, shall, between the 
Ist of Sept. and ist of Nov. of each year, make and transmit to the Superin- 
tendent of Common Schools a report in writing, showing the whole number of 
townships and school corporations organized for school purposes, in said coun- 
ty, distinguishing those from which the necessary reports have been made, and 
containing a certified copy of all such reports. - 

Upon receiving this report from the clerk of the county court, the Superin- 
tendent is required by Section 18 of Article 1st, in the month of. January, to 
apportion to the county from which such reportis received, such state school 
moneys as may be due the same—in making this apportionment, it will be seen 
that the Superintendent must be governed by the reports’ made by the trus- 
tees of school districts, in the beginning of the previous year; and that these 
reports of trustees embrace school statistics of the year previous to their re- 
port—hence it may very well happen, as before observed, that two years ma y 


. elapse, before a school entitled to state school moneys, can obtain them. 


For instance a shool is taught three menths, ending the last day of March, 
1840, by a qualified teacher—the trustees in their annual report of 1841, re- 
port this fact to the directors of the township—the directors, in their report of 
June following, state the same to the county: court clerk, and the clerk reports 
a certified copy of the director's report to the superintendent by the Ist of 
November following—in January, 1842, the superintendent makes the appor- 
tionment, founded upon the report received—the money thus apportioned 
cannot be obtained by the -trustees before some time in April after its appor-

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tionment, making a period'of two years after the school has ended, before the 
public moneys due the same can be obtained. ' If these moneys cannot be dis- 
tributed within some reasonable time after a school sball have been taught, it 
will go far to break down the system. ` i ü 

To remedy the difficulty, would it not be advisable to amend the law, so as 
to authorize the superintendent, to make an apportionment, upon receiving ‘2. 

-report simply of all the children of the proper age, residing in the district, and 

taken acéording to the 5th clause of the 49th sec. of Art. 4, and'the 14th 


—clause of sec. 32, same Art., said. money to be paid for tuition during the year 


following the enumeration of the children, or to be accounted for according to 
law, should no school be taught. The superintendent, in deciding a case sub- 


mitted to him by the school directors of a township in Cooper county, came to 


the conclusion, after a careful examination of the school law, that it should be 
construed according to the amendment here suggested. But as the construc- 


, tion is somewhat doubtful, an amendment is respectfully suggested, so as to re- 


move all doubt. 

When the common school system shall be moré thoroughly tested, many de- 
fects will, no doubt, be discovered in it, which experience will enable us to 
correct. One great objection to the system, as frequently alleged, is that it 1s 
too complicated to be generally understood. But this objection, after the 
measure shall have been fairly tried, will, it is believed, in a great degree be 
removed. | 

It is manifestly impossible to frame a practical and useful code of public in- - 


- struction, without numerous details, which will always appear more or less 
1 ES 


complicated, until-attentively examined. ~ | 


A system of common schools consisting of a few general principles, leavin 


the details to the judgment and discretion of the numerous persons, who neces- 


sarily are entrusted with its operation, would be productive of great embar- 
rassment and confusion, and probably would defeat the intention of the Legis- 
lature. . nE ; 

Where the duties of all the officers are clearly and minutely defined, there 
will be more uniformity and method in the operation of the system, and less 
room for a departure from the law. | Either the duties of those who are to car- 
ry the system into effect, must be accurately and minutely pointed out in the 
law, or the details will be left to be filled up according to the discretion, and 
even the caprice of the officers of the numerous school districts—under such 
a system there would be as many different modes of managing the schools as © 
there are districts. Where defects are apparent, they should certainly be re- - 
moved—but frequent and radical changes in- the the law, will shake the cón- 
fidence of-the people in the system. It is better to bear seeming evils for. a 
while than to run the risk of destroying the whole system. Although the re- 
ports received are very barren and imperfect, owing to the cause before as- . 
signed, yet a beginning has been made—the advantages of the system are 
gradually developing themselves—as this occurs the people will be better 
pleased with the system, and unite more cordially to carry it into opération. 
The reports for 1840, will, no doubt show a great increase of schools and a 
much more flattering view of their condition. ; V 
—1t would greatly facilitate the making of correct and prompt reports from 
the different officers required to execute the provisions of this law,if they were 
furnished with blank forms by the State. Although the superintendent is au-  . 
thorised by the law to prepare suitable forms and regulations, and transmit - 
them to the proper officers, yet no special appropriation was made at the last 
session for defraying this expense, and the superintendent had to rely on the 
general contingent fund to meet such expenses as occurred in his office; and 
that fund being insufficient for the last two years, to meet the heavy drafts 
made upon it, the superintendent had only a sufficient number of blank forms 
and regulations printed, to annex to the school laws, which were distributed. 
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The number of copies of these laws, which Were printed and distributed 
amounted to three thousand, or about forty-five to a county. - 

Would it not be advisable to make an appropriation for the. special purpose 
of defraying these expenses? 


The expenses attending the office, thus far, all of which have been paid, 


-amount to $422 94, of which $387 were paid for printing and stitching 3000 - 


copies of the school law, with forms and regulations annexed, $20 for distribu- 
ting the same, and $15 94 for postage. 

It should have been mentioned in a previous part of this report that the mo- 
‘neys deposited with this State by the act of Congress, passed June 23d, 1836, 
and the proceeds of the Saline Lands, were invested in the Bank of the State 


of Missouri by the Auditor as provided in the 11th sec. of 1st Art. of the school 
law, on the first of Jul y, 1839.

The committee on education, to whom was referred the several communi- 
cations in relation to the deaf and dumb of this state, have had the same under 
consideration, and report: That according . to the census of. 1840, there 
-are of deaf and dumb, in the state, one hundred and one, of whom, ten are re- 
,, ported as males, five as females, the sex of the others not a one of these 
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k 
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one 


ten, and two of these five, are reported white; the color of the others, not re- 
ported. Of the. whole number, one a white female; and one, a male, color not 
given;is between the ages of ten and eighteen; two comprising one white 
male, and one male, color not known, between the ages of eighteen and twen- 


'ty-one years; six, between the ages of 21 ànd 45 years; one of those a male, ` 


color not given; three females, of these one white, color of others not given; 
of the rest of the whole number, neither color, age nor sex given—-and of the 
whole number, five only can read and write, and the others not reported in 
this respect. Their residence are as follows: 

— Lin the county of Franklin; 1 in Linn; 1 in Madison; 1 St. Charles; 2 
in Carroll; 2 in Perry; 3 in Coles 3 in Monroe; 5 in Lincoln; 5 in Macon; 
71 in St. Louis, amounting all to 101. 

It appears from the census of the Marshal, taken this year; under the act of 
Congress on the subject, that the number of "deaf and dumb in the state is 139. 
With these- facts before us, what, should be the duty of the Assembly? The 
committee do not think that’ the number is sufficiently great, and of the de- 
scription, to establish at this time, a deaf and dumb asylum, particularly, 


when we consider the financial condition of the: state; but they have no hesi- 


tation in saying, that some provision should be made for the education of all 
who are white, and under the age of twenty one, and unable to pay for their 
education. 

There is now, as your committee are informed, a school for teaching the 
deaf and dumb, located at Carondelet, in the county of St. Louis. By an act 
of the General Assembly of this state, approved 13th February 1839, the sum 
of two thousand dollars was appropriated for the payment of the annual tuition 
of such deaf and dumb children then or thereafter to be received for education 
in that.asylum. To be entitled to receive such appropriation, it was made the 
duty of the superintendent of said asylum, at the expiration of every six 
months, from and after the passage of the act, to make out and transmit to the 
auditor of public accounts, à report of the condition of said asylum; showing 
the number of deaf and dumb pupils therein, the different branches of educa- 
tion taught them, the time when each pupil was admitted therein, their re- 
spective ages, sexes and places of residence, and as far as practicable, the pro- 
gress in education made by each pupil. 

The act further provides, that upon the filing of each semi-annual report, as 
above required, the auditor is authorized to draw his warrant for the sum of 
forty dollars, for each deaf and dumb pupil, resident of this state wbo shall ap- 
pear by said report, to have been taught in said asylum, for six months next 
preceding the making of the same. 

It appears from the several semi-annual repor ts, being three i in | number, un- 
der this act, that the course of education, 1s orthography, reading, writing, 
grammar, geography, arithmetic, history, and all kinds of needle work. Emily 
Johnson, of Cape Girardeau county, entered the establishment on 26th March, 
| 1839, aged eleven years, and continned one year, and was engaged in learn- 
ing to spell, write and embroider; and that Mary Theresa Bernard, of St. 
Charles county, entered the establishment on 17th Dec., 1839, aged thirteen 
years, and was engaged in learning to read, and write, and sew, and has con- 
tinued six months. It does dot appear that there have been any other pupils 
therein. 


e 


The committee have no personal knowledge, n nor official, of the character of 
thé institution, besides what is contained in the reports of the superintendent, 
communicated to the Senate. They however, would express that they do not 
believe the institution is of the best order—not for want of disposition in those 
connected therewith to make it so, but forthe want of encouragement. 

There are deaf and dumb asylums at Danville, Ky.; Columbüs, Ohio; Phil- 

, adelphia, Pa., and Hartford, Connecticut.‘ The ‘charge for education and 
clothing pupils, at the Philadelphia asylum, when paid by the State, is one 
hundred dollars, by private persons, one hundred and thirty dollars, which 
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charges meet its expenses, and has enabled it to enlarge its buildings and appara- : 
tus, and has made it one of the first in the world. "The institution at Hartford, 
is 80° well endowed by the State, and private charities, that the charge of edu- 
cation thereat, is something ünder one hundred dollars per each pupil. 

In view of all the circumstances, the committee have thought it well to 
report a bill to provide for the education. of deaf and dumb natives of this 
State, at other institutions than that at Carondelet, which is herewith submit- 
ted. They would submit, that such provision is in accordance with a pre- 
cedence set by the General Assembly, at its session of 1838-9, when, by an 
act, approved 13th February, 1839, they appropriated two hundred and ten 
dollars, to assist Jefferson Ray of Howard county, to educate-his son. He 
was three yearsatthe Danville Ky. asylum. : 

The committee would further report, that they have had under consideration- 
the memorial from the sisters of the religious congregation of St. Joseph, at 
Carondelet, in the county of St. Louis, on the subject of the deaf and dumb 
asylum thereat, wherein, they ask this General Assembly so to modify the pro- 
visions of the act of 13th February, 1839, relative to that asylum, as to permit 
them to receive inte the asylum such children as have no parents, and are 
incapable of paying for their tuition. Also, that this General Assembly will 
permit the asylum to receive at once, whatever may remain of said sum of two 


- thousand dollars, in order that they may be enabled to erect a house more 


spacious than the one which they have, and better adapted to the:comforts 
and wants ofthe pupil. 2 "7 - l i 
. The committee see no prohibition in the law to the asylum receiving into 
it the class of,children mentioned in the memorial, and as no allegation is 
made that the semi-annual allowance is too small, they perceive no necessity 
of further legislation on this part of the memorial. | 
As to the other part of.the memorial, the committee think it improper to pay’ 
out the residue of the appropriation in advance, considering first, that the funds 
of the state are hot in a condition to justify it, and second, that the institution 
isa private one, over which the assembly have no control.

Benjamin W. Ayres, Thornton Grimsley and Hugh O’ Neil, praying relief for 
liabilities incurred by them as securities for Jacob R. Stine, late collector for 
the county of St. Louis, for the year 1839, respectfully report: That it appears 
from the petition, and other information in the possession of the committee, 
that the aforesaid Ayres, Grimsley and O’ Neil, became the securities of Stine, 
as the public colleetor for the county of St. Louis, on the 20th of March, 1839, 
in a bond of twenty five thousand dollars; that the said Stine has failed to 
pay in the revenue according to;law; and that he is now charged in the 
books of the áuditor's offiee, with the sum of $28,014 77—$12,565 36 of 
which was due on the first; Monday in December, it being the amount of the 
. tax list for that year. | 

It is proper to state the circumstances under which the amount of $12,565 
36, has been suffered to lay over to this time without an action for its recove- 
ry. The committee have learned from the auditor, as well as from the peti- 
tion, that the aggregate of the tax list for the county?of St. Louis, for the year 
1839, was received at his office. on the 31st of J anuary’, 1840; ‘that the collec- 


tor, Stine, paid into the ‘Treasury on the 3d Dec., 1839, $21,087 30, fori- . 
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of the bank to the Secretary of State, dated 20th August, 1838. - This the 
censes, leaving a balance charged against him of $4 5827, which was about, 
. amount.paid in. .'The auditor-declined allowing him any: commission, 1n con- 
sequence:of the entire revenue of the county for that year not being paid. 
~The collector informed the auditor, that the clerk had forwarded the tax list. 
by him, to be delivered to the auditor; thathe had left it at Manchester, on his. 
way to Jefferson city. The collector promised the auditor, that-it should be sent 
on without delay, and.that the amount due on the tax list, should be deposited 
in the Bank at. St. Louis, to the credit of the Treasurer; as also the moneys> 
due on licenses, which had not previously been paid. As above stated, the tax 
list was not. received until the 31st of January, 1840. "The auditor convers- 
ed with the Attorney General, on the propriety of bringing a suit for the bal- 
ance due from Stine. for the year 1839, who advised, that an action would not 
be sustained, as the 33d section of 3d article of an act to provide for laying, 
assessing and collecting the revenue, approved March 14th, 1835, provides, 
that “every collector shall annually, or before the first Monday of December, 
pay into the Treasury the whole amount of revenue with which he may stand 
charged, “and as Stine had paid into the Treasury within a small amount of 
what he was charged; the auditor,in pursuance of the advice of the Attorney 
General, declined bringing suit. E : . 

- The petitioners state, that they had no intimation of the defaleation of 
Stine, until about the 20th Dec., 1840, more than one year after the defalca- 
tion; that if they had had knowledge of the fact, they would have been ena- 
bled to save the state and themselves against loss; that so soon as they heard 
of the defalcation, they exerted themselves to obtain from Stine property to ~ 
indemnify them against loss, and that they succeeded in getting property,: 
which they estimate at about 16,000, which consists in real estate, and bonds 
not due for about twelve months; that the real estate, if sold at this-time for 

. cash, would be sacrificed; and that to raise the sum of 25,000 in cash, would 
be ruinous to them. MEE | 
The committee are of opinion from the reputed large mass of business in the 
circuit court of St. Louis, that if the state was forced to bring suit for the re- 
covery ofthe amount of the bond, it would probably be twelve or. eighteen 
months before a judgment could be obtained. The committee believe from 
the attending circumstances, that the petitioners have strong claims upon the 
- liberality of the Legislature. They’ therefore, recommend to the Senate, to 
pass a bill which is herewith reported, giving to the securities until the first 
of January, 1843, to pay the: amount for which they are bound, with 6 per 
cent. tnterest, from the date of the bond or bonds which they may give, until 
paid: Provided they will, within thirty days from the passage of the law, either 
jointly or severally, enter into bond or bonds with good and sufficient securi- 
ty, to be approved by for the amount of their liabilities on security. 
The petitioners ask to be released from the forfeitures and penalties, which 
may have been incurred by the collectors failing to`pay in the ievenue. The 
. committee cannot see that the remission would afford any relief to the securi- 
ties, as the amount due the state, without interest, penaltiesor forfeitures,is $3,- 
-014 77, more than the bond for which the petitioners are securities. "They 
therefore, cannot recommend the remission; and they would take occassion to. 
add, that in their opinion, Stine has no claim upon the liberality of thé legisla- 
ture. l : 
Your committee cannot let the occasion pass, without calling the "S 
of the Senate to the necessity of so amending the revenue laws as to provide, 
as far as possible, against a like occurrence. This defalcation is onè ofno ordi- 
nary character, especially if we look, to the amount, being more than one 
fourth of the revenue of the state, and which might have been avoided, if the 
officers of the Treasury Department had been clothed with power which 
would have enabled them to collect the money from the collector in asumm&- .

They think, that of the necessity of common schools in-the state, there can 
be no difference of opinion in tlie Senate, and whether tlie laws now in force 
on the subject, are the best, is a question of experience. "lhéy have been . 
enacted with great care, and with all the precedents of other countries and 
states to enlighten the Assembly which enacted them. It is true, complaints 
have been made by some, by others nb objections have been raised, and satis- 
faction expressed. The most of the counties have not acted, and the commit- 
tee think that a fair experiment has notbeen made. They therefore recom- 
mend, that the law proposed to be repealed, be permitted with a single-altera- 
tion made by a bill hérewith reported, "and suggested by the superintendent, 
have a further trial until the next General Assembly. . | 
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The report of the superintendent of common schdols, and of the curators of 
the state university, being published and circulated, it becomes ufinecessary 
here to enter into the general state of the common schools, or of the universi- 
ty. They will.however, make some extracts from the federal census having 
relation to education, It appears from that document, there are in this state, 
six colleges or universities, with 495 scholars; forty-five academies and gram- 
mar schools, with 1868 scholars; 562 primary and. common schools, with four- 
teen thounsand four hundred and- eighty-two scholars at public charge, and 
at the same time, exhibiting the astounding fact, that there are in the state, 
white persons over 20 years of age, who can neither read nor write 17176. 

The committee have considered the expediency of providing by law, a com- 
pensation for the curators of the university, and have concluded it is inexpe- 
dient. They are not aware that in any state, has: the education fund been 
taxed to compensate the trustees ofan university, college or school. If is al- 
ways considered their services are rendered gratuitous. The cause of educa- 
tion is sufficiently inciting to the benevolent, philanthropic, and scientific por- 
tion of the community, to command their services as curators, without stimu- 
lating them by the inducement of pay. |

Sofar as your committee are informed and believe, it has always been the 
. custom for the circuit attorneys, to attend without charge to the state, to all 

cases in which the state is a party, in the Supreme Court, if the place appoint- 

ed by law for holding the same should be established in their circuits. They 
are not informed what practice, if any, exists with the- circuit attorneys, that 
compensates the officer in the court above, but no charge for such services, is 
allowable against the state. If thisaccount be paid, it will be an invitation to 
other circuit attorneys, within whose circuits, the seats of holding the terms 
of the Supreme Court, may be appointed to present similar claims, and there 
can be no good reason for refusing to pay all, if the precedent, in allowing 
this demand is established. Your committee must express their repugnance 
to this system of partail and special legislation. If the general assembly think : 
that such services entitle the officer to pay, in addition to the salary allowed 
him by law, would it not be far better to pass a general act, making the ne- | 
cessary distinction in the emoluments of such circuit attorneys aslive within, 
andsuch as live without the circuits in which have been established by law 
the places for holding the terms of the Supreme Court? This would produce. 
uniformity in the profits of these.officers, and would also prevent any undue 
preferance which might arise, upon the granting such petitions, from the inex-

 . REPORT 
Of the Select Committee on the subject of State Bonds. 


~ In obedience to various resolutions, the Secretary of State communicated to 
the Senate a large correspondence between the Governor and Secretary on 
the one part, and the President and Cashier of the Bank on the other, and 
various information relating to State Bonds, which were referréd to a select 
committee. ‘This committee has given to same a patient and laborious exami- 
nation, and how communicate the result. 

: To ascertain the number and amount of bonds issued by. the State, it is ne- 
cessary to examine the various laws authorizing the issues. 

These laws are: 

1. es act chartering the Bank of the State of Missouri, "e 2d Febru- 
ary, 1837. 

2. The act amendatory of the act chartering the Bank of the State of Mis- 
souri, approved 8th February, 1839. 

3. The act amendatory of the last named act, approved 12th February, 1839. 

4. The act providing for the: building ofa Capitol, approved 2d February, 
1837. `. 


| 5. The act supplementar y to the last named act, approved 4th February, 
1839. 

6. The act authorizing a loan to pay the eumdem and militia engaged i in 
the service of the State, approved 9th February, 1839. 

7. The act supplementary to the act establishing a general system of Inter- 
nal Improvements, epproxes 13th February, 1839. 
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The above are all the acts authorizing the issue of State bonds; and in 
referring to them in the sequal of this report, they will, for brevity’s sake, be — | 
called by their objects and dates respectively. ° ^. 

- The Bank act. of 2d February, 1837, section 3, provides that the Governor 
shall subscribe for, on behalf of the State, 15,000 shares of' stoek; such num- 
ber of the same shall be held by the State for the use of the Seminary and 

Saline funds, as will be equal to principal and interest of said funds respec- 
tively, and the residue of said shares shall be held for the use of the State; 
each share is one hundred dollars. Sections 4—5 provide that the Governor 
shall execute*to the Bank the bonds of the State, in sums of not less than one 
thousand dollars each, the amount of said bonds to be equal to the shares sub- 
‘scribed on behalf of the State, as provided in the third section, after deducting 
therefrom the amount of the Seminary and Saline funds, to be drawn for and 
paid to the. Bank, as provided for in same. The amount of the Saline fund in 
the State Treasury, and which was paid over to the Bank on account of sub- 
scription of stock, was seventeen thousand, thirty dollars and twenty-four 
cents; and of the Seminay, fund, paid oves on like account, was eight 
thousand three hundred and ‘thirty-three dollars and eighteen cents. It is 
also to be borne in mind, that, by the act entitled “An act to establish a perma- 
nent fund for the use and support of common schools,” approved 6th February, 
1837, all that portion of money which might be received by the State from the | 
United States, by virtue of the provisions of the act of Congress, approved 23d — 
June, 1836, should be invested by the/Governor. in the stock of the Bank of 
the State of Missouri. The amount invested under this act was five hundred 
and nine thousand seven hundred and eighty dollars and forty cents, of which 
$382,335 30 was cash paid in, and the balance ($127,445 10) was represented . —

The bonds authorized by this act were to be signed by the Governor, coun- 
tersighned by.the Sécretary of State, and under the seal of the State, and to 

-bear interest asi follows: The first half million at a rate not exceeding six 
per cent. per annum—the remainder at a rate not exceeding five and 
à half per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually in the city of New York;— 

‘<interest not to be calculated until a loan. has been negotiated on them; the 
‘principal payable at the end of twenty-five years after the negotiation. The 
bonds are to be made payable to the Bank, and received by her in full pay- 
ment of the stock for which they are given. Section 6 provides for the 
appointment of an agent to negotiate a sale of five hundred thousand dollars 
of these bonds in any part of the United States, and, if necessary, in Europe— 
none of the bonds authorized to be sold at a discount so as to create a loss on 
them: -Section 11 provides that when the second'branch of the Bank shall be 
established, the Governor shall subscribe 5000 additional shares, and shall ex- 
ecute and deliver, to the Bank the bonds of the Státe for the amount thereof, 
in like sums, manner and amounts as provided in the first instance of subscrip- 
tion for the State, at a rate of interest not exceeding five aud a half per cent. | 
per annum, payable at the same time and on the same terms. Section 12 pro- 
vidés for a like subscription of shares on tlie establishment of the third branch; 
which, however, is not yet established. 

The Bank act of 8th February, 1839, section 1, provides for the withdrawal 
from the Bank, by the Governor, of all the bonds issued under the Bank act of 
2d February, 1837, which had been delivered to the Bank in payment of stock 
subsciibed by the State, and which remained unsold, and in lieu thereof he 
should execute to the Bank the bonds of the State, for the same amount, in the 
manner prescribed by the Bank act of 2d February, 1837;—these bonds to 
bear interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum—(section 2.) The princi 
pal and interest payable at London, or elsewhere, in sterling currency—francs 
or guilders, as the Bank shall deem advisable—sec. 3. -All the stock of the 
Bank remaining undisposed of twenty days after 1st June, 1839, the Treasurer . 
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of the State to subscribe for on. behalf of the State, and the Governor immedi- 
ately thereupon to issue, execute and deliver to the Bank; in full payment of 

_the stock so subscribed, the bonds of the State, in the manner,and form and 

With the pro¥isons thereon before expressed—sections 11 and 12. The amount 
of stock subscribed by the Treasurer under this act, was 15,000 shares, equal 

, 10-1,500,000 dollars, which was done an 2d September, 1840. The Bank act 
of 12th February; 1839, authorizes the bonds provided for by the Ist and 2d 
sections of the Bank act of 8th February, 1839, to be issued upon the going 
into operation of ihe second branch of the Dank. "The second branch of the 
Bank went into operation on- .  . day of j , 1839. 

]t will be seen from the.communication of the Cashier of the Bank, dated 

lith December, 1840,in answer to a resolution of fhe Senate, and of the House 
of ‘Representatives, that 362 bonds, amounting to $362,000, were sold. 
.. Table A., annexed, predicated on the above date, exhibits, at one view, the 
number and amount of bonds authorized to be issued, their rate of. interest, 
when and where, and in what currency, principal and interest payable, the 
number, amount, &c., which should have been cancelled under the several.

This table does not, however, correspond with the facts.. It appears from 
the communication of the Cashier, of 11th Decembér, 1840, before referred to, 
that in the re-issue of bonds unsold, the fraction of $301 28 was omitted; and 
that, when the unsold bonds were called in there had been issued but 1092 
bonds, amounting to $1,092,301. 28. The table A. No. 2, presents then the 
true account of the case"tis it should be. 

The case as it is,—It appears from the correspondence and documents re- 
ferred to the committee, that the executive issued, under the bank act of 2d 
February, 1837, two hundred and fifty-three bonds; two of them for $100,000 . 
each, and one for $14,856 18, and two hundred and fifty for $1000 each. It~ — * 
was found that the first named three could not be used, being of too large de- 

. nominations—see letter of the President of the bank to-‘the Governor, dated 
23d August, 1837. They were returned and cancelled, and in lieu, 213 bonds. 
of $1000 each, and one of $1,856 18, were issued—see letter of Secretary of 
State to the Cashier of the bank, dated 29th January 1838. These two hun- 
dred and fourteen bonds, it seems, were afterwards returned, being prononnced : 
informal and not authorized by charter, according to opinion of Messrs. Gam- 
ble, Geyer and Spalding, who were consulted by the bank—see letters.of the 
President of the bank to the Governor, dated 19th April, 1838, and of the Gov- 
ernor to the President, dated 25th April, 1838; and were afterwards burned, 
and two hundred aud fourteen other bonds, of $1000 each, were issued in lieu. 
No bond was issued for the fractional $856 18. 

It appears from the communication of the Cashier, dated 11th December, 
1840, above referred to, that the amount of bonds issued under the bank act of 
2d of February, 1837, and outstanding against the state when the same were 
found not to be in conformity to the charter, was $1,092,301 28. These were 
returned, and a new issue made in lieu, of 1092 bonds, amounting to $1,092,- 
900, omitting the fractional $301 28; of these, $362,000 had been sold, and. 
730,000 .were with the bank when the Governor was authorized, under the 
bank acts of 8th and 12th February, 1839, to recal those unsold, cancel them, 
and issue sterling bonds in lieu. At this time, 5000 additional shares of stock, 
to be subscribed when the second branch of the bank should be established, 
had not been taken, and the Governor, as provided by the last mentioned acts, 

, recalled the 730 bonds, and issued 1230 sterling bonds in liéu.of those recalled, 
and-the 5000 additional shares of stock-—-making, together, 1230:bonds, amount- 
ing to $1,237,000. Hereby will be ascertained what bonds issued under the 
bank act of 2d February 1837, were informally issued, ànd' what were to be - 
cancelled. ‘I'he documents show that many. other issues were made, and the 
amount, but when, neither they nor the correspondence explains.. Itis impos- 
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sible, from the correspondence between the Executive and the bank, to asceré, 
tain.the number or amount of bonds outstanding, or when issued—see letters 
of the Secretary of State to the Cashier of the bank, dated 5th December, 1837, 
and of the Cashier of the bank to the petias Ed State, dated 13th Decem: 
l ‘lost, or not preserved, or not communi. 
cated—see last two letters. Itseems,from what-is communicated, that it was 
only necessary to ask, and the Governor.issued, and this sometimes without a 
return of the bonds in lieu of which the new issue was asked. If the bank 
found it inconvenient to use the bonds/as issued, others were substituted on 
the request of the bank, and at the pleasure of the Govertior—see letters of the 
Cashier of the bank to the Secretary of State, dated 7th May, 1838, and of the 
Cashier of the bank to the Governor, dated 17th July, 1838, and ofthe Cash:

It appears that in 
one instance a bond for-ene thousand dollars has been issued/in lieu of one 
while outstanding in hands of a purchaser, and which is yet unreturned, and 
for aught that appears, is still in hands of purchasher—see Spas of the Cashier 
of the bank to the Governor, dated 11th February, 1838, and of the Secre- 
tary ofthe State to the Cashier of the bank, dated 17th September, 1838. In 
another instance it appears that three bonds of one thousand dollars each, 
bearing six per cent. interest, have been lost by the bank— see letter of the 


. President ofthe bank to the Governor, dated 19th April, 1838; and in another; 


that two bonds oflike amount, and bearing like interest, are missing from the 
bank, and new ones have been issued in lieu of them by the executive—see

Since the foregoing was prepared and agreed on, and when about to be re- 
ported, it was communicated to the committee that a communication had been 
teceived by the Sécretary of State from the cashier of the bank, upon various 
resolutions of the Senate.

-was made to the Senate, and referred to this committee. It has been exarühin- 
ed by them, and so far as it is different from what js above stated by the com-

1. It makes no statement of the 213 bonds of $1,000 each, and the one of

when the bonds issued in lieu of those same amounts were returned, cancelled 
and burnt; whereas, the fact is that no bond issued for this fraction, there hav- 
ing been, at this time, issued 214 bonds of $1000 each, making $214,000, leav- 
ing this fraction to be, afterwards adjusted. mi l - 

3. It-does not specify the number or amount of the bonds issued in lieu of 
those issued and declared informal, under act of 2d February, 1837; yet it ap- 
pears that the issüe was 464, which corresponds with the amount sold and 
now in the possession of the bank to be cancelled.

' 5. Itstates that arrangement for sales to and through Messrs. Prime, Ward. 
& King, and Mr. Belmont, agent for Messrs, Rothschilds, London, was made, 
and other bonds were issued, 6.per cent., in lieu of those prepared for and 
sold to Lizardi & Co.; but does not inform what bonds were prepared for and 
. not sold to Lizardi & Co., and thus giving no information on this head.

' directing them toinquire into the expediency of depriving the county courts, of 


the right to issue writs of habeas -corpus, and report that although this power 
may frequently be abused by county courts, yet as the writ of habeas corpusis 
the great writ of liberty, it is better to incur the inconvenience and risk of hav- 


. ing it issued by the county court, than to encounter the still greater inconveni- 


ence that would result from withholding that power from that tribunal. :In 
many instances the writ of habeas corpus is necessary in counties where there 
is no Judge of the circuit court, and where parties would be subjected to very 
serious inconvenience and injury, if the county court did not possess the power 


 toissue this writ. This power like many other important powers that are, 


entrusted to the county court is liable to be abused, but in the present state of 


tthe country is necessary to be given to that court as a matter of public policy 


and expediency. This power is exércised by the county courts subject to the 
superintending control-of the circuit court, and as the committee- are of opin- 
ion that the power could not be taken from the county courts without doing 
more evil than good, they ask to be discharged from the further consideration

Jementary to an act tojsurvey and define the constitutional limits of St. | 
Genevieve county,” approved february 11th 1839. . "POP 

There appears to have occurred some irregularity in making the survey un- 
said act. Said act did not contain any enacting clause, and of course did not 
go into operation and effect for ninety days after its passage; and the survey 
in question was made and certified some time before the act under which it 
purported to be made went into effect. ! 

It also appears from the paper filed, that the commissioner, appointed on the 
part of St. Francois county, had no notice of the law, nor of his appointment 
nor ofthe making of said survey until it was nearly.completed; and that the 
county court of said county, had no notice of the survey, and that St.- 
Francois county, was entirely unrepresented in making said survey. A 

The bill referred to the committee, undertakes to establish the permanent 
boundaries, of St. Genevieve and St. Francois counties, by a mere general.re- 
ference to the survey ef the report, and commissioner who surveyed the same. 
'The committee believe and that this is wrong, and that the description of 
the permanent houndaries of counties, ought to be a part of the public law of 
the land, and ought to be set forth on the statute book. l 

The survey as returned, gives two stones set by the surveyors, with bear- 
ing trees, as the permanent western corners of St. Genevieve county, but does 
not give any natural boundary for the same, nor does it fix the position of 
those corners, with reference to any contiguous section or township cor- 
ner. Owing to this cause, such a description of the lines between St. Gene- 
vieve and St. Francois, cannot be obtained from the survey, as the committee 
think ought to appear on the statute books.

manner in which it shall be raised, is an inquiry which has excited the solici- - 
.tude of yout committee. in looking over the large amount which is now due 
-from the State, there is not one item that your committee can single out as 
less just and pressing in its character than the rest. The amount due the bank 
‘for intereston money loaned the State when she was hard pressed, should be paid. 
promptly. The*debt due the militia for the various wars, i$ à debt which 
‘should long since have been paid, and all concur in the necessity of its im- 

. mediate payment. The debt which is now partially due, and the entire 
amount of which will be due at an early day, for work done on the Capitol, is 
one which is due to laboring men, and if not promptly paid, might produce 
family distress and ruin. ‘The debt due the Board of Internal Improvements, 
especially so much of it as may be due to the engineer corps, is one, in the 
opinion of your committee, should be paid without delay. It must be recol- 
lected this corps is composed of persons from other States, and who, in all . 
probability, will at an early day.leave the State—the character and good faith 

. of the State require that they should not be permitted to leave it as its creditors. 
But two modes present themselves to your committee, by which the amount 
now. due from the State, as above stated, can be met; they are to issue State 
bonds at an interest that will insure their sale, and enable the State to pay her 
„creditors in constitutional currency, or to issue to those having claims Audi- , 
ditor's warrants, to be made receivable for the revenue. The latter mode your : 
committee look upon as exceedingly objectionable in practice, and ‘unjust to 
the creditors of the State, and should never be resorted to. ‘ Youy committee 
cannot look upon Auditor’s warrants as any thing more than evidence of debt - 
... due.from the State to the holder; to make them payable for revenue, would 
have the effect to give. them an artificial currency, to the-amount of the reve- 
nue; to make them receivable for revenue, would be, in effect, bankrupt- 
ing the treasury, and would compel the officers of government, who have been ' 
employed at cash prices, to réceive Auditor's warrants, which must, from the ^ 
nature of things, sink in value below the amount which they ‘promise to pay. 
It is objectionable, from the consideration that a large number of warrants 
would necessarily have to be issued, and in small amounts; and, judging of 
the future by the past, would be counterfeited and altered, and subject indi- 
viduals, and’probably the State, to imposition and fraud. Your committee 
_. believe that the effect of the issuing of Auditor’s warrants would be unequal 
5. upon soeiety; it would be throwing into circulation a considerable amount, 
which would fall into the hands of speculators, at a loss to the holder; presu- 
! ming that the State would issue nothing under five dollars—at least four-fifths 
of the tax-payers pay less than five dollars taxes; all paying less than that 
amount, (being the lowest amount issued,) would have to pay his taxes to the 
collector in cash, not for the benefit of the State, but to the interest of the col- 
lector, whe would use the cash of the State to purchase Auditor’s warrants, to 
pay into the treasury the revenue with which he might be charged—it would, 

in effect, be throwing the creditors of the State completely in the power of . 
the merciless speculator. 

Your committee can, under existing circumstances, recommend no other 
mode of meeting the immediate liabilities of the State, than to issue State bonds 


It will be seen from-the foregoing exhibit, that at thé present rate.of taxa- - 
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payable in ieü years, but redeemable in fivé, at the pleasureof the State, and ` 
bearing interest not exceeding.ten per cent. perannum. This mode would 
place im the hands of-the creditor of the State the amount which he was justly 
entitled to, and its operation would be equal upon the citizens of the State; 
under its operation, none would have a right to complain, as it would be 
pledging the credit of the State for the payment of its just debts: it would be 
sustaining the credit of the State abroad as- well as at home. The issuing of 
Auditor's warrants, and their. evident depreciation, would have the effect of

It will be seen, by the foregoing statement, that the Bank holds the bonds of 
‘the State to the amount of two hundred and seventy-five theusand dollars. 

Your committee are aware that an opinion prevails that the Bank was pur- 
chaser of the bonds which she now holds in her possession, amounting to two 
hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars. This is a mistake, as appears from 
: o adopted by the Board of Directors, on the.5th of March, 1839, as 

| follows: Mu ] 
i. Resolved, That the Bank will loan the State of Missouri the sum of $125,000 
=" for the building of the State Capitol, for twelve months, at six per cent., paya- 
‘ble in whole or part, as the Execütive may require, and will receive the bonds 
of the State, bearing six per cent. interest, interest and principal payable in 
London for negotiation, agreeable to the 4th section of charter; when the bonds 

are sold, and the Bank is advised of the proceeds being to her credit in New

shall also act as the fiscal agent of the State when requiredy-and shall, when 
required, negotiate all loans for the State, either in Europe or América; on the ^ 
most advantageous terms that can be obtained, without charge.” 

It must appear evident that the Bank, in receiving the bonds, did so as thë- 
agent of the State, and in loaning the money, it was from a desire to serve the 
State, and an expectation ofebeing enabled'to sell the bonds at an early day. 

The condition of the Bank requires that the Legislature shall make an effort —— 
to return to it a portion, at least, if not all, the money which the Bank, through: 
its liberality, has advanced to the State, to build the Capitol, pay the troops in 
the Mormon war, and for the Board of Internal Improvements. If the State 

should have to give,a higher rate of interest for money than the bonds hereto- 
fore given bore, it mast be recollected that the State, for the Seminary fund, 
Common School fund, and her own stock, is, with the exception of $244,640, 
the exclusive owner of the Bank, and consequently, nearly to the extent of 
the. interest of the Bank, would the State be benefitted through the Seminary 
. ahd Common School funds, which funds the State. should cherish.

' ment of that institution, for the last two years, under the administratión of 
Messrs. Gordon & ‘Burch, lessees thereof; the result of their labors is the con- 
viction, that the object of the-legislature in creating the institution, that is, by 
solitary .confinement, with labor, to produce a reformation in the convicts 

. has been partially defeated by the non-observance on part of the lessees of > 
the law on the subject,‘as well as a total disregard of an important rule pre- 
scribed by thenspectors, for the government of the penitentiary, and which : 
rule, the lessees, by contract, were bound to observe scrupulously; the 8th 

E section of the’ act to lease the penitentiary, approved 11th February, 1839, 
provides, that the lessees shall conduct the said institution, as is now requir- 

ed by the warden, under a similar control and superintendence by the inspec- 
tors. The 10th section provides for their working the convicts without the 
walls, but not elsewhere. ara che, et eg. : 
The 4th section of the act entitled *An act to amend an act, entitled “an act 

to established a State penitentiary, and.to regulate the same," approved 6th 

Feb., 1837, provides, that “the inspectors may, if they deem it conducive to 

` the public interest, direct the labour of all or any of the convicts, to be perform- 
ed withóut the exterior walls of the prison. Under this provision, the- inspec- 
tors in their report to the General Assembly say, that “on the 3d day of last 

` April, they gave the lessees permission to work the convicts within the 
bounds of the corporation of this place, having at all times a sufficient guard. 
erov them.” And they'^say, that “the lessees were expressly directed, under 
pretence, whatever, to work the convicts, without the bounds of said corpora- 

‘tion. op . " 

That the lessees have disregarded the law, and abused the trust confided to 
them, under the “act to provide for the leasing of the penitentiary,” which ap-. 
` points them keepers and agents of that institution, is abundantly proven to 
your committee, as well by independent testimony, as by the adminissions of. + 
‘+ the lessees themselves. It has been proven before your committee, on the ` 
oath of a respectable witness, that he saw, on a Sunday of last fall, three con- 
victs about half a mile from the penitentiary, no guaid being with them: it has 
also been proven by. the oath of the overseer of the institution, that at least 
one convict, is frequently sent with a wagon and team, the distance of seven- 
teen miles from the city, and without any guard; it has also been satisfactori- . 
* ly proven to your committe, that since the meeting of the.present General 
. «Assembly, five. of six of the- convicts, have, been seen in a. gang travelling 
the streets, without any gaurd; a portion of your Committee have.themselves, 

. with astonishment, witnessed convicts, at different times, driving wagons and 
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carts about the city, unaccompanied by guards, and were only to be. known 


. from citizens, by their clothing. It was proven by William S. Ballard, princi- 
pal overseer, that from eight to nine convicts, have been worked at a time, in 


quarrying stone, without the limits of the corporation, accompanied by two 
guards; and that from 12 to 18 at a time, are usually employed in chopping 


. wood, accompanied by three guards only; and. yeur committee are informed 


by the lesees themselves, that six of the convicts have already escaped, in con- 
sequence of having been thus worked without the walls, four-of whom, have 
made their escape, since the meeting of the Legislature. Your committee are ` 


` of opinion, that the practice of working the convicts without the walls, as pur- 


sued by the lessees, is déstructive of the discipline of the institution, thereby 
affording opportunities of concerting plans of escape and resistance, to say no- 
thing of the evils of affording to the old, experienced, and hardened offenders, : 


- opportunities of instilling into the minds-of the less experienced, their plans of

Your committee entertain no doubts that the contract. between the State and 
the lessees, has been in many instances, violated by the latter; yet, they cannot 
find in the law, in relation to the subject, any authority reserved to the State, 
to annul the contract if violated; and your committee find mo provision in the 
law, except what relates to their bond, restraining the lessees from even turn- 


ing all of the eonvicts at- liberty ; therefore, they have instructed me to report
